In accordance with section 18th of the By-laws, I suhmit 
the following Report of the various Departments of the 
Institute for the year ending June 1, 1868. 

LIBRARY DEPARTMENT. 

Since the last Report of the late Librarian, in February, 
1867, a large amount of labor, absolutely necessary for the 
proper understanding and working of the Library, has 
been performed. The books have been re-arranged on the 
shelves, and marked with the press-number and shelf-let- 
ter, that they may be easily found when called for, and 
easily restored to their places. To trace the history of 
each book in its connection with the Library, and to dis- 
cover its loss, should that occur, its accession number has 
been placed in every work. This required a comparison of 
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every title in the Library with the corresponding title in 
the Accession Book : and the work has been done so thor- 
oughly, that the Librarian feels confident there is not a 
title in the Library which will not be found in the Acces- 
sion Book, The old lists of books, sent at different times 
to our agents abroad for purchase, have all been revised, 
and a new alphabetical list substituted for them, to prevent 
the purchase of duplicates. The account books have been 
examined from the beginning, to ascertain the number of 
volumes in the Library and their cost ; the number pur- 
chased each month since the commencement of purchases, 
in 1861, and the monthly cost. The records, though com- 
plete, were found to be too involved to furnish this infor- 
mation in detail ; but the number of volumes in the Library 
was ascertained, 1. By counting tl»e number of volumes on 
the Accession Book^ and, 2. By counting the volumes on 
the shelves. The number of books purchased each month 
could not be ascertained with any degree of certainty ; but 
the monthly expenditure for books, and the number of vol- 
umes purchased each year were obtained. These purchases 
have been recorded for future reference, under the year, 
and_, as far as possible, under the month in which they took 
place, in a book prepared for the purpose. In this book, 
a record of the monthly additions to the Library, of books^ 
maps, and pamphlets, with their cost, and of the number 
of volumes bound, with the cost of binding, will be care- 
fully kept in future ; and we shall be able to answer, at any 
time, the two important questions. How many volumes are 
in the Library, and, What have they cost? 
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Card Catalogue, — The card catalogue is known to be 
imperfect, and, while this continues, we are in danger of 
purchasing duplicates. To correct it, it will be necessary 
to go over the whole Library, and compare this catalogue, 
title by title, with the books on the shelves. A portion of 
this work has already been done, and, as no importations 
of books are expected during July and August, I hope it 
will be completed before the autumn. 

Books, — The number of books in the Library, June 1, 
1868, was 25,941, and their cost was $65,372.48. The 
accessions since the first of January, 1868, have been 2999, 
at a cost of $10,949.18. The number of pamphlets now in 
the Library is 5980. These pamphlets are almost useless, 
for want of a proper catalogue, — a want which must be 
supplied during the coming year. 

Blinding, Since the first of January 141 volumes have 
been bound at a cost of $165.15 ; and the whole number of 
volumes bound since the commencement of the Library 
has been 978, at a cost of $1138.08. The work of binding 
is still going on. About 200 volumes are now in the 
binder's hands ; but the number remaining which requires 
binding is not large. The cost of binding is so much less 
abroad than here, that we have all the books that need it 
bound before shipment. 

Presentations, — Since the commencement of the present 
year, 98 books and 45 pamphlets have been presented to 
the Library. The names of the donors are as follows :

The whole number of volumes presented to the Library 
from its foundation to June 1, is 1599. 
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Periodicals, — The number of periodicals now taken for 
the Beading Room is 130, of which 27 are American, 55 
English, 31 French, and 17 German. Many of these are 
properly devoted to science ; but all the great branches 
of human knowledge are represented by their ablest 
journals. 

Transactions, (fc. — Irregular publications of a periodical 
character, consisting chiefly of Memoirs, Transactions, and 
Proceedings of learned Societies, to the number of 88, are 
taken for the Library, of which 38 are American, 30 Eng- 
lish, 10 French, and 10 German. These with the periodi- 
cals proper, numbering together 218, constitute the living 
portion of the Library ; and will keep the student, espe- 
cially in Science, acquainted with the active thought, and 
the latest discoveries, of the day. All must have recourse 
to these publications who wish for original information in 
science, art, or literature. 

Duplicates, — The number of duplicates known to be in 
the Library is 331. A list of these has been made out for 
the purpose of exchanging them for the duplicates of other 
institutions. Some exchanges have already been eflPected, 
and we hope to dispose of most of them in this way. Many 
of these duplicates are derived from presents to the Library, 
though some are unavoidably made by purchase. 

Boohs Missing. — On examining the Library last sum- 
mer, it was found that eight books were missing, of which, 
thus far, no traces have been discovered. We shall not 
know until August, when the Library will be closed for 
examination^ whether any new losses have been incurred. 
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Reading Room, — The Beading Room was opened for the 
first time in the evening, from 7 until 10, on the 5th of No- 
vember, and the number of readers was at once more than 
doubled, rising from 104. in October to 234 in November. 
From the beginning there has been a slow, but quite per- 
ceptible improvement in the class of books called for. 
During the year 1867 our records show the following 
results :

Then follow in their order, American History^ Jurispru- 
dence, Chemistry, Continental History, English History, 
Heraldry, Reviews, Greek and Latin Classics and Physics. 
During the year the number of different persons calling for 
books was 1258, and the number of volumes delivered to 
them was 2619. Since January, fiction still takes the lead 
in popularity with readers, but an increased number of 
the most substantial books has been called for. 

Of the $75,000 appropriated to the purchase of the Li- 
brary, there have been expended $65,372.48, leaving an 
unexpended balance of $9,627.52. The books now ordered 
will absorb this entire sum ; and I would recommend 
the appropriation of $25,000 more, to complete the 
$100,000 originally designed for the Library. The 
number of books which can be purchased for this money 
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will not be so great as was originally supposed. For this 
there are two reasons. First, the price of books has risen 
in the great markets of the world and is still rising ; and 
second, when this sum was set apart for books, their value 
was estimated in gold. Now, while we pay for them in 
gold, our accounts are kept in currency, which makes a 
large apparent addition to the cost of the books.

LECTURE DEPARTMENT. 

The second annual course of thirty lectures was begun 
on Tuesday, November 19, 1867, and was completed on 
Tuesday, March 5, 1868. In arranging this course, the 
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committee decided that the lectures should he chiefly scien- 
tific ; and it was intended that two-thirds of them should 
bear that character. Nine short courses of from two to 
four lectures each, on as many different subjects, were 
delivered. The names of the lecturers, the subjects which 
they discussed, and the times at which the lectures were 
delivered, were as follows : 

Prof. John Lecomte, of tlie University of South Carolina, 
four lectures, Nov. 19, 21, 26, 28, on The Stellar 
Universe. 

Prof. E. P. Evans, of the University of Michigan, four lec- 
tures, Dec. 3, 5, 10, 12, on Pompeii and the Public 
and Private Life of the Komans. 

Prof. Alfred M. Mayer, of Lehigh University, two lec- 
tures, Dec. 17, 19, on The Steam Engilie. 

Prof. Francis H. Smith, of the University of Virginia, four 
lectures, Dec. 31, Jan. 2, 7, 9, on Acoustics. 

Prof. Arnold Guyot, of the College of New Jersey, four lec- 
tures, Jan. 14, 16, 21, 23, on The- Physical Geogra- 
phy of North America. 

Prof. Frank Donaldson, of the University of Maryland, 
two lectures, Jan. 28, 30^ on The Philosophy of 
Food. 
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Prof. Joseph Lovering, of Harvard University, four lec- 
tures, Feb. 4, 6, 11, 13, on Electricity. 

Prof. M. Scheie De Vere, of the University of Virginia, 
two lectures, Feb. 18, 20, on Language. 

Prof. Benjamin Silliman, of Yale College, four lectures, 
Feb. 25, 27, and March 3, 5, on The Physical Char- 
acteristics of California and Nevada. 

All these lectures, except those of Prof. Donaldson, and 
of Prof. De Vere, were illustrated by diagrams, maps, or 
photographic representations ; and the lectures on Sound 
and Electricity, by numerous new experiments, presenting 
the results of the most recent investigations in these 
sciences. 

The number of tickets sold for the entire course was 974 ; 
but the attendance, though varying with the state of the 
weather and the interest felt in the evening's discussion, 
did not probably average more than half the tickets issued. 
The attendance at the lectures has undoubtedly been di- 
minished by the difficulty of hearing -in the hall. While 
a clear, loud voice can be distinctly heard in all parts of 
it, ordinary speakers, and especially professors, accus- 
tomed to lecture to classes of moderate size in small rooms, 
cannot be easily heard in the more distant portions. An 
advantage was gained by suspending curtains above and 
beneath the gallery ; but some effectual remedy is still 
wanting. I would recommend that a sounding-board be 
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tried. For experimental lectures, a hall in the form of an 
amphitheatre with raised seats, could unquestionably be 
constructed beneath the present one. Experience has 
shown this to be the best form in which a scientific lecture- 
room can be constructed. It places the audience higher 
than the tables, and thus renders all the experiments visi- 
ble. The spectators in all parts of the hall, face the exper- 
iijienter, and, by the curvature of the seats around his 
stand, are brought into the closest possible proximity to 
him. Such a hall would prove an important addition to 
the Lecture Department. Finished in a plain style, it 
would not be injured by the fumes, or the acids, or the 
mechanical action, so often required in experiments. Three 
other rooms could be finished in the basement, one to be 
used in connection with the lecture-hall, and the others 
could be devoted to the use of the Academy of Music. 

The new cushions and the alteration in the seats of 
the hall, which will be completed before the opening of 
another course of lectures, will greatly increase the com- 
fort of the audience.

ACADEMY OF MUSIC. 

During tbe winter and spring a series of eleven Concerts 
has been given in the hall of the Institute, under the 
direction of Mr. James M. Deems. These concerts have 
taken place on every alternate Saturday evening, having 
commenced on Saturday, January 4. At these concerts, 
music of a high order has been performed by the best talent 
that could be procured in the city. The great object has 
been to cultivate the taste of the people, and to elevate it 
to the enjoyment of the great masters in musical composi- 
tion. The increasing interest shown by the public in these 
concerts must be gratifying to the committee which ar- 
ranged them. At present this Department, more than any 
other, seems to be winning the sympathy of the people and 
making the Institute a public necessity. 

The attendance has varied from 352 to 702. The aver- 
age attendance for the eleven concerts has been 516 

It is to be hoped that the plan which the committee are 
now considering, of permanently establishing this Depart- 
ment of the Institute under a competent Director with all 
the appliances for thorough instruction, will be carried 
into effect before the commencement of another season. 
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If, during the first year, instruction is limited to vocal 
music and the piano, the space required for the accommo- 
dation of the Academy will not be great. The two rooms 
beneath the stage and the stage itself will probably supply 
its first wants. Even should the Trustees desire to finish 
a hall in the basement for experimental lectures, two, and 
perhaps three rooms could be made on the east side of this 
hall for the uses of the Music Department ; and, should the 
Academy increase, one of the adjoining houses could be 
devoted to its accommodation. The receipts and expen- 
ditures of this Department have been as follows :

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PEABODY PRExMIUMS. 

During the year, the usual premiums have been con- 
ferred on meritorious graduates of the School of Design of 
the Maryland Institute, on those of the Male High School 
and the Western Female High School. In consequence of 
a change in the course of study from three to four years, 
there were no graduates from the Eastern Female High 
School in 1867, and, consequently, no j)remiums were 
granted to it. 

The School of Design held its closing exercises for 1868 
on the fifteenth of May, at which seven premiums were 
conferred on the male graduates — three of $100 and four of 
$50 each. These seven premium scholars constituted the 
entire class of graduates for the year. The female depart- 
ment of this school is much larger than the male, and, as 
Mr. Peabody, in his letter, does not restrict the premiums 
to the male department, it is a question worthy of consid- 
eration whether it will not he well for the Trustees to di- 
vide between the two departments the money set apart for 
this school. 

*No record of the names of those receiving the Peabody 
Premiums has been kept at the Institute ; but complete 
lists have been obtained from the different schools, by the 
chairman of the committee, and the names will be recorded 
for future reference. 

Tickets, not exceeding fifty to each sex, to the annual 
course of lectures are directed by Mr. Peabody to be given 
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to such graduates of the High Schools as ** Shall have 
obtained, by their proficiency in studies and their good 
behaviour, certificates of merit from the superintending 
authorities of the schools to which they are attached " 
These tickets are evidently intended to be granted as pre- 
miums ; and I suggest that the school authorities be 
requested to send to the Committee on Lectures, or to 
the Provost, the names of those to whom they have granted 
certificates, by which free admission to the lectures is to be 
obtained ; and that the candidates for admission call on the 
Provost for their tickets. Each ticket should contain the 
name of the person to whom it is granted, and a record 
should be kept of the names of all who receive them. 
These formalities will increase the value of the tickets in 
the eyes of the students, and thus further the object of 
Mr. Peabody in granting them.

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MR PEABODY'S LETTER. 



On the 12th of February, 1857, in a letter of instruc- 
tions, addressed to twenty-five gentlemen, whom he re- 
quested to become the Trustees of his bounty, Mr. Pea- 
body founded in Baltimore the Institute which bears his 
name, and endowed it with a fund of $300,000. A suit- 
able building for the operations of the Institute was to 
be erected immediately, and the Trustees were authorized 
to draw the money as it should be needed. On the 24th 
of the following June, Duncan, Sherman & Co., of New 
York, informed the Trustees that Mr. Peabody had au- 
thorized them to add $50,000 to the credit of $300,000 
which had been opened with them in favor of the Insti- 
tute, on account of Mr. Peabody's gift of February 12th. 
In a second letter of gift, directed to Wm. E. Mayhew, 
President of the Board of Trustees, and dated London, 
October 8th, 1858, Mr. Peabody confirmed his previous 
gift of $50,000, through Duncan, Sherman & Co., and 
added to this sum $150,000 more, to be paid in six an- 
nual instalments, the first payment to be made when the 
building should be completed. He afterwards changed 
his purpose in regard to the time of these payments, and 
advanced the whole jsum some time before it became due. 
The endowment was thus increased to $500,000. 

His third letter of gift, dated at New Haven, October 
19, 1866, conveys to the Institifte an additional sum of 
$500,000. This was just before the dedication of the 
building, which took place on the 25th of October, 1866, 
His fourth letter of gift is dated at Baltimore, September 
22, 1869. In this letter, he presented to the Institute a 
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further sum of $400,000 in Tennessee and Virginia Bonds, 
estimated by him to be worth about $240,000, thus mak- 
ing the entire fund received from him $1,240,000. His 
previous letters are all contained in the pamphlet printed 
in 1868, which also contains the address at the dedication 
of the building, and other important papers relating to 
the establishment of the Institute. His last letter of gift, 
together with the answer of the Trustees, is given below. 



To THE President and Trustees op the Pbabody Insti- 
tute OF THE City of Baltimore. 

Gentlemen, — Among the objects of my present visit to my 
native land, was my desire to see the workings and to as- 
certain the success of the Institute which bears my name 
and is in your charge. And now, as I am on the eve of my 
departure from this city, I take this opportunity to express 
to you my gratification at the success with which it has 
been conducted, and is now carried on, according to the 
terms and directions of my previous letters of gift, and 
at the satisfaction and benefit which I have learned, from 
various sources, it has afforded to the inhabitants of Bal- 
timore. And I beg to convey to you my acknowledgment 
and thanks for the time and care which you have be- 
stowed upon its affairs, and to express my confidence, 
that, under your management and that of your suc- 
cessors, it will go on for generation after generation, dif- 
fusing its benefits among the citizens of Baltimore and of 
Maryland. . 

When I gave you $500,000 three years ago, making 
the full endowment one million, I was informed by the 
Trustees whom I met at that time, that the amount was 
ample for all possible wants of the Institution.

Since my arrival, however, although I am still informed 
by some that no more money is required, and that any 
further building should be postponed for the present, on 
the other hand, I am told that it is the opinion of others 
that the additional building should be immediately com- 
menced, and that, to enable the Trustees to do this, with- 
out infringing on the annual requirements of the Insti- 
tute, an additional sum of $100,000 would be required to 
finish the buildings as originally intended. 

It is my desire to place the Institution in a high and 
undoubtedly independent position, such as may justify 
every citizen of Baltimore, for all future time, in feeling 
proud of that position, and of its power for usefulness. 
I, therefore, now give you Three Hundred Thousand Dol- 
lars of Tennessee six per cent. Bonds, and One Hundred 
Thousand Dollars of Virginia State six per cent. Stock, 
for the purposes hereinafter set forth. 

The State of Tennessee at the present moment is labor- 
ing under pecuniary difficulties ; but her great natural 
resources, and the high sense of honor of the people of 
that State, must soon, as exemplified by the lately pub- 
lished letter of the Governor, re-establish its credit. 
And, although even at the present low prices on the Stock 
Exchange, the securities I now give would sell for from 
$235,000 to $240,000 in cash, still I would advise your 
Finance Committee, as these bonds are now increasing in 
value, to retain them for the present, and await a more 
favorable opportunity before selling them ; and, should 
the money be required before that time, I would suggest 
that funds be substituted by the sale of the highest priced 
United States Bonds which you hold. 

This gift I wish applied exclusively to the purpose of 
erecting the additional building required; but, should 
there be a surplus over what is thus needed, I desire it to 
be applied to the benefit of the Gallery of Painting and 
Sculpture to be connected with the Institute.

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Early on the morrow, gentlemen, I leave your great 
and prosperous city ; and, in taking leave of you pro- 
bably, from the state of my health, for the last time, you 
have my best wishes for your health and happiness, and 
for the continued and enduring prosperity and usefulness 
of the Peabody Institute of the City of Baltimore.

REPLY OF THE TRUSTEES. 

Mr. Peabody, — This renewed act of a beneficence which 
seems to grow by its exercise, commands the 'grateful 
thanks of tlie Trustees of the Peabody Institute, now here 
assembled. In tendering them, though the gift implies 
the approval by you of our previous conduct as your agents, 
and in that regard is most agreeable to us personally, we 
feel that we speak in behalf of the people, living and to be 
born, for whose good this immense gift will be expended^ 
when we testify to you the grateful admiration with which 
all civilized mankind must contemplate your goodness.

REPORT OF THE PROVOST. 



Baltimorb, June 2d, 1870. 

To THE Trustees op the Peabodt Institutb op the 

City op Baltimore. 

In accordance with the By-Laws, I submit my Third 
Annual Report of the operations of the Institute, in all its 
Departments, for the year ending June 1, 1870. 

LIBRARY DEPARTMENT. 

The increase of the library, during the past year, has 
not been bo great as it was during the year which pre- 
ceded it. The fund, designed by the Trustees for the 
founding of the library, had been spent before the date 
of my last Annual Report ; and the increase of books 
must hereafter depend on the regular annual appropria- 
tions. During the past year the expenses have been 
confined within this limit. We have continued the prac- 
tice pursued in former years, of procuring all important 
new works in the various departments of knowledge, 
neglecting only the lighter literature of the day. Our 
first object has been to keep the library, as far as possible, 
abreast of the times. We, therefore, purchase, as they 
appear, all important works in science, history, an- 
tiquities, ethnology, philosophy, philology, general 
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politics and theology ; all important voyages, travels, 
maps, &c. For the same reason, we keep our large list 
of periodicals, and of the transactions of learned societies, 
fully up to the times. 

The most important additions made to the library 
during the year have been in works relating to the origin 
and history of the English language, including Anglo 
Saxon, Gaelic, Welsh, Irish, and Manx. We now 
possess a large number of books printed in these lan- 
guages, and much that relates to their literature. In 
this list we have included the Norman French and books 
relating to it; the Contes, Tales, Fablieaux, Chansons, 
Gestes, and literature of the TrouvSres and the Trouba- 
dours ; most of the books printed in early and middle 
English, with all the important collections of early 
English ballads ; vocabularies of the various dialects of 
England, and works printed in these dialects. The 
object has been to secure a large representation of all 
books that can facilitate the study of the English lan- 
guage, or enlighten the student with regard to the early 
literature of our native tongue. Many of the books 
ordered, relating to these subjects, have not been received ; 
many of them are rare, and will not be found for a long 
period of time ; but enough have already reached us to 
place the library, in this respect, far in advance of the 
position it occupied a year ago. The acquisition of the 
valuable and scholarly volumes published under the 
supervision of the Master of Eolls, containing many of 
the most important early records and chronicles of 
England, carefully edited with notes and translations, 
have added greatly to our wealth in this respect. 

The work of the library has been carried on as rapidly 
as the force at our command would permit. Since our 
purchases have been fewer during the past, than in the 
preceding year, less time has been required for preparing 
the lists, and for entering and arranging the books 
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received. All the time thus gained has been spent in 
analysing the books purchased in previous years, but 
which we were then compelled to lay aside for want of 
'time fully to card them. This labor is not yet finished. 
Meantime, the work of preparing a catalogue for printing 
has been begun in connection with this analysis ; and it 
will be continued until it is ready for publication. The 
progress of this work* must be slow unless additional help 
is employed upon it. It is very important that it should 
be done thoroughly ; as we wish it to be a credit to the 
Institute when completed. It is more desirable that such 
a catalogue should be popular than scientific; that it 
should rather help the inquirer to find what he wants 
than display the learning of the bibliographer. That 
catalogue is best for use which most readily and intelli- 
gently answeri^. the questions : Is a given book in the 
library ? What books does the library contain relating to 
a given subject? Such an arrangement of matter, such 
a division of subjects, and such an analysis of works as 
shall help the reader to answer these questions the most 
readily are most desirable to be made, whether scientific 
bibliography approve them or not. 

The library contained, on the first of June, 1870, 
40,555 volumes, and the increase during the year has been 
5,967. The entire cost of the library from the beginning 
has been $125,209 39, of which sum $21,911 81 have 
been spent during the past year. 

The binding of the Specifications of the British Patent 
Office to the end of 1868 has been completed. The col- 
lection consists of 1,735 volumes, and the binding ha^s 
cost $10,508 50. To reduce the heavy expense of bind- 
ing these publications, it has been determined by the 
Committee to put them, in future, into boxes. This plan 
has been adopted at the British Patent Office itself, and 
it is believed that it will render them quite as accessible 
to readers as the present method of binding them into 
heavy volumes. 
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The binding of books during the present year has been 
tept up fully to the wants of the library. Few books are 
xiow to be .found upon its shelves which are not in a good 
condition of binding. 

The library has received, during the year, many valua- 
T3le presents, and our thanks are especially due to the 
lEnglish and French governments for their generous 
liberality in this respect. Besides the Specifications of 
"fche Patent Office received during the year, amounting to 
S42 volumes, the British government, through Lord Clar- 
^9ndon, presented to the Institute such volumes of the 
^publications issued under the supervision of the Master of 
*he Rolls as that office could spare. These publications, 
^Donsisting of records, chronicles, calendars, and state 
2>£kp6rs, of which, 196 volumes were received as gifts, are 
invaluable to the historian and to the philologist, and no 
^reat library could well be without them. The volumes 
^Kiot presented by the British government have been pur- 
<3hased, so that the series is complete. We are indebted 
"fco our London Agent, Mr. E. Q-. Allen, for the interest 
Hie took in helping us to secure this grant. 

The French government has also been very liberal to 
'€:he Institute, in presenting a complete set of the Reports 
^3f the French Patent Office in 68 volumes ; various reports 
<^nd statistics published by the government relating to 
education ; and, above all, the great topographical maps 
^Df France now in course of publication by that govern- 
^^nent. These maps are drawn on a uniform scale of 1-80,000, 
nd 250 of them have been already received. Our Paris 
gent had them all mounted on linen in sections for fold- 
ng, and placed in boxes for our shelves — the most con- 
enient of all methods in which to arrange maps for com- 
actness and convenience. We must again acknowledge 
great indebtedness to M. Gustavo Bossange for pro- 
uring these invaluable maps, which apparently have 
very village, stream, mountain range, and road marked 
3 
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upon them. All these grants of the French government, 
amounting to 129 volumes, were obtained through his 
zealous efforts in our behalf. 

Two other important donations have been received 
during the year ; one from Hon. Eeverdy Johnson of 245 
volumes of government documents, the other of 56 vol- 
umes from the Secretary of State, Hon. Hamilton Fish, 
and the Secretary of the Interior, Hon. J. D. Cox. These 
volumes have helped us to supply some of the deficiencies 
in our sets of government documents, which are not yet 
complete. We are also in want of many volumes of State 
and City documents which can be deposited in no place, 
where they will be so conveniently accessible to the peo- 
ple as here. 

Our list of pamphlets should be greatly enlarged. 
There must be, among the useless lumber of many offices 
and houses in the City and State, numerous pamphlets 
relating to the history, statistics, agriculture^ manufac- 
tures, commerce, and finances of the State or of some 
portion of it ; to its benevolent institutions, such as hos- 
pitals, alms-houses, insane asylums, cemeteries ; to its 
great corporations, such as railroads, canals, turnpikes, 
coal, mining, and bridge companies ; to its surveys, 
shipping, harbors, mines ; to the conventions, political, 
religious, and commercial, which have been held here or 
elsewhere ; and such pamphlets, relating to any of 
the varied interests of society, moral, religious, politi- 
cal, social, or benevolent, which any one may here- 
after wish to examine, — and it is very difficult to say 
what printed matter may not be useful to some inquirer — 
would be most acceptable as gifts ; or even the privilege 
of purchasing them at reasonable prices would be regarded, 
as a valuable one. An old Directory is frequently in- 
quired for, and becomes a valuable book in such a place 
as this. If the good people of the State and City could, 
be made to understand how valuable these pamphlets 
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may become at no distant day^ they would be thankful 
for such a place of deposit as this library affords them. 
It is the only library in the State where all such fugitive 
productions will be carefully preserved, properly cata- 
logued, and rendered accessible to the whole population. 
Indeed, these two qualities, security and accessibility, 
should bring us many more literary treasures than we 
have yet received. The owner of a unique or important 
book can here deposit his treasure as a gift to the public, 
with the moral certainty that it will be protected from 
injury, and that it will be open to the entire people with- 
out other restrictions than such as are necessary for its 
preservation. No rights of membership, no certificates 
of admission_, no hampering recommendations are required 
to secure the use of any book in this library. No library 
that looks to the security of its property could be more 
entirely free than this. Thousands of pamphlets, which 
are now utterly useless even to their owners, if deposited 
here, would greatly enrich our shelves ; and properly 
catalogued and arranged, they would be more accessible 
to the donors themselves than they now are, piled away as 
they often are, in some forgotten place. 

The entire number of gifts received during the year 
has been 1715 books and 256 pamphlets, but for a complete 
list of these I would refer to the full report of the Libra- 
rian. 

The list of periodicals and of the transactions of learned 
societies has been kept up, and now numbers 210. Among 
them are no newspapers and few popular magazines, the 
larger portion of them being devoted to science, history, 
literature, and art. No part of the library is so much 
used as this. 

Our duplicates have increased by 159 volumes during 
the year, of which only two were purchased. The remain- 
der were presents. But two books have been lost — pro- 
bably stolen from the reading room. 
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It is gratifying to note an increase, during the year, of 
more than fifty per cent, in the number of persons using 
the library ; and the number of volumes called for has 
also increased, but not in the same ratio. Upwards of 2080 
difiFerent persons have applied for books, and have received 
from the shelves more that 15,000 volumes. It is a sin- 
gular fact that there are many intelligent persons living 
in this city who do not yet know that this is a free library, 
though a statement to that efiFect has been published daily 
in the leading papers for more than six months df the past 
year. The insertion of that advertisement produced at once 
a marked improvement in the number of readers, showing 
the need of making such a statement. The purchase of 
the common popular literature of the day would undoubt- 
edly, and at a moderate cost, add greatly to the number 
of our readers ; but it would alter the character of the 
library from that described by its founder ; and, unless 
a separate room were provided for this class of readers, it 
would render the reading room much less quiet and 
attractive to students. There are few reading rooms in 
which better decorum is preserved or greater quiet 
secured. 

For a fuller statement of the internal operations of the 
library and reading room, I would refer to the report 
of the Librarian.

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LECTUEE DEPAETMENT. 

The Fourth Annual Course of Lectures began on the 
seventeenth of November and closed on the tenth of March. 
These lectures were delivered, as in previous years, on each 
Tuesday and Thursday evening, except during Christmas 
week; and the course was extended to thirty-two lectures, 
or two beyond the number intended for the usual annual 
course. As no experimental lectures in science had been 
given during the preceding year, the Committee decided 
to make arrangements for two courses of four lectures each, 
which should be illustrated with scientific experiments; 
and they were fortunate in being able to secure, for this 
purpose, the services of gentlemen of such eminence as 
Professors Morton and Smith. History, literature, and 
art were also represented in this, probably the ablest and 
certainly the most popular course of lectures ever deliv- 
ered at the Institute, 

The names of the lecturers, the subjects discussed by 
each, and the times at which the lectures were delivered, 
"were as follows:

In consequence of the inability of Prof. Ware to fulfil 
his engagement at the appointed time, it became neces- 
sary to alter the programme as it had been announced to 
the public. Dr. Gould was induced to give one lecture 
in addition to those assigned to him ; and Dr. Howard, 
who had been engaged as a substitute in case of need, 
gave a single lecture on the Spectroscope; while Dr. Cop- 
pee kindly consented to transfer his two lectures from the 
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close of the course to this period, thus filling the gap of 
four lectures. Finally, Mr. Ware gave, at the end of the 
course, two lectures instead of the four originally intended. 
Prof. Mayer opened the Course with an account of the 
great solar eclipse of August 7, 1869. He explained the 
clause of eclipses, sketched their history, and described the 
"two bodies concerned in producing them. He described the 
organization of the party of observers which was stationed 
€j,t Burlington, Iowa, gave an account of the instruments 
■"tased, of the method of adjusting them, and of the obser- 
"'^^ations made, illustrating the whole, by means of the lime 
Xantern^ with numerous, beautiful photographs of the Sun, 
"fctie Moon, the progress of the eclipse, the party of ob- 
servers, and their instruments. Prof. Morton, with that 
onderful skill in devising and presenting striking illus- 
"fcrations of natural phenomena for which he is so well 
Ifenown, gave a most attractive and brilliant course of lec- 
"fcures on Light. For the first time in the history of tlie 
nstitute, the house including the gallery was filled; and 
voice of the Professor could be easily heard in every 
of it. He described the nature and properties of 
ight^ the theory of vibrations, the origin of color, the 
^^^roduction of images, the eye, vision, polarized light, and 
the spectroscope, and illustrated all parts of his subject 
""^vith the most pleasing and instructive experiments, using 
lo less than four lanterns, a battery with Ruhmkorff 's 
;oil and many Geissler tubes. Dr. Van Bibber presented 
new theories of light, spoke of its relation to health, 
,iid gave some practical information on the subject of ven- 
tilation. Prof. Green described the condition of the 
—^American army, and the inexperience of its officers, at 
Aie beginning of the Revolutionary War. He gave an 
ible review of military operations till the victory at Sara- 
kga, and then confined his discussion to the officers and 
;he operations of the army in the Southern States. Dr. 
)arpenter gave some very instructive lectures on the his- 
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tory, the habits, the abode, the food, the conditions of life, 
the multiplication, and the value of the oyster, including 
a minute description of the methods pursued in France 
and England for the preservation and increase of this val- 
uable fish, in which our own State has so great an interest. 
Dr. Gould, in a series of carefully prepared lectures, gave 
a history of observation and discovery in relation to the 
Sun; described its physical condition so far as that condi- 
tion is known, its spots, its clouds, its storms, its intense 
heat and light, the constitution of its interior and exterior 
parts, the cause of its violent convulsions, the origin of 
its forces, and all the important theories that have been 
advanced to account for the known phenomena of solar 
action. Dr. Howard gave an instructive lecture on the 
principles and uses of the spectroscope, and, by means of 
diagrams, made clear to the understanding this mode of 
scientific investigation. He also gave an account of some 
of the wonderful discoveries made by means of this instru- 
ment in the constitution of the sun and fixed stars. Dr. 
Coppee discussed the peculiar characteristics of the three 
races of men which successively conquered portions of 
England, showed in what parts of the country they made 
permanent abodes, and traced their history till their final 
fusion into the present British race. In the same manner, 
he treated ot those races whict successively overran and 
occupied France, from the fusion of which the present 
Frenchman derives his national characteristics. Prof. 
Lowell, in his carefully prepared and scholarly lectures, 
after describing the great thinker and defining his rela- 
tions to his own age and to his race^ gave a thoughtful 
analysis of the characteristics of Chaucer and of his poe- 
try, and sketched the gradual decline of the natural school 
of poetry and the rise of that artificial school which cul- 
minated in Pope. Prof. Smith, with numerous illustra- 
tions and experiments, spoke of the immense forces con- 
centrated in the molecules of matter, and the extreme 
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sensitiveness of these molecules to specific external influ- 
ences, as is shown in cohesion, condensation, crystalliza- 
tion, absorption, vibration, and other forms of atomic 
a»ctivity. Prof. Ware treated of the principles of archi- 
"fcecture, its relation to the sense of beauty in man, and its 
historic development among the different nations of the 
oarth. Besides a large number of beautiful diagrams of 
V>uildings and ornaments, he exhibited, by means of the 
l«.ntern, many photographs of celebrated architectural 
structures in different parts of the world. 

In illustrating these lectures, great use was made of the 
X«intern, which, in a darkened room, presents to a large 
^^udience a much clearer view of objects than can be gained 
the use Of ordinary diagrams. To secure the benefit 
this improved mode of illustrating lectures, a new lan- 
of the largest size, the condenser being 8^ inches in 
ciiameter, was ordered for the Institute, and constructed 
Xnnder the supervision of Prof. Morton. It was provided 
""Vvitb a lime light, and every thing necessary for the pro- 
ciuction of distinct images. The electric light is expen- 
ive, is very troublesome to use, and is quite unsteady; 
nd. the magnesium light, of which we possess an im- 
I^^roved form in a lantern purchased two years ago, is 
xtremely unsteady, and requires a constant and difficult 
djustment of its machinery, while the fumes from the 
urning magnesium are very objectionable. Prof. Morton 
indly offered to procure for us a lime lantern of the best 
onstruction, and to test it carefully in his own lecture 
oom before sending it to us. This offer was accepted, 
nd the Institute is greatly .indebted to him for the inte- 
^st, time, and trouble which he took in procuring for us 
lantern which is certainly one of the largest, and is 
jlieved to be one of the finest, in the country. 
A few other articles of permanent value to this Depart- 
ent have been purchased during the season, such as 
-fcands, bags, boxes, screens, pans, cfec, but a large portion 
4 
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of the expenses incurred has been for transient supplies, 
and for assistance rendered to the lecturers in arranging 
their diagrams, and in performing their experiments. 

The average attendance at the lectures during the season 
has been larger than ever before; and, during Prof. Mor- 
ton's brilliant course on light, the hall was full. The 
number of season tickets sold was 1047 against 633 for 
last year. More fully to meet the wants of the public, 
and to accommodate strangers transiently in the city^ the 
Committee, at the commencement of the season, deter- 
mined to issue single tickets at twenty-five cents each. 
The experiment has proved a decided success. During 
the season, 1790 of these tickets were sold, yielding an 
income of |447.50. By this arrangement, the public has 
been accommodated better, the audiences have been en- 
larged, and the lecture fund greatly increased. I think 
it should be continued until a sufficient number of season 
tickets can be sold to fill the hall. 

Great annoyance has been experienced from the intro- 
duction of so many young persons of both sexes, but more 
especially of boys, into the lecture room. Many children 
have attended the lectures the past season, who are too 
young to derive any advantage whatever from the discus- 
sions, and are attracted only by an idle curiosity to wit- 
ness the experiments. Without interest in the lecture, 
these youths seat themselves in groups, spend the time in 
whispering and laughing, and are glad of any opportu- 
nity to give expression to an exuberant vitality in noisy 
and unseemly applause. Though less demonstrative than 
the boys, many of the girls also indulge in whispering, 
greatly to the annoyance of all their neighbors who wish 
to hear the lecture. Officers of the police have been sta- 
tioned in the hall, with orders to remove from the room 
all persons found disturbing the audience in this way, 
and, by this means, greater quiet has been secured. Still 
the evil has not been cured. Constant complaints are 
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made by individuals of the annoyance to which they are 
subjected by these unruly youths, and some remedy should 
be devised to prevent the evil. A great part of the diffi- 
culty would be removed by not allowing the boys or girls 
to sit in groups, where they can encourage each other in 
their improprieties. Boys below a fixed age, say 14, 
should not be admitted at all, as the range of discussion 
in these lectures is entirely above their comprehension. I 
think the best plan will be to exclude all persons, boys 
and girls, under 14, and allow no grouping of either sex 
on the benches, but requiring each to sit with an adult 
who will be responsible for him. Where a school attends, 
the teachers should accompany the pupils, sit with them, 
and be responsible for their conduct.

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ACADEMY OF MUSIC. 

The Academy of Music has been conducted, during 
the past year, without essential change in the plan which 
was adopted when it became an active department of the 
Institute in 1868. Instruction in all the departments of 
music, for which there have been pupils, has been con- 
tinued, and the usual number of concerts given. The 
public are gradually but slowly learning to appreciate 
the advantages which are here oflFered for the acquisition 
of an education in music, and the final success of the 
school cannot be doubted. 

Instruction for the year began October 4, 1869, and the 
academic year will close June 22, 1870. During the 
year 213 different persons have entered the Academy 
against 173 for last year. The Chorus Class, which 
receives but one lesson per week, and pays for instruction 
and concerts combined a smaller sum than is required for 
the concerts alone, numbers 88 members. If these be 
deducted from the whole number of pupils, there remain, 
as belonging to the regular instruction classes, 125 pupils 
against 119 last year. The entire number of tickets of 
instruction purchased by pupils during the year was 280 
against 231 last year. In the instruction classes are 7 
free pupils against 5 for last year. Many of the pupils 
take lessons in more than one department of instruction, 
and thus really enlarge the Academy as much as a cor- 
responding number of additional pupils would do. 

The number of persons belonging to the Academy, 
and the number taking lessons in each department o 
instruction^ for each term during the past two years, hav 
been as follows ;

It will be seen, from the above table, that an important 
increase has been made in both the Instruction classes 
and the Chorus Class ; but the Academy this year has 
no annual members. 

The price of instruction was materially reduced at the 
beginning of the year ; but the receipts in consequence of 
the increased number of the pupils, are still $90.65 above 
those of last year. The fees as now established are, per 
year, $50 for singing or instruction on any single instru- 
ment, |75 for singing combined with instruction on a 
single instrument, $30 for the Theory of Music, and $5 
for the Chorus Class. These fees, except for the Chorus 
Class, are paid half yearly in advance ; and all pupils 
are admitted to the concerts on their class tickets. The 
receipts from tuition have been, $5,534.40, and the 
expenses, exclusive of the Director's salary, $4,809.87, 
showing an excess of receipts over expenses of $724,53. 

Twelve Symphony, 5 Afternoon, and 4 Private Con- 
certs have been given during the season. The Symphony 
Concerts were well attended, the audience being larger 
than ever before ; but the receipts from the sale of tickets 
has fallen $278,83 below those of last year. Thus while 
the audience has increased, the receipts have actually 
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declined. The terms of admission have remained essen- 
tially the same as they were the year before ; but the 
increased number of pupils in the Academy, all admitted 
on their class tickets, and a more constant attendance of 
these pupils at the concerts, are probably the real causes 
of this anomaly. If this be the true explanation, it is 
certainly the sign of a growing interest in the higher 
musical education which this department was established 
to foster ; and this interest is manifested by that very 
class of persons which it is most important to reach — 
the young who are seeking a musical education, and 
are forming fixed musical tastes. But if the increased 
audiences have arisen from the fraudulent lending to 
their friends of tickets which the pupils had purchased 
on the express condition that they should not be trans- 
ferred, it would rather indicate a low condition of morals 
than an improved taste for the master-pieces of music. 

While the income from the sale of tickets has thus 
diminished, the expenses have increased. This has 
arisen mainly from a desire on the part of the Director 
and the Committee to balance and improve the Orchestra 
by increasing its size. The number of instrumentis was 
raised from 41 to 53, — an increase of nearly one-third, 
and the expenses were increased in a corresponding 
degree. For the coming year, it is proposed to reduce 
the Orchestra to its former numbers. Another cause of 
the increased expense is the fact, that all the concerts 
this year were given with a full Orchestra ; while, last 
year, three of them were what are called Chamber 
Concerts, at which only a small number of instruments 
was employed. 

Tickets to the Symphony Concerts were sold at 50 cents 
each, or in packages of six for |2.50. During the season, 
3612 single and 268S package tickets were sold. The 
average attendance, exclusive of pupils was 627, and the 
average sale of tickets 533 per concert. The average 
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receipts per concert were $244, and the average expenses 
$573.16. The entire receipts from the 12 concerts were 
|2,926, and the entire expenses $6,877.95, the expenses 
exceeding the receipts hy $3,951.95. 

Tickets to the Afternoon Concerts were sold at 25 cents 
each. The entire number sold were 918, or an average 
of 185 to each concert. The average attendance, exclu- 
sive of pupils, was 243. The average receipts for each 
concert were $45.90 and the average expenses $149.56. 
The excess of expenses over receipts for the 5 Afternoon 
Concerts was $518.32, and for all the concerts of the 
season was $4,470.27. 

As the academic year closes in July, my report, pre- 
sented in June, cannot give a statement of the accounts 
of this department for the full year. I, therefore, com- 
plete my last year's report, by stating that the full receipts 
for the year 1868-9 were $9,176.33 and the expenses 
$14,319.69, showing an excess of expenses over receipts 
of $5,143.36.

No additional income can be expected during the pres- 
ent term, but an additional expense of about $700 must be 
incurred to carry the Academy to the end of the academic 
year, July 1, 1870. 



PEABODY PREMIUMS. 

The usual distribution of premiums, medals, and diplo- 
mas have been made among the graduates of the School 
of Design and the High Schools of the city, in exact con- 
formity to the instructions of Mr. Peabody. Owing to 
the manner in which the candidates for these honors are 
selected, I fear they are not producing all the benefit, 
which Mr. Peabody intended. A system of marking has 
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been adopted by the teachers, which is kept up during 
the whole course of four years ; and the pupils who rank 
the highest for this entire period receive the honors. 
This seems^ like an extremely fair method of selection, 
but, practically, it does not work well. I am informed by 
tlie teachers, that the contest among the pupils is really 
decided by the end of the second year, and all further com- 
petition ceases. That is, the requisite number of pupils 
GSLiiy by industry and good conduct, even with moderate 
abilities, so get the start of their companions during the 
first two years, that those outside of this circle give up 
"tlie struggle as hopeless. One or two, just on the border 
line between success and failure, may continue to strive, 
T>ut the contest is virtually over, and the school sinks 
into indifference. All teachers of experience know that a 
l>right child, full of talent and animal spirits, is, in his 
earlier years, more apt to be attracted by amusements 
Outside of the school room, than by the pleasure of learn- 
ing within it ; but that, at a later period, he often wakes 
Tip to the importance, or to the love, of study, and becomes 
'tilie pride of the school. In every large school are many 
i^iich examples. On this whole class of pupils who have 
^Sallen hopelessly behind in marks during the previous 
^^ears, all the incentives to exertion which the premiums 
intended to give are lost ; while those having the 
1»rt are so secure in their positions, that little further 
flfort is required to enable them to carry off all the prizes. 
n many ways the contest is an unequal one. On the one 
ide, the sins of the past are to be atoned for, not only in 
lie loss of power to do, which is the just penalty of past 
eglect, but in the marks lost, which must all be made 
before the contest can really begin ; while, on the 
tber side, the virtues of the past, in the form of good 
are vicariously transferred to the present^ to 
:ncrease, by their full value, all the credits for present 
exertion. The utter hopelessness of overtaking a com- 
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petitor, thus provided with a treasury of good marks, 
can be easily comprehended^ when it is knoTyn, that the 
utmost that can be gained in a day is a few tenths of a 
single mark. It is not a wonder that competition should 
cease under such conditions. 

This difficulty is an old one in colleges and schools, 
but, I think it can be obviated, wholly or in part, in 
either of the following ways. The first and fairest method 
would be to have free competitive examinations for the 
prizes at the end of the course, — the method of the En- 
glish universities. The objection to this is, that good 
deportment is left entirely out of the contest. A second 
method, and perhaps a better one, would be to confine 
the competition for prizes to the year of graduation, the 
last of the course. The best scholars of previous years 
would still have great advantages over the others in bet- 
ter habits of study, and better preparation for this last 
year of decisive work. Harvard College has recently 
made a change somewhat in this direction. A third 
method might be adopted, which should give to the 
marks of the senior year a much greater influence on the 
final result than those of previous years, — giving them, 
say, a three-fold value in the count. 

I have urged these views earnestly on some of the 
teachers, and hope some change may be made to give 
more influence to the closing year in the contest for the 
premiums. As the matter now stands, many persons well 
acquainted with the operations of the schools and most 
interested in their welfare, have expressed serious doubts 
whether the Peabody Premiums are, at present, doing 
much good.

THE HALL. 

The present method of heating the hall renders it 
ipossible to control its temperature or to improve its 
"ventilation. The hot water pipes on the side walls 
zffurniah, by direct radiation, all the heat which is sup- 
j)lied to the room. The registers in the floor cannot be 
^Dpened without depriving the library work-rooms above 
^^f their proper temperature. In consequence of this 
^irrangement, no fresh air can enter the hall, except such 
^old drafts as can be introduced through the windows 
^Etnd doors, and which are sure to incommode persons sit- 
ting near these openings. If the windows and doors are 
<5losed, the room is completely sealed up, no other provi- 
sion being made for the introduction of fresh air ; and 
-the air already in the room cannot be removed by any 
<5ontrivance short of an air pump. Under these condi- 
-tions the ventilators will not act ; and the confined air, 
vitiated by more than a hundred gas burners, is breathed 
over and over again by the audience ; while the heat, 
^raised to a high point by the combined action of the 
l)urning gas, the breaths of so many people, and the 
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immovable pipes filled with hot water, becomes almost 
intolerable. The only relief possible is a slight acci- 
dental one, derived from the fact that two of the four 
ventilators open into heated flues, whose power of draft, 
increased by heat, reverses the current in the two cold 
flues, sucking the cold air down through them to supply 
the vacuum produced in the room by the upward currents 
in these heated outlets. Knowing the great difference 
in draft between the heated and the cold flues, and the 
total want of provision for letting air into the hall, and 
anticipating this very result from these combined causes, 
I found, on experiment, that, when the doors and win- 
dows were closed, the air descended the two cold ventila- 
tors while it ascended the two warm ones. The instant 
a door or a window was opened, all the four flues were 
filled with ascending currents. 

These facts suggest, with unerring certainty, the direc- 
tion in which we are to seek a remedy. Ample provision 
must be made for the introduction of fresh air without 
resorting to the doors and windows, which always pro- 
duce uncomfortable and dangerous drafts. We may find^ 
from experience, that the present outlets are not suffi — 
cient for complete ventilation ; but the great and presain^" 
need now is of large inlets for a copious supply of fres 
and warm air. All experience shows, that a room, i 
which a large number of persons is to be assembled, can 
not be properly ventilated when its temperature is derive 
from heated surfaces within the room itself. A roo 
thus heated has no provision for a fresh supply of ai 
while ventilation implies circulation, a continuous fio 
of air into and from the room. The air pump is t 
only instrument which will remove air from a 8pa< 
which it is not allowed freely to enter. The inlets to 
room should, in fact, always be larger than the outlet 
so that the pressure from the over charged room may 
outward through all chinks, cranks, and openings in t 
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walls, as from a cylinder in which air is condensed. 
With our present arrangement, all drafts through these 
openings are inward, as to an exhausted receiver. 

A second serious objection to the present mode of heat- 
ing the hall is our utter inability to control its tempera- 
ture. A series of pipes placed within a room, and filled 
with hot water, whose temperature cannot be seriously 
changed in the short hour or two that the room is occu- 
pied, and whose heating influence can in no way be shut 
from it, is an extremely unmanageable piece of apparatus. 
Even if the current of water is stopped, the pipes are still 
full of the hot fluid, the slowest of known substances to 
heat and cool ; and, for five or six hours afterward, they 
continue to furnish copious supplies of heat. The super- 
intendent, however intelligent, has no immediate control 
over the source of heat, and consequently cannot adjust 
the supply to the demands of the hour. 

To prevent a feeling of chilliness to an audience on en- 
tering the hall, the room must be heated to a temperature 
of from 50 to 60 degrees ; but, as the audience assembles, 
the temperature rises rapidly. As two of the three sources 
of supply — ^the audience and the blazing lights — are quan- 
tities in the problem which cannot be eliminated, it be- 
comes doubly important that we should have complete 
control over the third — the heating apparatus — and be 
able to shut its influence entirely from the hall when 
required. To secure this control over the supply of heat, 
I would propose to put several additional coils of pipes 
in the cellar, with registers in the floor, to supply both 
air and heat to the hall, leaving the present pipes with- 
out change, to be used in very cold weather. Ordinarily 
these pipes in the hall will not be needed^ while the regis- 
ters would enable ijs to shut all heat from the hall when 
required. Of course, this will never be required unless 
tbhe apparatus has been badly managed. Through these 
registers will enter large supplies of moderately heated 
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air, setting the ventilators and all the cracks around the 
windows and doors at work to remove from the room the 
hot, vitiated air already there. The pressure will be 
outward, and^ should it be necessary to open the win- 
dows, these openings will simply become additional out- 
lets for the heated air. Little inward draft will be felt 
from them. The expense of such an alteration will be 
small, compared with the great advantages which it 
promises. I think there can be no doubt of the great 
improvement it would affect in both the heating and the 
ventilation of the hall. 

The increase of the audiences attending both the con- 
certs and the lectures has frequently rendered it neces- 
sary to open the gallery, which has no interior connection 
with the hall below. I think it is very desirable to have 
such a connection made, that the entire audience may be 
admitted by a single door-keeper, and may have the 
privilege of passing freely from one part of the house to 
the other. In constructing the gallery, an opening at 
the west end was left for a small stair case. This stair 
case should now be built. Though these stairs will be 
narrow, they will answer every purpose ; as the audience 
in the gallery, at the close of the lecture or concert, will 
be discharged through the wide door opening on the 
main stairs. 

The musicians complain that, from the want of light 
and from cross lights, there are parts of the stage on 
which it is difficult for them to read their notes, and the 
Director of the Academy desires that, some alterations 
should be made to remedy the evil. If the gas were 
arranged above the performers and thrown down by re- 
flectors, it might remedy the difficulty ; but it should be 
so arranged as not to interfere with the large screens 
used at the lectures. 

To accommodate the increased size of the orchestra, the 
stage in the hall was enlarged^ at the beginning of the 
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seasoD, by an addition of eight feet. This enlargement 
required the removal of two rows of settees, which seated 
72 persons, reducing the capacity of the auditorium to 
this extent. These settees were used in furnishing the 
room fitted up in the third story of the building for the 
Chorus Class. The curtains suspended in the hall have 
so much improved the hearing, that any clear voice, of 
moderate power but distinct utterance, can be easily heard 
in any part of the room, especially when filled. 

The death of George Peabody, the Founder of this 
Institute, must be recorded as one of the important events 
in the history of the Institute during the past year. On 
the morning of Friday, November 5, 1869, the telegraph 
announced his death, in London, at 11 o'clock of the pre- 
vious night. The Trustees met on Saturday the sixth, 
and passed resolutions of respect for his memory. They 
directed that the building should be draped in mourning, 
selected S. Teackle Wallis to deliver, on the 12th of 
February, in the hall of the Institute, a Eulogy on his 
Life aud Character, and appointed a committee to make 
all the necessary arrangements. The door and windows 
of the north front, and the Charles Street door, as well as 
the vestibule, hall, and reading room, were heavily draped 
in mourning, which was not entirely removed until after 
the Eulogy was delivered. A committee of the Board 
attended the funeral services at Peabody, Mass., on the 
8th of February. To enable these gentlemen to be pres- 
ent, and to accommodate the Trustees of the Peabody 
Educational Fund, the Eulogy was postponed from Feb- 
ruary 12th, the anniversary of the founding of the Insti- 
tute, till February 18th, which was Mr. Peabody's birth- 
day. 

Invitations to attend the services were sent to the offi- 
cers of the General, State, and City Governments, to the 
officers of the Monarch which brought the remains of Mr. 
Peabody to America, and to the officers of the various 
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institutions which Mr. Peabody founded or materially 
aided. The hall was opened to the public, excepting 
the portion reserved for invited guests. The Trustees 
with their guests assembled in the reading room, and 
moved in procession to the stage. The Orchestra, which 
under Prof. Southard was placed in the gallery, per- 
formed several pieces of appropriate music, among them 
a Dirge composed for the occasion by Prof. Courlaen- 
der. Rt. Rev. W. R. Whittingham, Episcopal Bishop 
of Maryland, offered a prayer, and Mr. Wallis deliv- 
ered his Eulogy. The day was rainy and dark, but the 
hall was well filled. The services were simple and 
impressive, as became the occasion and the character of 
him whom they were intended to commemorate.

3n favor with the public, and, I believe, also in the 

- -quality of its work. The growth of such an institution 

XQUSt be slow ; but the Trustees have every reason to be 

encouraged by the progress already made. They have 

oxuade the Institute a power in the community, whose loss 

^would be seriously felt. Experience in management will 

enable them to correct errors, if any have been committed, 

^nd to perfect methods. The public will gradually learn 

^o appreciate an institution, which was designed to aid 

:^iien to reach the highest culture in those departments 

~^o w^hich it is devoted. No benefaction is superior to 

^hat which founds institutions of learning, in which the 

T^est minds can be trained, and from which they are sent 

brtli to inspire and elevate the human race. The founder 

a hospital or an asylum may relieve a more pressing 

^^yant, but he cannot confer so broad a blessing. Every 

ultivated intellect, whether in literature, science, music, 

art, which shall owe to this institution its stimulus 
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or development, will not only be a living witness of the 
value of this great benefaction, but will become in the 
community the centre of an ever widening sphere of good. 
Culture spreads from above downward, and the whole 
people are^ in time, raised and benefited by such influ- 
ences. The Institute thus becomes a perpetual fountain 
of good, whose streams flow through a thousand human 
channels to stimulate and bless. I have an abiding faith 
in the great future that is before us, if no serious mistakes 
are made ; and, so long as the fund is safe, no mistake is 
possible which cannot be remedied. I feel confident, too^ 
that the additional courses of lectures in contemplation for 
the coming year will meet a want long felt in the city, 
and will give to the Institute a new claim to the grati- 
tude of its people. 

I wish to express my thanks to the gentlemen of the 
various Committees, to the Trustees, and especially to 
the President of the Board, for the cheerful aid which 
they have given me in the discharge of my various duties. 
To the Librarian, to the Director of the Academy of 
Music, and to the other officers of the Institute, I am 
indebted for able and willing assistance ; and I most 
cheerfully testify to the faithful service which they have 
given to the Institute. To many of the Lecturers of the 
past season I must also make a grateful acknowledge 
ment for valuable suggestions in relation to books for th 
-library.

Sir, — This Second Annual Report of the Director of the 
Academy of Music has been prepared, and is now trans- 
mitted a little before the close of the Second Term, in 
order that the Committee may be able to preseat to the 
Board of Trustees, at the June meeting, a comprehensive 
statement of the last year's operatians of the Academy. 

The Music School has answered all reasonable expecta- 
tion. The steady increase in numbers, and marked im- 
provement in the interest and progress of the pupils, 
augur well for its permanent prosperity.

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There is every reason to believe that the increase of 
next year will be considerably larger. 

There have been 40 Private Classes in Singing, Piano, 
Organ and Violin, to whom 2,880 regular, and some 40 
extra lessons have been given, besides 180 general class 
lessons in Thorough-Bass, Solfeggio, Italian and Chorus 
practice, in all 3,000 lessons. 

The Professors, B. Courlaender, H. A. Allen and Miss 
Hunt have been faithful and earnest, and have ably 
seconded the Director in his eiforts to induce the pupils 
to regard Music, not as a mere accomplishment or amuse- 
ment, but as a veritable Fine Art, whose influence on the 
general culture of society is inestimable. 

Four Private Concerts have been given by the pupils, 
when the pieces practiced in the classes have been per- 
formed by individuals selected by the Director, in the 
presence of invited friends. 

In effect, the general working of the school has been 
highly encouraging — whether tested by increase of num- 
bers, by the almost universally punctual attendance at 
lessons, or by the pervading feeling of cheerfulness and 
mutual good will existing between the Professors and 
their Scholars. 

Of the Orchestral Concerts, the Director would state 
that there have been given 12 Symphony Concerts, and 
up to date 4 afternoon concerts, affording an opportunity 
to the Pupils and to the Public of hearing to good advan- 
tage many of the great works of genius, universally 
recognized as master-pieces of Musical Art. 

The artistic value of such Concerts ; their effect on the 
general interests and permanence of the Academy, and 
upon general musical culture, cannot be overestimated. 

Without the Symphony Concerts, the Academy is onl}^ 
a music school ; with them it is a music university, or, at 
least, a college. 
7 
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A reason why such is the ease may be found in the fact 
that music outside of two or three of the large Atlantic 
Cities is studied and practiced almost wholly as a 
domestic pastime and not as an Art. 

In music, the most universal art, amateur effort, when 
confined to the domestic circle, is necessarily crude and 
unfinished, and as long as it continues unconcentrated 
and diffuse, must so remain. There will be no well 
defined standard of taste or of performance, one person's 
judgment being as authoritative as any other's and no 
more so^ — the acquirements and opinions of all being 
superficial and incomplete. 

There is, however, no reason to doubt that in a short 
time, if the public is properly informed, the Concerts 
may be made nearly, if not quite, self-sustaining.

I submit my Fourth Annual Report of the operations 
f the Peabody Institute for the year ending June 1, 
871. 

LIBRARY DEPARTMENT. 



The purchases of books for the library have been more 

imited than during any previous year since the estab- 

ishment of the Institute. The interruption of steam 

^Communication between this port and Europe stopped all 

"importations during more than half the year ; and the 

^\3var in France has prevented the purchase of books in 

^fchat country, during nearly the entire year, only one 

^mall shipment having been received. In our purchases, 

>jve have followed the plan pursued in previous years, of 

keeping up with the best literature of the day, and, after 

'this is supplied, of devoting our surplus means to the pur- 

tshase of the most important literature of the past. Great 

pains have been taken in making our selections ; scarcely 

a book having been placed on the lists without positive 

knowledge of its own excellence, or of its value in that 

department of knowledge to which it belongs. While 

we thus endeavor to avoid useless or inferior books, the 
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average price of our purchases is raised above that of 
most libraries. This is a necessary result of all careful 
selections in any branch of business, and should cause no 
surprise or regret, the only real questions being, Were 
these the proper books to purchase on the subjects to 
which they relate, and were they obtained at fair market 
prices ? 

We have been remarkably fortunate, during the year, 
in securing many rare works in early English, and books 
relating to the origin, history, and dialects, of the Eng- 
lish language ; as well as much of that early French 
literature from which our own literature sprang, and 
which is absolutely necessary for the proper study of its 
early history. The value of this collection, and of our 
apparatus for the study of philology, is now under- 
going the crucial test of actual working use by Dr. 
Ebener and Mr. Greenway in the composition of their 
great work on the history and derivation of words. 
Without this library, the preparation here of a work 
requiring such extensive research into all kindred 
tongues would have been utterly impossible ; and books, 
which, when they were purchased, seemed to lie most 
distant from the beaten paths of knowledge and the 
actual wants of our people, have suddenly advanced to the 
front rank of importance and utility. 

In December last, I was informed that a box of books 
directed to the Peabody Institute, was advertised for sal 
in New York to pay the custom house expenses. It wa 
found, on inquiry, that the box was directed to th 
** Peabody Institute, care of W. Ogle Key, New Yor 
Hotel," and had been lying in the custom house sine 
August, 1869. Though we had no information of such 
shipment, the officers of the customs, believing that imt 
was intended for our library, were quite willing to sue" - 
render it to us on payment of the charges. After ascer- 
taining from the librarian of the Peabody Institute at 
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Peabody, Massachusetts, that the books did not belong 

to that institution, I sent for them. The box contained 

139 volumes of common, miscellaneous books, and 11 

oriental manuscripts. The books are badly bound and 

«.re of little value ; but the manuscripts,' in the old 

I^ersian and Zend languages, are clean, well bound 

CiopieSj and will be curious, if not useful, additions to 

cDur collection. As there is evidently some mistake in 

x^elation to these books, and as the owner may yet appear 

to claim them, we shall not place them in the library or 

c^onsider them a part of it, for some time to come. 

Books, — The library now contains 43,659 volumes ; and 
"iiihe increase during the year has been 3,104 volumes. 
The entire cost of the library has been $133,484.45 of 
"^?7hich sum $8,275.06 have been spent during the past 
,^7ear. 

Donations, — The number of volumes presented during 

'fche year has been 485, of which 183 were received from 

■^he Hon. Keverdy Johnson, consisting of government 

^:3ocuments, and making with those presented by him last 

,^rear 428 volumes and 293 pamphlets. Our sets of 

;^ublic documents — United States, State, and City — are 

:^iot yet complete, though we have many duplicates. In 

-border to secure these documents as issued, I think it very 

^desirable to procure the passage of an order by the 

egislature of the State and by the City Council, direct- 

ng the proper oflScers to send a copy of all State and 

ity documents to this library. 

The only other considerable donations made during the 

3rear have been from the Hon. Geo. Wm. Brown, Hon. 

Thomas Swann, Wm. F. Murdoch, Hon. Geo. Vickers, 

B.nd Dr. Edward Foreman. 

Pamphlets. — The number of pamphlets presented to the 

library has been much greater than for several years, 

^eing 694 against 282 last year. I hope the day will 

oon come when every citizen of the State, and especially 

2 
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of the City, who shall publish a book or pamphlet, will 
deposit a copy of it here for preservation and future 
reference. If all persons, in changing their places of 
residence, would send us their useless pamphlets, this 
division of the library would soon be enriched with many 
valuable documents, which we canot otherwise obtain. 
The Superintendent of the Boston Public Library informs 
me that scarcely a day passes without some voluntary 
contributions being made in this way to their collection 
of pamphlets or books. 

Binding, — The binding has been kept up as in previous 
years, and we have no books on our shelves which are 
not in good library condition. 

Duplicates. — The number of duplicates now on hand 
is 744 against 615 last year. Of these duplicates we 
have made 14 exchanges during the year, and the 
increased number of the duplicates arises almost entirely 
from the presentation of government documents. 

Books missing and mutilated. — On examining the library 
last summer, only one volume was reported to be missing. 
I regret to report that some malicious person has muti- 
lated two volumes of the Iconographic Encyclopedia by 
cutting out a par^ of two plates To preserve this work, 
which contains many valuable illustrations, I was com- 
pelled to remove it from the reading room. 

Periodicals. — The library now receives 146 regular 
periodicals, and 67 irregular serials published by the 
great academies and learned societies of the world. 
All of these, with a single exception, are in the English, 
French, or German languages. The French periodicals 
have been completely suspended by the war in France, 
and those of Germany have npt been received with their 
usual punctuality. This division of the library con- 
tinues to maintain its superiority over all others in the 
i^umber of its readers. 
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Use of Library, — While the number of persons using 
the library during the past year has increased by one- 
fourth over that of the previous year, there has not been 
a corresponding increase in the number of volumes called 
for. If fiction and its readers be deducted from the 
count, this library is probably consulted to-day by a 
greater number of persons than any other library in the 
State, and it is also probable that a greater number of 
its volumes is brought into use. But when we consider 
ishe character of the readers and of the books read instead 
of their number, there can be no doubt of its great utility 
to the most intelligent and studious classes of our people. 
In four years the calls for fiction have declined one-half, 
"v^hile the whole number of books read has actually 
<ioubled. It must also be borne in mind that the reading 
uroOm contains about 2,000 volumes of reference books, 
ohiefly dictionaries, which are consulted by the readers 
^t their pleasure, and of which no account is taken. The 
^ise of this portion of the library is constant, and should 
l)e considered in any fair estimate of its utility. Two 
"thousand volumes form of themselves a very respectable 
library, and these books are perhaps as much used as all 
"the other books in the collection. 

Catalogue, — The work of preparing a catalogue for 
jrintinjc, which was begun more than a year ago, has 
advanced as rapidly as the force at our command would 
permit. All the spare time of the Librarian and his 
assistants, during the entire year, has been devoted to it. 
In order to furnish our readers with a key to the various 
long sets of 1 publications which we possess, and thus to 
bring them into immediate use, it is necessary to analyse 
many of these extensive works. The time and care 
required to perform this analysis properly are great, and 
the progress Of the catalogue is proportionately slow ; but 
it may now be considered as half finished. About 60,000 
slips) containing titles and cross references, have already 
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been written. From present appearances, I do not think 
the catalogue will be ready for the press before the fall 
of next year. It is of vastly more importance that the 
work should be well done than that it should be done 
quickly ; but a good printed catalogue is so important to 
our readers that every effort will be made to complete it 
as soon as possible. When this catalogue is finished, 
the real value of the library will be better understood by 
the public, and its usefulness must be greatly increased. 

Space for Books, — The shelves in the library have 
become so full that many of the books have been forced 
out of their proper positions to others in which there is 
more room. One of the adjoining small rooms in the 
upper story has recently been provided with shelves, and 
will furnish, for the present, the needed relief. There is 
space enough in the vacant rooms and passages of the 
upper story at the south end of the building for about 
20,000 volumes, and all this space can be used for books. 
By occupying it, the library will have all the room it 
will need for several years to come.

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LECTURE DEPARTMENT. 

• 

General Lectures. — The fifth annual course of lectures 
began on the fifteenth of November and closed on the 
twenty-third of February. It consisted, as in the pre- 
ceding year, of thirty-two lectures. In order to give the 
lecturers more time for a full discussion of their themes, 
several of them were engaged for longer courses than 
had been usual in previous years. Two of the courses 
were extended to six and one to eight lectures. The 
result has not shown any advantage over our former 
practice. There are undoubtedly subjects on which it is 
desirable to have long courses of lectures, in order to 
give a complete view of the whole field of inquiry, 
instead of a monograph on a small part of it. A course 
of twelve or more lectures on such a subject as geology, 
giving the history and the dynamics of the science, 
together with a sketch of the whole crust of the earth 
from its fiery centre up through all geological formations 
to the most recent deposits, by a thoroughly competent 
scholar, would be more instructive to the public, and 
probably more interesting, than a discussion of any of 
the separate parts of such a theme. There are also 
occasions, when, to secure the services of some distin- 
guished scholar, or to induce a competent lecturer to 
come from a great distance, it may be desirable to give 
long courses of lectures on a single subject ; but these 
cases are exceptional. The information conveyed in any 
course of popular lectures, to a person who was before 
wholly unacquainted with the subject, must necessarily 
be small. I conceive that the true objects to be kept 
steadily in view by those who direct such courses of lec- 
tures should be these three: 1. To give the latest and 
most important results of scientific investigation in every 
field of knowledge ; 2. To present such illustrations by 
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experimenta, diagrams, or lantern projections as pei 
generally have not the means of procuring or the 
to use ; and,, 3. To arouse the attention or excite 
curiosity of the hearer to such a degree, that he shal 
induced to seek further and more exact informatio: 
the subject by reading or study A few lectures 
subject, giving graphic descriptions and grand res 
will, in most cases, be more effectual in attaining 1 
ends than the introduction of minute and wear 
details. 

Owing to Professor Mortoji's engagements, we 
compelled to crowd his six lectures into the short 8 
of two weeks. For the same reason, Professor Lo 
was obliged to lecture during Christmas week, whi( 
usually a week of vacation in our lecture season. Ir 
lectures of this season, science, literature, art, and n 
were all ably discussed, and drew even larger audic 
than those of last year.

Professor Morton opened the course of lectures with 
many remarkable and instructive experiments in light, 
partially repeating and greatly extending his discussions 
of last year. The wonderfully complete and accurate 
drawings of Mr. Hawkins on the canvass were viewed 
with 'enthusiastic admiration by the large audience 
which heard him. Professor Loweirs delicate wit, and 
his discriminating criticisms on some of the great poets 
of the past, gave unalloyed pleasure to many of our most 
cultivated citizens. Mr. Perkins's large experience in 
art museuma enabled him to furnish us with many 
instructive suggestions on the formation and uses of such 
institutions, while he traced the progress of Egyptian 
and Grecian art. Professor Pumpelly discussed the 
Chinese question ; Ur. Bledsoe treated of the history 
and causes of earthquakes, described the most important 
elements of matter, showing their influence on the move- 
ments of nature, and in the economies of life ; and Pro- 
fessor iSouthard closed the course with some interesting 
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lectures on the great men who invented and perfected 
the symphony, the oratorio, and the opera. 

Glass Lectures, — Besides the General Lectures, two 
courses of Class Lectures, one on English Literature and 
one on Physics, have been delivered during the past 
winter, each course consisting of forty lectures. The 
course on English literature was delivered by Professor 
R. M. Johnston, of Baltimore. These lectures were 
begun on Friday, Nov. 4th, and were continued every 
Friday and Saturday afternoon, at 4 o'clock, until Satur- 
day, March 25th. They were given in the day time, to 
accommodate women, who, it was believed, would be 
more likely than men to attend them. For the same 
reason, and also to allow the attendance of teachers and 
the members of the upper classes in schools, they were 
arranged for the afternoon instead of the morning. Th< 



price of the tickets for each of the two courses was fixe 
at |5. Out of 72 persons attending the course on Liter- ^^^ 
ature, 64 were women. This course was eminentl y 
successful. The class was evidently interested in th - 
subject, in the agreeable manner of the lecturer, and v. — n 
his happy descriptions of the lives and characters, th^^i^e^< 
excellencies and defects, of the great English authors. 
. In the conduct of these lectures, the following pla^ — n 
was adopted. A syllabus was printed, which gave ttzM _ e 
student a knowledge of what authors were to be di 
cussed at each lecture during the entire course. Tfci 
class was requested to prepare for the lecture by readin 
in Craik's or Shaw's History of English Literature a 
account of the authors who were to be reviewed at th 
next lecture. The lecturer then gave a sketch of th 
lives and times of these authors, with criticisms on their 
works, and such readings from them as would best illus- 
trate the writer's style and mode of thought. As our 
library now contains the works of nearly all important 
English authors, these illustrations were easily obtained. 
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Professor Johnston confined his lectures and readings 
almost exclusively to the great poets of the language. 
It is proposed, during the coming season, to continue 
this subject by giving 20 lectures, one in eacb week, on 
the great English essayists and prose writers ; and, 
parallel with this English course, but on another day in 
the same week, to give a course of 10 lectures on French 
literature, to be followed by a similar course of 10 lec- 
tures on German literature, making 40 lectures in all, or 
the same number that was delivered this year. From 
the great satisfaction expressed by those who attended 
these lectures during the past season, I anticipate a largo 
class for next year. 

Physics, — The course of Class Lectures on physics was 
delivered by Dr. J. E. Uhler, of Baltimore, on every 
Monday and Wednesday evening at 1\ o'clock. This 
course began with a public lecture in the large hall of 
the Institute on Monday, November 7, and closed on 
Wednesday, March 29. It was considered very desirable 
to accommodate young men engaged in active business, 
as well as the higher classes in the schools where experi- 
ments of the kind proposed in these lectures are seldom 
performed ; and an evening hour was selected in which 
to deliver them, as being more convenient for these 
classes of students. The result has disappointed the 
expectations of the committee. Very few of the class 
which we aimed to reach attended, while nearly all 
women were cut oft' from the inconvenience of attending 
at night. It is proposed, during the coming season, to 
put these lectures at 4 o'clock in the afternoon instead of 
7i at night. The University Lectures at Cambridge, 
which are similar in object to ours, those at the South 
Kensington Museum, and those at the Eoyal Institution, 
London^ are all delivered in the day time. These are 
good precedents for us. In a city as large as Baltimore, 
it ought not to be a difficult thing to collect fifty or sixty 
3 
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larger number than this ; and we shall be diffusing infor- 
mation, a taste for science, and a desire for a higher cul- 
ture among our people, which, in turn, will fill our class 
rooms. These are noble objects, worthy of the institute 
and its founder. 

Apparatus. — In order to conduct the Class Lectures on 
physics in a satisfactory manner, it was necessary to 
make large additions to our apparatus for illustrative 
experiments. While we have sought to purchase noth- 
ing which was not absolutely required for our purposes, 
>?ve have not hesitated to select the newest and best forms 
of apparatus, and that made by the best instrument 
makers in the country, even at an advance in price over 
inferior articles and inferior workmanship. This new 
€i,pparatus has cost $1,017.49. A siren is still wanting 
t;o complete the instruments necessary for illustrating the 
lectures on sound, and several smaller articles, which 
JJr. Uhler was able to borrow, will also be needed for 
"fche coming year, when it is proposed to repeat the course 
ou physics. A very fine double siren was made for us 
ty Mr. Richie, of Boston ; but it was found to be too 
large for our organ bellows, and had to be returned. 
This is the only expensive piece of apparatus which we 
shall need until we take up the subjects of light and elec- 
tiricity, when large additions must be made to our collec- 
tion of instruments. 

Attendance, — The average attendance at the General 
Lectures was somewhat greater than last year. During 
the early part of the course, the hall including the gal- 
lery was full. It is hardly to be expected that the 
same individual will attend every lecture in the entire 
course. Different subjects, each of equal importance in 
the general culture of man, and different lecturers, each 
learned and eloquent in his own sphere, will have very 
different powers of attraction to the people. One finds a 
lecturer dull which another listens to with unmingied 
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pleasure. This fact forcibly indicates the need of variety 
in the subjects discussed at these lectures, and is a per- 
petual exhortation to us to bring to our audiences from 
the ample treasury of knowledge things both **new and 
old." 

The number of season tickets sold during this year was 
11H3 against 1047 last year, and 633 the year before. We 
have also disposed of 1378 single tickets this year while 
in 1868-9 none were sold. Thus in two years the num- 
ber of persons attending these lectures has fully doubled. 
This is certainly an encouraging fact, and shows that 
the taste for this mode ot instruction has spread among 
our people. Children under twelve years of age were 
entirely excluded from the lectures this year, and per- 
sons between twelve and fitteen were required to procure ^ 
a youth's ticket, which was issued on condition that the^ 
youth should always be accompanied by an adult whod" 
would be responsible for his conduct. An officer, com — 
missioned by the Board of Police, was also employed i 
the hall, so that unruly spirits were shut out or restrained 
and the audience enjoyed an unusual degree of quiet am 
order during the lecture hour. 

During the past season 112 lectures were delivered 
the Institute, or one on every week day of the enti 
lecture season. This is a vast increase of work over th 
of any previous year.

ACADEMY OF MUSIC. 

Instruction, — The third year of the Academy of Musi 
which began on the 3d of October, will close on the 21 
of June. Instruction has been given on the same pla^ 
as in previous years, and the terms, except for t 
Chorus Class, have remained unchanged. The numb 
of pupils in the Academy has not been so great as it w i ^»- -^ g 
last year. The greatest decline has been in the (hiiii^ lu 
class, which fell from 88 members to 4. As it is imposf 
ble to give profitable chorus instruction to so small 
number of pupils, the class was discontinued for t 
year. I think that the decline of this class is to 
attributed chiefly to a change in the terms of admissL 
to its privileges The members, in previous years, w 
admitted to the concerts on their class tickets, the cho 
tickets costing the same as a season ticket to the cmkoerts. 
This year the privilege of attending the concerts on thes^ 
tickets was withdrawn, and only 4 persons applied tor 
admission to the class. If the chorus class, which receives 
but one general lesson a week, be deducted from the pupils 
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of last year, the change in the number of students has not 
leen greater than all institutions of learning, however 
prosperous, are subject to.

Compared with last year, this table shows a decrease 
n^\' 14 pupils during the first term, and .30 during the 
second term. Without attempting to explain fully the 
causes of this decline in numbers, 1 am compelled to no- 
tice the complaints which have been made, from time to 
i^ime, of great irregularity in some of the lessons, such 
^8 the teacher's want of punctuality, his curtailing the 
time prescribed for the lesson, or his omitting it 
altogether ; and I think that these delinquencies, for such 
they undoubtedly are, have caused much dissatisfaction 
among the pupils. When several persons have been put 
to the trouble of coming together, often from a distance, 
for the purpose of receiving instruction from a teacher, 
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nothing but his absolute inability to give the lesson can 
excuse him from meeting his class at the appointed hour; 
and every such lesson, from whatever cause omitted, 
should be made up to the pupils at such convenient time 
as will accommodate all the members of the class. These 
rules should be inexorably enforced on every teacher 
wljo gives lessons in such institutions as this. 

During the year, 8 pupils have received insfruction at 
the Academy without charge for tuition. 

The receipts from tuition have been $4,381.75, and the 
expenses of instruction, exclusive of the Director's salary, 
have been $6,976.72 showing an excess of expenses over 
receipts of $2,594.97. 

Concerts. — Ten Symphony Concerts were given during 
the winter. The terms of admission were the same a 
those of last year ; but the audiences were smaller, ancia 
the receipts less, than during any previous season. Th* 
committee had made arrangements for 12 concerts, as iz^ 
former years ; but the decline of interest in these pe^?^ 
formances led them to close the series with the tenth co 
cert. Whatever may have been the cause of this decay 
interest on the part of the public, I think it can hard 
be attributed to an actual deterioration in the pcrfor 
ances of the orchestra, or to a declining taste in the pub 
for classical music. It is to be hoped, therefore, t 



the causes of this decline are of a temporary natu. 
which will have lost their influence by another seas 
and that the Academy will then form no exception. 
that general improvement in usefulness to the puTo H. 
which so perceptibly marks the other departments of t ^e 
Institute. 

During the season 3,066 tickets to the concerts were 
sold. The average attendance, exclusive of pupils, "nos 
378 against 627 for last year. The average receipts per 
concert was $142 against $244 last year ; and the average 
expenses were $517 against $573 last year. Althougli 
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tlie orchestra was reduced from 53 to 41 members, or 

nearly one-fourth, the average expenses of the concerts 

>v^€re reduced only |56, or less than one-tenth. This 

a,roBe from the increased expense of advertising, and from 

tifae largely increased expense for music. The music for 

thte ten concerts of the present year cost |948.45, aver- 

«»^ing about |95 per concert, while the music for the 17 

concerts of last year cost $712.42, an average of about 

$4 2 per concert. It is true that five of the concerts of 

Isxst year were of a lighter character, and required less 

Dtivisic than the Symphony Concerts ; but it must also be 

oonsidered that the orchestra was then much larger. 

-A.S the academic year had not closed when I made 
^"^ajr Tcport in June last, I complete the accounts of 
1869-70 by stating that the full receipts for the year

During the year, a stair-case leading from the main 
hall to the gallery has been built, the ornamental figures 
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on the gas brackets have been renewed, a considerable 
change has been made in the mode of heating the hall, 
a ticket office has been constructed in the vestibule, and 
the adjoining house has been fitted up for the Class 
Lectures. The change in the heating apparatus has 
greatly improved the ventilation of the hall, and given 
to the attendant a much better control of its temperature.

I canuot close this record of the year without express- 
ing my sense of the great loss which the Institute has 
sustained in the death of the Hon. John P. Kennedy, 
LL.D., late President of the Board of Trustees. As 
the trusted friend and counsellor of Mr. Peabody from 
the time when he first conceived the idea of making this 
endowment, as the person to whom he committed the 
task of drawing up his letter of instructions, and of 
giving an exact form to the Institution which he wished 
to found, as one of the original trustees, and afterwards, 
as President of the Board, he was connected with the 
Institute from its origin, understood the purposes of its 
founder, watched its development, presided over its couu- 
cils, and gave to it the benefit of his large experience, 
his wise counsels, his liberal views, his generous culture, 
and the quick resources of a mind of unusual fertility 
and force. I wish also to express my own personal 
sorrow at the loss of one whose genial kindness, quick 
sympathy, and friendly advice were ever ready to direct 
and cheer me in my various duties here He died at 
Newport, Rhode Island, August 18, 1870. 

While the growth of the Institute has not been so 
marked during the past year as it was during the pre- 
vious one, there are still good reasons for encouragement 
and hope in the future. The reading at the library has 
increased in quantity and improved in quality ; the gen- 
eral lectures have been better attended than ever before ; 
and the class lectures have been inaugurated, and pro- 
mise a future of great usefulness, especially to the young. 
All these facts are signs of progress and reasons for 
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encouragement. The Academy of Music is the only 
exception to this general advancement of the Institute 
in its career of usefulness. I trust that the causes which 
have led to the decline in. that department will prove to 
be of a temporary nature ; that we shall, with acquired 
experience, be able to overcome the many and serious 
difficulties which prevent its working to our own entire 
satisfaction or to that of our friends ; and that, under 
new auspices, it may soon acquire that high position in 
the public confidence, and exert that influence in the 
musical culture of the city and of the country, which it 
was designed to hold. 

To the members of the various Committees, and to the 
officers of the Institute generally, 1 wish to express my 
grateful acknowledgements for the advice and able assist- 
ance which they have given me in the discharge of my 
numerous duties.

Sir, — The following Report gives an account of th 
business of the Library and Reading Room of the Pea 
body Institute, for the year beginning June let, 1870 
and ending June 1st, 1871 : 

During that time all possible progress has been mad 
in the development of the Catalogue to be printed, an 
by reason of the small number of shipments of book 
more time than usual has been allowed to be devoted 
the correcting and transcribing of the cards. 

This labor hats been increasingly arduous and tin^ 
consuming, from the great number of unfamiliar forei 
names to be searched for and determined ; so that, up 
the present time, we have completed only about t 
tliirds of the titles on the old cards. 

The analyses of collective works^ which had to be s< 
aside by other more pressing duties, have been resuna^ 
and finished. 

A small advance has also been made in compiling th» 
Catalogue of Pamphlets. 

The collection of pamphlets now amounts to 7,2^-4 
distinct pieces. 

We should not omit to notice some considerable preis- 
ents of pamphlets, which have no doubt been suggested 
by the remarks of the Provost in his last annual report; 
namely : 48 from Mr. Joseph Cushing, Jr. ; 62 from 
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Hon. George William Brown ; 63 from Dr. Edward 
Foreman, and 293 from Hon. Reverdy Johnson. 

The collection of maps has also been augmented by 
lie generosity of Dr. Edward Foreman, who presented 
''8, chiefly relating to parts of the United States. 

A large, lithographic map of the city has also been 
btained by purchase from the publisher.

The number of regular periodicals now taken is 146 : 
embracing 27 American, 62 P^nglish, 31 French^ 25 Ger- 
man, and 1 Italian. Besides these, the transactions of 
Academies and learned Societies amount to 67 ; of which 
21 are American, 23 English, 8 French, and 17 German. 
The total number of both regular and irregular serials 
thus being 215. 

Use of the Library. 

A steady increase in the number of readers has been 
apparent, although the number of volumes used has 
been but little greater than during the preceding year. 
It will^ however, be seen that a marked improvement 
has occurred in the character of the books consulted. 

The use of fiction has steadily decreased, while works 
of the learned class have been more frequently called for. 

The actual number of persons who consulted the books 
placed in the Library during 1869-'70 was 2,080, who 
received 15,166 volumes; while, in 1870-71, 2,497 
persons used 16,290 volumes. 

A very small number of calls have been made for the 
British Patent Specifications ; only 70 volumes having 
been consulted by 9 persons.

l\\ accordance with the By-Laws, I tiiibmit my Fifth 
-Annual Report of the operations of the Peabody Institute, 
i Ti all its departments, for the year ending June 1, 1872. 

LIBRARY DEPARTMENT. 

Nothing of unusual importance has occurred to mark the 
Operations of this department during the year. The busi- 
ness of the library has run smoothly in its regular chan- 
nels, and I believe that all branches of it have been 
faithfully attended to. The library has grown in value 
by the acquisition of many important books in science, 
literature, geography, and antiquities. The largest acces- 
sions have been made in the departments of science and 
antiquities. We have added to our collection the St. 
Petersburg Academy, numbering 185 volumes, and ex- 
tending back to 1726, the only complete set of these 
valuable publications, I believe, in this country. Our 
agent was in quest of it for nearly four years before a 
complete copy could be found. We have also added 
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largely to the number of our biographical dictionaries, 
with the view of introducing into our catalogue the date 
of the birth and death of every author so far as they can 
be ascertained. We have added a few volumes to our 
early English, French, German, and Romance literature ; 
but our collection of these books is now so complete that 
few remain to be purchased excepting some of the very 
rare and the least important among them ; and for these 
we are not prepared to pay the almost fabulous prices 
which book fanciers have put upon them. The library 
has been greatly enriched during the year by the pur- 
chase of many books on mythology and what is known as 
folk-lore. To the philologist and the comparative mythol- 
ogist these works are invaluable, and we now have an 
extensive collection of them, representing the early popu- 
lar tales of almost every people. 

The British Patent OflSce has continued to send us its ^ 
reports and specifications ; and we are now putting them^c 
into boxes instead of binding them. Great efforts hav 
been made, but with only partial success, to make u 
some of the deficiencies in our sets of public documents. W ' 
have obtained nearly 300 volumes of these publicatioi-rr- 
during the year, but we need many more to complete tfcrr3< 
collection. On applying to the Commissioner of patei^ ts 
in Washington for the reports and specifications of Yxk 
office, which are now published in a manner similar to 
those of the British Patent Office, he sent me a copy of the 
law under which the distribution to public libraries is 
made ; and he stated the conditions on which we could 
obtain them. The library receiving them is required to 
have them bound, to give the public unrestricted access 
to them at fixed hours, to allow no one to take them from 
the library rooms, and to submit all special rules regula- 
ting the use of the work to the Commissioner for approval. 
The patents issued will require the publication of about 
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one volume in each week. The work is bound in law 
calf under the supervision of the Patent Office, and the 
cost of binding, $3.50 per volume, must be paid in ad- 
Tance. The expense will thus be not less than $184 per 
jear, besides the cost of transportation, which the library- 
must also pay. 1 he work is intended to contain the spe- 
cifications and drawings, not only of the new patents 
issued from week to week, but gradually to include all the 
old ones which have been issued since the organization of 
"the office. A copy of the work is deposited in the Clerk's 
Office of the United States District Court in this city. 
From the 15th of September till the 1st of June the 
library is kept open to the public, in the morning from 9 
till 4 o'clock, and in the evening from 7 till 10 o'clock, or 
ten hours in each day. During the warm weather, from 
June till September, it is open from 9 till 6 o'clock, ex- 
cept in August, when it is closed for examination and 
cleaning. Persons wishing to consult books for special 
3)urpose8 have always been accommodated while the ex- 
amination was going on. Though the library is now 
open a greater number of hours in each day than it. is 
usual for such institutions to be, many persons find that 
their most convenient time for visiting it is just that 
period of the afternoon, from 4 till 7, when it is closed. 
With the aid of an additional assistant, we can keep it 
open without intermission from 9 in the morning till 10 
at night, thirteen hours. While the catalogue has been 
pressing so heavily upon us, I have not thought it advisa- 
ble to recommend this change ; but I think it can be made 
during the coming winter, commencing in November, 
without serious inconvenience. I, therefore, recommend 
that the Trustees authorize the employment of an addi- 
tional page for the purpose of keeping the library open 
thirteen hours in each day, except during the summer 
months. The library will then be open to the public a 
2 
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greater number of hours in each day than any similar 
institution in the world. 

Books, — The library contained, on the 1st of June, 
47,542 volumes, and the increase during the year has been 
3,883 volumes, which is 779 volumes more than were 
added during the preceding year. The total cost of the 
library has been $146,927.71, of which sum $13,263.26 
have been spent during the past year. The examination 
of the library in August revealed the gratifying fact that 
no books had been lo^ during the year. The few boots 
previously reported as lost have not been discovered or 
returned. I regret to report that renewed attempts have 
been made to mutilate some of the books in the reading 
room, a leaf having been cut from each of three important 
works placed there. No clue to the perpetrators of these ^ 

vandal acts has been discovered. I have impressed upon j 

the attendants in that room the necessity of a constant .:J 

general watchfulness, and of giving especial attention to 
persons whose conduct excites suspicion ; but I see no way 
of preventing persons, so unworthy of the privileges which ^grii 
they enjoy, from frequenting the rooms, and, if so dis- — ,., 
posed, from occasionally doing great injury to the valua- — ^^^ 
ble books of reference which it contains, and which have 
Been gathered with so much trouble and expense for th 
common good of all. 

Donations, — During the year, the library has received 
as presents, 380 volumes of books and 151 pamphlets. O 
the books presented, 206 are public documents of the 
United States, and came from the Secretary of the Inte- 
rior, and 91 were from the British Patent Office. Hon. 
Thomas Swann and Hon. George Vickers have supplied 
us with important public documents. 

On motion of Mr. Conn, member of the City Council, 
an order was passed by that body directing the City Comp- 
troller to send us all city publications as issued, and to 
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supply U8 with such duplicates of those previously printed 
as he could spare from his office. We are indebted to 
Mr. Snyder, President of the State Senate, for the passage 
of a similar resolution by the State Legislature. The 
State Librarian informs me that there are many duplicates 
of State documents packed in boxes which he will forward 
to us. I hope, by those means, that we shall be able to 
supply many of the deficiencies in our sets of State and 
city documents, and that we shall be furnished in future 
with the current publications of these important bodies. 
I cannot discover, after much inquiry, that there is a sin- 
gle complete set of either state or city documents within 
the limits of the State. 

Pamphlets. — We have added 251 pamphlets to the 
library during the year, and our collection now consists 
of 7,645 distinct publications. We ask all who have 
pamphlets in their possession, which they do not want, to 
send them to this library ; and we hope that every one 
who publishes a pamphlet will send a copy here for pre- 
servation. 

Binding. — All newly purchased books requiring it are 
bound abroad ; our periodicals are bound as soon as all 
the numbers for the year have been received ; and such 
volumes in the reading room as become seriously injured 
are immediately rebound, so that all our books are kept 
well covered. In this respect our whole library is in good 
condition, and will compare favorably with any other in 
the country. 

Duplicates. — We now have 842 duplicates on hand, an 
increase of 98 over the number reported last year. Only 
four of these have been made by purchase during the 
year, and we have disposed of but one by exchange. A 
very large proportion of our duplicates consist of public 
documents, which have been presented to the library. 
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immensely to the value of the catalogue ; but it will 
greatly increase the size of the volume, the labor of pre- 
paring it, and the cost of printing it. We are anxious 
that it should contain at least an analysis of the most 
important of these works ; but the limits to which it shall 
be confined have not been fixed. 

For a statement more in detail of the operations of the 
library and reading room, I would refer to the annual 
Keport of the Librarian which I enclose.

LECTURE DEPARTMENT. 

During the year 120 lectures have been delivered at the 
Institute, of which 30 were instructive, popular lectures 
for the general public, and 90 were what we have called 
Class Lectures, which are designed for more minute in- 
struction in special branches of knowledge. Thus an 
average of one lecture a day has been given for every 
week day during the 20 weeks of the lecture season. 

General Lectures, — The sixth annual course of General 
Lectures began on the fourteenth of November and ended 
on the twenty-ninth of February. Thirty lectures were 
given in eight minor courses. Though the number of 
tickets sold was not so great as during the preceding year, 
the attendance was larger by being more constant. The 
hall was never crowded, and was never without a good 
audience. The number of persons admitted to all the 
lectures combined must have been considerably greater 
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than during any preceding year ; and this is the best test 
of the actual value of the work which this department is 
doing. The Institute, like all similar institutions, seems 
to be gradually forming an audience of its own, which is 
slowly but surely increasing from year to year ; and I 
hope that, on ordinary nights, it will soon be large enough 
to fill the hall. Many persons are learning to depend 
upon it for instructive entertainment, and express real 
sorrow when the lecture season is over. 

The illustrations accompanying the lectures of the past 
season, except those of the first course, were not so strik- 
ing, nor so attractive to the multitude, as some that have 
been given in former years ; but the lectures themselves 
were generally instructive, and gave great satisfaction to 
those intelligent and thoughtful persons who are most 
constant in their attendance, are most interested in the 
discussions, and whom it is most desirable to reach.

m Mississippi River and of its delta. Mr. Emerson gave 
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some characteristic lectures on the inspirations of life, 
and the incitements to active duty in it. Dr. Chisolm 
described the structure of the eye and the laws of light, 
aijci gave directions for the preservation of the sight. 
Mr. Meredith's lectures on the recollections of his early 
life drew together a large audience, who listened with 
great interest to his account of the many distinguished 
men whom he had known in the early days of the repub- 
lic. He had been engaged to deliver two additional lec- 
tures at the end of the course, on *^ Recollections of Bal- 
timore in the Olden Time,'* but he died before the time 
for delivering them arrived. Prof. Niles closed the course 
with ten extremely interesting and useful lectures on the 
geological history of the earth, and the antiquity of man. 
As this course by Prof. Niles was the longest one ever 
delivered at the Institute, it is important for our future 
guidance to state that the interest of the public was kept 
up to the end, and the audience, instead of diminishing, 
increased with each succeeding lecture. We have seldom ^ 
had so much interest manifested in any course of lectures <^ 
as in these, and we may .learn from this experiment, that,^ 
fur broad subjects in which the public is interested, a 1on pg=g 
course of lectures gives, not only more instruction, bu _j 
more pleasure to the audience. 

The number of persons who took season tickets to th^_ < 
General Course was 834, or 329 less than last year ; 
while 1839 tickets of admission to single lectures were 
sold, which was 461 more than were disposed of last 
year. The opening of a box for the sale of tickets at the 
door has been a great convenience to the public, and has 
relieved the officers of the Institute from frequent embar- 
rassments with regard to the admission of persons who 
had neglected, forgotten, or did not know that it was 
necessary, to procure tickets elsewhere. 
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Class Lectures, — Ninety Class Lectures were delivered 
during the season. They were divided into six courses, 
as follows :

C C. Bohn Slingluff, Esq., of Baltimore, 10 lectures on 
German Literature, every Monday at 4 o'clock, 
from January 22 till March 25. 
Dr. Miles gave an exceedingly interesting and useful 
course of lectures on the structure of the human body, 
»nd the peculiar functions of its various organs. He 
illustrated them fully with skeletons, diagrams, models, 
and anatomical preparations ; and he showed the struc- 
ture of the more delicate organisms by means of the 
microscope. A great deal of exact and valuable informa- 
tion was given in this way ; but the class was not so large 
as we had reason to expect it would be. Prof. John- 
ston pursued the same method in his lectures on English 
literature, and in his readings^ which were so satisfactory 
last year, and he had a good audience to hear bim. The 
3 
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lectures of Prof. White on heat and sound were thor- 
oughly illustrated with experiments, which the excellent 
apparatus of the Institute enabled him to make ; and they 
should have drawn a class much larger than the one 
which attended them. Dr. Morris occupied about half 
of the hour each evening with a lecture on elocution and 
the culture of the voice. The remainder of the time was 
devoted to readings and criticisms by the teacher, and by 
volunteers from the class. This course of lectures closed on 
the 27th of January with an exhibition in the large hall, 
at which declamations and a variety of readings were 
given ; and the hall was filled with the friends of the 
class. Mr. Rabillon's lectures and readings in French 
drew the largest class of the season, and gave general 
satisfaction. When it was proposed in the committee to 
have a course of lectures delivered in a foreign language, 
it was regarded as a doubtful experiment, but one well 
worth the trying. It has proved so successful, however, 
that it will be repeated and extended during the coming ^.^, 
season. After giving some account of the origin of the 
French language and noticing a few important writers, 
Mr. Rabillon confined himself almost exclusively to the 
great French dramatists. Mr. Slingluff gave a sketch rf 
the rise of the German language, some account of mlj^^f ^ 
German poetry, theNibelungenlied, the Minnesingers,ai«lf /^. 
the writers of the reformation period ; and he closedhkm ^ 
course with a description of the great modern chissiffl rflij^ 
Germany. His lectures showed extensive reading, off* ir^f^ 
ful preparation, and a just appreciation of the autiwlj^^^ ^ 
discussed. ■ior 

These courses of instructive class lectures have not 
with that success which the trustees had a right to 
from them, when they were established. They hare 
arranged as far as possible to accommodate the p 
most likely to feel the want of them. They are

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at an hour which permits ladies, teachers, and students 
to attend them without, inconvenience. The lectures on 
physics, the course most needed by our people, as no 
lectures of the kind are given elsewhere in the city, have 
had so few in attendance that it has been determined to 
suspend them for the present. The courbes on literature 
and language have been more successful. This may be 
partly accounted for by the fact, that ladies constitute 
much the larger part of all our classes, and science has 
fewer attractions for them than literature. The attend- 
ance, on the whole, has been somewhat better than it was 
last year, and I do not think that the trustees should be 
discouraged in their efforts to establish these useful lec- 
tures, which are designed for the especial benefit of the 
young, who can get the instruction which they furnish 
no where else in the city. If we could secure for each 
course an average class of 50 members, I should regard 
the result as satisfactory for the present, and should con- 
sider the money well spent. 

The average number in each class, independent of

ACADEMY OF MUSIC. 

Instruction, — The fourth year of instruction in the 
Academy of Music began on the 2d of October and will 
close on the 19th of June. Mr. L. H. Southard resigned 
his position as Director of the Academy in June, 18U ; 
and Mr. Asger Hamerik, of Copenhagen, Denmark, was 
appointed to succeed him. Mr, Hamerik arrived in the 
city early in September, and entered at once upon the 
duties of his office. During the season he has conducted 
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all the concerts and soirees of the Academy, and taken 
entire charge of the singing classes. These classes have 
increased in numbers under his instruction, and the 
pupils have shown increased interest in their work. In 
addition to his other duties, the Director has taught a 
Chorus Class and an Orchestral Class. It is believed that 
the orchestral class will soon furnish important assistance 
at the Symphony Concerts, as it has already done at the 
Musical Soirees. During the year, Mr. Courlaender has 
continued to give instruction on the piano, and Mr. Allen 
on the violin, piano, and organ. The plan of instruction 
in the Academy, and the terms, have been essentially the 
same as in former years. The number of pupils has been 
somewhat less than last year, the piano classes having 
declined while the singing classes have increased. 

I have heard of no complaint during the year of a want 
of punctuality or faithfulness on the part of the teachers, 
and all lessons omitted from any cause have been honestly 
made up. The school seems to have been in a satisfac- 
tory condition of improvement. The pupils have been 
attentive and industrious, and great harmony has pre- 
vailed between them and their teachers. 

The number of pupils receiving instruction during the 
first term was 151 ; and during the second term it has 
been 147. 

The number of different persons taking lessons at the 
Academy during each term since its organization has been 
as follows :

The income from tuition fees has been $4,242.50 against 
$4,381.75 last year. No tickets were sold, as in former 
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years, for part of a term, which may have reduced the 
number of pupils to some extent ; but it had very little 
influence on the receipts, and was of great advantage to 
the discipline and improvement of the school. 

Free Pupils. — During the year, instruction has been 
given to 12 pupils free of charge, an increase of 4 over 
last year. Six of these were nominated by the Commis- 
sioners of the Public Schools, and entered the Academy 
under a resolution of the Board of Trustees directing the 
admission of six meritorious pupils from those schools. 
As instrumental music is not taught in the public schools, 
the six pupils sent to us were all beginners, and could not 
be classified with any other pupilsrof the Academy, all 
of whom are required to have some knowledge of the ele- 
ments of music before they are admitted to its classes. 
Three of the six pursued their studies regularly through — 
out the year, and made creditable improvement in them ^ 
two attended very irregularly, and made no perceptible 
progress ; and the sixth did not appear in her class afte ^ 
her second lesson. 

I think that the money which the trustees may thin 3 
it proper to devote to free instruction would be re 
dered much more useful to the Academy and to the pu 



lie, by establishing a fixed number of free scholarshij> ss 
which shall be open to all candidates who shall presenti ^ 
the Committee on Music satisfactory testimonials of go 
character, of superior musical endowments, andof inabili 
to pay the expense of tuition. After a thorough examin ^ 
tion of these candidates, the Director might be empower^3(/ 
to nominate, and the Committee to appoint, to the vaca nt 
scholarships such of them as they may deem worthy o/' 
this distinction. It would not be necessary to fill all the? 
vacancies, if no suitable candidates offered themselves. A 
talent for music is a gift so peculiar, and so distinct from 
all other intellectual endowments, that it would seem 
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J> roper to give it a controlling influence in the selection 
c>f pupils for free instruction in a school which teaches 
xxiusic alone. In the public schools, where there is no 
i Tistrumental instruction, and little opportunity of testing 
"fcTie capacity of pupils for learning rausic, the selection of 
ciandidates for our school must be made chiefly with refer- 
C3nce to qualities which have little influence on their 
usical education, and the bounty of the Institute is not 
ecessarily conferred on those who are unable to incur 
he expense of tuition. With such qualities as extra- 
rdinary musical endowments an'd close attention to study 
8 essential requisites for the attainment and retention of 
'fcliese scholarships, the free pupils, by their rapid progress 
«3t,nd their accomplishments, would soon exert a controU- 
ixig influence over the tone of thouglit in the school 
T^egarding musical scholarship ; and they would more than 
T^epay the cost of their tuition by performing at the con- 
cherts and other musical entertainments, by stimulating 
other pupils to greater exertions, and by helping the 
"teachers to maintain a high standard of education in the 
Academy. Instead of confining the competition for these 
scholarships to persons belonging to the public schools, I 
Nvould open them to all who shall have the requisites pre- 
scribed. We have a conspicuous example of the success 
of such a plan in Phillips Academy, at Exeter, N. H., 
which has raised itself to the very headship of the schools 
in this country by ofiering a free education to some 
twelve boys, who are selected solely with reference to 
character, capacity, and indigence ; and by sternly dismiss- 
ing all who do not maintain the requisite standard of 
scholarship. It is impossible to over-estimate the influence 
of a small body of earnest students, with high endow- 
ments and fixed purposes, on the standard of scholarship 
in any school ; and we have it in our power to secure all 
the advantages of such an influence. 
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Concerts, — Five Symphony Concerts and fourteen Mu- 
sical Soirees have been given during the year. The Sym- 
phony Concerts were much better attended than during 
the preceding season, but the hall was never full. This 
may have been partly caused by the large number of 
musical entertainments of a high order given in the city 
during the season. The orchestra was composed of the 
same number of performers as in the previous year, but 
the number of rehearsals at each Concert was increased 
from three to four. 

The average attendance at the Symphony Concerts, ex- 
clusive of the 150 pupils of the Academy was 487, against 
378 last year. The average receipts per Concert were 
$194 against $142 last year, and the average expenses 
$518 against 517 last year. 

The Musical Soirees were designed for the exclusive 
benefit of the pupils, to cultivate in them a taste for clas- 
sical music by giving them an opportunity of frequently 
listening to the performance of some of the best musica 
compositions, and to stimulate them to greater exertio 
by appointing the more meritorious among them to per 
form at these concerts, which are only attended by mem 
hers of the school, their friends, and a few invited guest 
These soirees are believed to have exerted a good infl 
ence on the school, and to have given to the pupils 
greater interest in their studies. 

When I made my annual report in June last, th»€ 
academic year had not closed, and I now complete ttie 
accounts of 1870-71 by stating that the full receipt// 
for that year were $5,818.75, and the entire expenses 
$13,521.61, showing an excess of expenses over receipte 
of $7,702.86.

— During the year the outside wood work 
the Institute building has been painted, the large do 
have been oiled, and the leaks around the sky-ligh 
which have been very annoying for several years, hf^^^^g 
been stopped. The front passage and stair-case, "tit-7e 
trustees' room, the back stair-case and passages, and tTfce 
small rooms under the stage, the outside work of the 'fc^^'^^o 
adjoining houses, and all the rooms occupied for instruct! on 
in music have also been painted. New paper has be^3n 
put upon the rooms in which the soirees are held ; t Tie 
piazzas and roof-decks of the two houses have been cover- ^d 
with tin ; and the wasps' nests, which seriously disfifijui^^d 
the marble cornices and quoins of the main buildim g, 
have been removed. All the buildings are now proper" Ij 
secured from the weather, and present a neat appearat3 ce 
on the street. The large hall would be improved by^ a 
coat of paint on its wood work, and by a change in its 
lights. The comfort of the hall as an auditorium, since 
the change made in the manner of heating it, has heen 
the subject of frequent commendation by persons attend- 
ing the lectures. A smaller hall for the soirees, for the 
chorus and orchestral clashes, and for the rehearsals of 
the orchestra is the only additional room actually needed 
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for the operations of the Institute, as they are now carried 
on ; and such a room would be a great convenience.

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FROM THE LIBRARIA^^'S REPORT. 



Baltimore, June 6, 1872. 

R. N. H. MoRisoN. Provost: 

Sir, — The following Report presents an account o^* the 
Ti>nsines8 of the Library and Reading Room of the Pea- 
TDody Institute, during the year beginning June Ist^ 1871, 
^nd ending June Ist, 1872. 

During that period the usual business of the Library 
X^as been vigorously prosecuted, and a considerable part 
^iDf the work which we had been compelled to set aside 
:f^br a time, has been resumed and finished. 

The principal effort of the year has been in the pre- 
j)aration of the Catalogue of Books for the press. All 
~tihe old slips bearing the names of authors have been 
corrected and transcribed, and that division of the work 
>s ready to be printed. 

Much labor has also been devoted to the old subject- 
cards. The whole system of arranging the subjects 
demanded remodelling. This has been done, and, upon 
this new basis, considerably more than one-half the cards 
liave been corrected and completed. 

The preparation of the titles belonging to the collec- 
tions of the Greek and Latin Fathers, published by the 
Abbe Migne, has been exceptionally diflScult ; but that 
labor, extending over several thousands of cards, has 
been completed with unusual fulness. 

During the year, 3,883 volumes, 2^5 pamphlets, and 
62 maps have been added to the library. 
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The most considerable presents of books were tbose 
from the Secretary of the Interior, through the kind 
attention of Dr. F. V. Hayden and Colonel D. C. Cox ; con- 
sisting of 207 volumes of United States public documents. 
Hon. George Vickers presented 5 volumes of the Con- 
gressional Globe; lion. Thomas Swann 21 volumes of 
public documents, and the Ohio State Library 10 volumes 
of State documents. 

The Baltimore City Council has also supplied the 
Library with the current numbers of its Journal. 

The British Patent Office has continued to present its 
publications, 91 volumes of which reached us during th 
year.

ACADEMY OF MUSIC- 

FROM THE director's REPORT. 

Baltimore, June 6, 1872. 
T'o the Commiilee on the Academy of Music : 

Gentlemen : 

i^^rom luy experience during the time I have been Direc- 
tor of the Academy of Music of the Peabody Institute, it 
'« Tuy firm conviction that the Academy can only be made 
siiocessful in the future by a change in its organization. 
The Academy of Music, to be a University for Musical 
-^i'^t, and not a mere school for small girls, requires neces- 
sa^r-i Iv — 

I , Practical and Theoretical education of Students in 
^* 1 branches of Musical Art. 

I I. Concerts, to promote the formation and developnfent 
^^ c^orrect musical taste in the Students of the Institute 
^^^^3. among the people of Baltimore. 

III. The Increase of the Musical Library, and the pos- 
^^ ^ sion of well made, rightly adapted, and properly voiced 

^ "^-Xsical instruments. 

t. In order to secure the most thorough, practical and 

*^ heretical education of the Students, I deem it proper to 

^^Ciommend that there be but one annual term, instead of 

^^^ o semi-annual terms ; because the experience of the 

-Academy shows that the larger number of the Students 

^^tend the Academy only for a lew months, and it is 

i ^ncjpossible to advance their education very much within 

I So short a time. 
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II. In regard to the Concerts I would say, that it fol- 
lows as a natural consequence, that the more there are 
given the more thoroughly and rapidly is the public taste 
improved and cultivated. 

But to this end it is necessary that the attendance of 
the same general audience be secured, so that by hearing 
good music day after day, month after month, and year 
after year, and becoming familiar with the musical art 
in all its details, there will be formed an intelligent mu- 
sical community, which will become the foundation and 
support of the Academy. 

This small select public, consisting of Students and. the 
musical people of Baltimore, will become also the inter- 
preters of musical art in their own circles, and by im- 
parting the influence received from the Academy, will 
gain for it a still wider circle of friends, until the Academy 
finally becomes a triumphant success. 

True Music, having its origin in the religious or highest 
elements of human nature, becomes at once an interpreter 
of divinity and a tongue of the ideal. 

It is the one universal language understood by all 
natrons, and not comprehended merely by the head, but by 
the heart. It is the companion and promoter of the very 
highest civilization. 

I would propose to give every month, from November 
to April, two subscription concerts, one of symphonic and 
the other of chamber music, with the assistance of our 
best artists and students. 

Beside these bi-monthly subscription concerts, I would 
propose to give annually three symphony concerts in the 
large hall. For these three concerts, the music which 
was most successfully given and best received at the sub- 
scription concerts could be chosen. By this method ad- 
vantages would be gained as well in artistic as in prac- 
tical and economical regards. The small orchestra would 
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be familiar with the music, and not more than two 
rehearsals would be necessary for the performers, who 
would be added for the large concert. This would insure 
better execution and diminish expenses. 

I propose that the musical soirees be continued during 
the next year as exhibition concerts, and that their num- 
ber depend on the ability of the students, as it is my idea 
that the programme ought to consist exclusively of the 
performances of the students without the help of the 
professors. 

III. As a perfect execution of orchestral music depends 
very much on good tone in the different instruments, as 
well as on their being well made and properly adapted to 
each other, and all regulated according to one standard 
of tune, I propose that the Committee shall adopt the 
Parisian tune fork, as the standard, and that a set of wind 
instruments be purchased in Paris, all voiced and tuned 
to the proper standard. 

I am convinced that this must be done sooner or later, 
as we never can hope to have any perfection in our execu- 
tion with the unsuitable wind instruments which belong 
to the performers.

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REPORT OF THE PROVOST.

To THE Trustees of the Peabody Institute op the City 
OF Baltimore : 

I submit my Sixth Annual Report of the operations of 
the Peabody Institute, in all its departments, for the 
year ending June 1, 1873. 

LIBRARY DEPARTMENT. 

Few important events have occurred in the operations 
of the Library during the year, and few books have been 
added to it requiring especial notice. In each of those 
departments of knowledge in which the library is the 
richest, a few of the rarer books have been obtained ; 
and some of the sets in which there was a deficiency 
have been brought nearer to completeness by the pur- 
chase of missing volumes. Except in public documents, 
in the publications of some of the historical societies, 
and in some of the state geological reports, we have few 
sets in the library not now complete. Many of the 
geological reports and historical publications are out of 
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print, and have to be picked up at occasional sales, often 
at greatly enhanced prices. Still, it is important to 
secure them at any reasonable price. For no one thing 
has our library bien more commended by scholars than 
for the fact that nearly all our long sets of publications 
are complete. This is especially true of our literary 
and scientific serials. It is a great satisfaction to a 
reader to know that he can always find on our shelves 
the volume he wishes to consult. 

In accordance with the discretion granted to the 
Committee in Charge by the Trustees in June last, the 
library was, on the 5th of November, opened in the 
afternoon from 4 till 7 o'clock — the hours during which 
it had previously bten closed. Since that date the 
library hours have been from 9 A. M. till 10 P. M. 
During the winter months, the number of readers at 
the hours from 4 till 7 was as great as during any part 
of the day ; and many persons were undoubtedly accom- 
modated who could not easily have visited the library at 
any other time. It is, indeed, a great satisfaction to 
most persons, to feel that they can drop into the library 
at any time during the day or evening, and that they are 
not compelled to arrange their engagements to suit its 
hours. But the increase in the number of readers has 
not been so great as I had hoped — having scarcely kept ^ 
pace with the increase in the number of hours. 

Books. — On the first of June, the library containec 
50,528 volumes. * The increase during the year has beem 
2,986 volumes, which is 897 volumes less than the increaa^ < 
of last year. The entire cost of the library has beet 
$155,932.77, of which sum $9,005 06, have been spen^ 
during the past year. At the annual examination iz? 
August, it was found that no books had been lost during 
the year ; and no book is known to have been mutilated 
or maliciously injured. 
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Our collection of pamphlets has received but a small 
number of accessions during the year ; the binding has 
been kept np fully to the requirements of the library; 
and our duplicates have increased to 878, 17 having been 
added during the year, all but 5 of which are public 
documents. 

Periodicals. — The library now receives 112 regular 
periodicals and 163 irregular serials, making 275 publi- 
cations containing the latest information on all subjects 
of inquiry ; and they continue to be consulted more 
than any other part of the library. 

Donations, — During the year 618 volumes of books 

and 169 pamphlets have been presented to the library. 

Of the books presented, 77 came from the Secretary of 

the Interior, 111 from the State of Maryland, 164 from 

the British Patent Office, and 60 from the United States 

IPatent Office. Valuable presents have also been received 

i'rom Mr. Reverdy Johnson, Jr., Mr. S. T. Wallis, Hon. 

Thomas Swann, and from Rev. W. S. Perry of Geneva, 

:n. y. 

Use of the Library. — There has been a decided increase 
in the number of persons using the library. Almost 
3,000 different persons have called for books during the 
past year — an increase of nearly 20 per cent, over the 
number in any previous year. The opening of the 
library in the afternoon from 4 till 7 o'clock probably 
contributed much to this increase. The number of books 
called for has been 21,148 against 17,104 last year — an 
increase of nearly 25 per cent. This increase in readers 
has been chiefly among those using the best class of 
T^ooks. 

Catalogue. — The work on the catalogue has continued 
through the year ; but the great labor required in ana- 
lysing the long sets of books, the loss of one of our most 
efficient assistants, and the necessity of keeping the 
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« 

library open to the public three additional hours in 
each day, have delayed the progress of the work beyond 
my expectation. I think that the subject-catalogue 
will not be completed before the close of the present 
year. The catalogue when finished will probably con- 
tain 100,000 different articles beside cross references. 
The author-catalogue has been completed, and can be 
printed at any time. It now seems quite certain that, 
without serious and perhaps injurious curtailment of 
the articles, the two catalogues cannot be put into a 
single volume under one alphabet, as was originally 
intended. 

For a statement, more in detail, of the operations of th 
library and reading room, I must refer to the annu 
report of the Librarian, which I enclose.

Either the lecturers themselves or the subjects which 
they discussed had an unusual attraction ior the public, 
and a greater number of season tickets were sold than 
during any previous year. The large increase in the sale 
of tickets, however, must be attributed mainly to the 
great desire felt among our peopled to hear Professor Tyn- 
dall. Daring his lectures the hall was filled to its 
utmost capacity, and many persons were turned away 
from our inability to provide them with room. This « 

large increase of season tickets diminished the demand J^ 

for single tickets, but the audience continued to be larger "^^ 

than usual during the entire season. The experiments, «: j 

diagrams, and lantern projections illustrating the lee- 

tures, were unusually numerous, and of rare excellence. — • 

Professors Barker and Tyndall in experiments. Professor *^ 
Goodale in lantern pictures, and Professors Goodale and J 
Niles in colored diagrams, showed the perfection to 
which th^ art of illustrating popular lectures has been 
brought ; while the rapid, free-hand drawings of Pro- 
fessor Morse are a further illustration of the great 
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advance that has been made in the same direction. 
It is in these various illustrations,. by which the eye is 
educated as well as the ear, and by which is conveyed 
a better knowledge of all objects capable of represen- 
tation, that public lectures have their chief advantage 
over private insfruction, or a course of reading on the 
same subjects ; though the living voice has a charm 
which will, ever render the lecture room an attractive 
and instructive place to a large number of persons. 

The serious illness of Hon. Geo. Wm. Curtis of New 
York compelled him to ^ive up his engagement to lec- 
ture on Uickens and Thackeray; and we were fortunate 
in being able to secure so able a lecturer as Rev. John 
Lord, LL. D., of Connecticut, to supply his place In 
arranging the course of lectures, the great uncertainty 
as to the number of Professor Tyndall's lectures and the 
time at which he could deliver them, rendered it neces- 
sary to leave ample room for him ; and this occasioned a 
break of nearly two weeks in the continuity of the course. 

The number of season tickets to the General Course 
sold during the winter was 1,461, and the number of 
single tickets 545. This shows a gain over last year in 
season tickets of 627, and a loss in single tickets of 
1,294, The income was materially increased over any 
previous year. 

Class Lectures, — The ninety Class Lectures delivered 
during the season were divided into five courses as follows : 

1. M. Leonce Rabillon, 20 lectures with readings, in the 

French language, on French Literature, every 
Monday at 4 o'clock. 

2. Prof. F. T. Miles, M. D., 20 lectures on Hygiene, 

every Wednesday at 1^ o'clock. 

3. P. Unger, Ph. D., 20 lectures with readingS, in the 

German language, on German Literature, every 
Friday at 4 o'clock. 
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4. Mr. p. R. Uhler, Librarian of the Institute, every 

Saturday at 4 o'clock, 20 lectures on Natural His- 
tory, especially of Maryland as follows : 

1. Protozoa. — Sponges and Animals of the Lime- 
stone Deposits. 

2 Radiates. — Sea Anemones, Corals, Star-fishes, 
Sea Urchins, and Sea Nettles. 

3. Mollusks. — Oysters, Clams, Snails, Squids, and 
Muscles. 

4. Vertebrates. — Fishes, Reptiles, Birds, and Mam- 
mals. 

5. Rev. J. G. Morris, D. D., 10 lectures, on the Princi- 

ples of Elocution with Practice in Reading, every 
Siturday at 7^ o'clock. 
Mr. Rabillon continued his lectures and readings in 
French through the entire season. He was chiefly occu- 
pied with the dramatic writers from Corneille to the 
present time, and his readings especially gave great satis- 
faction to his large class. Dr. Miles discoursed to a class ^ 

of moderate size on the functions of many of the impor- 

taut organs in the human body, and on the conditions of "!±^ f 
health. Though the experiment of lecturing in German -^nm 
was not so successful as 1 had hoped it would be, it leads ^s ^s 
me to believe that classes, respectable in numbers, can be ^^oe 
gradually formed in several of the modern languages. • .^s. 
It is so manifest a benefit to the student to have one^^^r^e 
place in the city where he can hear a foreign languag^^ ^*"{ e 
spoken in its purity, and can gradually accustom his eair^j^ar 
to its sounds, that I think we should not be discourage(E> ^i^ed 
if the public do not at once appreciate the advantages w^ -^^^w^e 
offer them. It is a field which no one else will occupy ^^^>y 
if we give it up, and the cost is trifling compared wit'<*^k"^A 
the benffit we may confer. When we remember thai^ae^ 
many college classes do not number more than 20, ofte - -M 
less than 10, a class of 20, for the first year, in a foreig x? 
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language until recently not much cultivated here, should 
Tiot depress or discourage us. As such lecture? belong to 
tliat higher culture for which our city furnishes so few 
advantages, and as they are entirely co-incident with the 
olyects of the Institute, I think they should be continued 
until they become a success, as they must do in the end. 
IMr. Uhler's lectures on Natural History, abundantly 
illustrated, as they were, with diagrams and specimens, 
drew a still smaller class to hear them. Science seems 
to have much less attraction for our young people than 
literature. But, as lectures on science are so important 
to the people, as the illustrations and experiments — 
essential to proper instruction — require a large and ex- 
pensive apparatus, and can only be exhibited to advan- 
tage in rooms fitted up for this very purpose, and as it is 
the especial province of the Institute to furnish this kind 
of instruction, I think the attempt should be persisted 
in, with such variations of subjects and hours as may 
best suit the convenience and the wants of the public. 
Dr. Morris closed his course on Elocution with an exhi- 
bition of his class in recitations and readings, before a 
crowded audience in the large hall. 

The number of persons attending each class was nearly 
as follows : French 70 ; Hygiene 40 ; German 22 ; Natu- 
ral History 7 ; Elocution 35. 

Tickets were sold at the same price as in the previous 
years, viz : A season ticket to the General Course $1.50 ; 
to a course of 20 Class Lectures $3.00 ; to two courses 
$5.00 ; to a course of 10 Class Lectures $1.50. A single 
ticket to any lecture 25 cents.

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ACADEMY OF MU8iU. 

Instruction. — The fifth year ot instruction iu the Acad- 
emy of Music has continued under the charge of Mr. 
Asger Hanierik, assisted by Mr. Courlaender, Mr. Allen, 
and Miss Emma Howard. Instruction began on Tuesday, 
the 1st of Ociobcr, and ended on Saturday, the 31st of 
May. The School has been conducted on essentially the 
same plan as in previous years ; but, during the past year, 
there has been a decline in the number of its pupils. 
During tHe first term there were 92 pupils in all the classes 
combined, including an Orchestral Class of 15, who take 
one lesson a week ; and, during the second term, the 
number in all the classes was 86, including 14 in the 
Orchestral Class. The decline in the number of lessons 
given at the Academy is partly due to the fact that the 
Chorus Class, which last year contained 28 members, 
was not continued this year. But, beside this, there 
has been a decline in piano pupils, in singing pupils, 
and in the Orchestral Class, the other classes remaining 
essentially the same as those of last year. The number 
of persons now receiving a musical education at the 
Institute is 59. The nominal number of 75 including 2 
annual members who only take harmony lessons^ and the 
Orchestral Class of 14.

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There have been no pupils on the violin or flute this 
year, and the Chorus Class was discontinued at the close 
of last year. The number of different persons connected 
with the Academy during the first term was 78 ; and 
during the second term 75 ; and the number who con- 
tinued in the School throughout the entire year was 66. 
Nine free pupils have been instructed at the Academy, 
of whom 6 were appointed by the Commissioners of the 
Public Schools. All the pupils from the Public Schools 
joined the singing classes this year, as singing is the only 
form in which music is taught in these schools. 

The receipts from tuition during the year have been 
$3,043.50 against $4,242.50 last year. The falling off in 
income has not kept pace with the decrease in numbers, 
partly because an increased charge has been made for 
instruction when several branches have been pursued by 
the same pupil, partly because a larger i'^e has been 
required from those who remain a part of the year than 
from those who remain the entire year, and partly because^^ ^e 
the Chorus Class, discontinued this year, paid very smair ^U 
fees. 

The examination of the classes at the close of th^ M~Ae 
academic year has been exceedingly creditable to botlf",c*i;h 
teachers and pupils, showing an accuracy in teaching an» -^z»d 
proficiency in learning which promise the best results fodz^'Jor 
the future. 

Concerts. — Five public Concerts in the large hall, au=»^ nd 
14 Concerts for Students in the small hall of the Academy ^^y, 
have been given during the year. Two of the Publ^T Wfc 
Concerts were given with a full orchestra, and three we^^re 
Chamber Concerts. The average sale of tickets to t^ * ffe 
Concerts was 181, and the average attendance exclusi Te 
of pupils was 259. The average receipts per Concert w^ re 
$91, and the average expenses were $266 ; while the smJe 
of tickets has declined, the actual loss by the Concerts has ^ st, 

for 
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been less than ever before. This is owing to the small 
cost of chamber concerts compared with those given, as 
in previous years, with a full orchestra. Indeed, if it 
were simply a question of finance, it would be cheaper for 
the Institute to give a free public concert of chamber 
music every two weeks from November till April, than to 
give even three full orchestral concerts with such sup- 
port from the public as we have had during the past year. 

The Students Concerts, designed to cultivate a taste for 
classical music in the members of the Academy, were 
attended by the pupils, their friends, and a few invited 
guests having a taste for this kind of music. The small 
hall WHS usually crowded to excess, and I only regret that 
the Director could not be persuaded to give these con- 
certs in the large hall, where the audience would have 
been more comfortable, and where the music would have 
been less overpowering than it sometimes was in the lim- 
ited space to which it was confined. The cost of the four- 
teen Students Concerts was $524, an average of $37.00 
for each Concert. 

Instruments. — The Director of the Academy, during his 
visit to Europe last summer, purchased for the Institute, 
of Adolph Sax the celebrated manufacturer in Paris, a 
full set of orchestral wind instruments, which were 
used at the concerts during the winter. At the begin- 
ning of the season, it was found that the organ required 
extensive repairs, in consequence of having been injured 
by mice and by unskilful workmen in attempting to repair 
it; and the makers, Messrs. Hamlin & Mason, of Boston, 
ofiered to replace it by a new instrument of the best con- 
struction on the payment of $100. The proposition was 
accepted by the Committee, and a new organ was secured. 
The Messrs. Chickering, of Boston, have generously sub- 
stituted one of the largest and best of their grand pianos 
for the excellent instrument which they presented to the 
Institute in 1867. 
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Music, — The Director purchased at Leipsic and Copet::^ 

hagen a large quantity of classical music for use at tV>^^ 
concerts, and the Academy now possesses a small^ bi:^ — t 
very choice musical library. During the year, all t\i ■ c 
music belonging to the Institute has been either boun^^^d 
into volumes or put into portfolios in order to guard i -^^it 
more eff'ectually from injury or loss. Besides the list-^=^8 
which the Director now has, I intend to have a complet *=*e 
catalogue made during the present summer, of all th -^ne 



music and musical instruments belonging to the Instt^ ^i^i- 
tute, in order that an examination into their conditio <^^)n 
may be made at the end of each year. 

The full receipts for the year 1871-2, which had ncz^ ot 
closed at the time of my last annual report, were$5,216.5C^^0, 
and the expenses were $10,350.39, showing an excess • of 
expenses over receipts of $5,133.89.

FROM THE LIBRARIAIS^S REPORT- 



Baltimore, June Ist, 1873. 

Dr. N. H. Morison, Provost: 

Sir, — The following Report exhibits an account of the ^_^ ^e 



business of the Library and Reading Room of the Pea — 
body Institute, for the fiscal vjear beginning June Ist,^ ^:^ ,t, 
1872, and ending June 1st. 1873. 

During that period the current business of the Librar)^ *^^ry 
has proceeded as jasual, although its details have beem ^^^n 
considerably increased by the demands of scholars anc^ m::mi(] 
investigators for information, which could only be obcnf ^fc, 
tained by examining long sets of collected works. Thm^ ^mnis 
class of duties is likely to be still further multiplied aF^ ^^ 
inquirers become more numerous. 

As sincL the 5th of last November the Reading Roo ^^mm 
has been kept open without intermission from 9 o'cloe^=:i' 
A. M. to 10 o'clock, P. M., many new readers have eiarz/. 
braced the opportunity to use the books during the \a,^^er 
hours of the afternoon. At first, these readers w^re 
quite numerous, but since the approach of warm weathtfr, 
they have gradually ceased coming. 

The greatest number of calls at tlie desk for books in 
any one day has been 125, in the month of January.' 
Tlie average attendance during February, the month of 
greatest activity, was 78 persons per day. The Library 
is most used during the months of November, December, 
January, February, March and April, and it is least used 
in June and July. On the Tith of last July the smallest 
number, only 12 persons, called at the desk for books. 
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As but few invoices of books have been received from 
abroad, a large proportion of our time has been devoted 
to work on the catalogue. All 'the old cards of the sub- 
ject catalogue have at length been corrected, and the 
writing of the subject of the analysed long sets is well 
advanced. Several long series of Latin authors, more 
recently received' into the Library, have yet to be ana- 
lysed ; after whicli the analysis of the Memoirs of Learned 
Societies can he commenced. 

The Library and Reading Room were examined and 
cleansed during the summer as usual, and no books had 
been lost or stolen. No mutilations of books or plates 
have been discovered since the last report. 

Large and desirable presents of Public Documents were 

made to the Library by the State of Maryland ; by Hon. 

Oolumbus Delano, from the Department of the Interior ; 

IjyHon. Thomas Swann ; and by the Ohio State Library. 

Other valuable presents were made by S. Teackle Wallis, 

3Esq. ; Reverdy Johnson, Jr., and Rev. Dr. W. S. Perry. 

I^he latter presented a considerable set of the Journals of 

tihe Conventions of the Protestant Episcopal Church of 

tliG United States. 

The British Patent Office has continued to present its

FBOM THE director's REPORT. 

To the Committee on the Academy of Music 

Peahody Institute: 

Gentlemen : 

I have the honor to submit to your consideration the 
following, as my annual report for the academic year, 
closing at this time. 

I congratulate the Committee and the Academy on the 
thorough accomplishment of two great and lasting im- 
provements ; first, the introduction of an entire set o\' nev^ 
instruments^ all made by one maker, and adapted to on 
standard of pitch ; and, although there have been but twc^ 
opportunities to make use of them in the public concerts ^^ 
and these concerts were given under various and unusua 
difficulties, on account of the newness of the instrument 
and their very recent introduction, yet the improvemerm 
in the tone and ensemble of the Orchestra is alread 
manifest. 

The secorrd improvement is in the department of tl^ e 
Music Library, which has been materially enlarged aKi^ ^ 
the volumes, which were nearly all heretofore in pffrisK 
ble paper covers, have been thoroughly bound and fitfc< 
for use. The Library now contains of Symphony Musi <?, 
255 volumes of scores, and 199 sets of parts; and of 
Chamber Music, scores 4, books 66, sets of parts 1 X 
Total— 535. 

A new Catalogue of the Library has been made, in whicJi 
the titles of all the works have been recorded, proper/j 
translated into English and endorsed on their proper a'^^o, 
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limes. This work will be of great assistance in the 
xire preparation of Programmes for the Concerts. 
Che plan of instruction, suggested by the experience of 
first season in the Academy, has been followed during 
i year now closing, and I am happy to say that there 
1 been a decided improvement in the development of 

sical taste among the Students. 

^any Students of the Academy have been below the 
xidard of proficiency, interest, and industry, which 
^-ht to be required in an Academy of Music. I am con- 
ained to believe that most of them come on account of 
'- instructions being cheaper in the Academy than 
ong private teachers, rather than from any interest in 
ifiic, either on the part of the pupils, or their parents. 
Che six pupils sent from the Female High Schools, 
^e been very remiss both in their attendance and study, 
3 of them attending only a few times, and the remain- 
j four being very irregular in attendance. 
Orchestral Class. — Tl^^ members of the Orchestral Class 
s^e attended very regularly throughout the whole sea- 
1 , and have made excellent progress. 
'General Harmony Class. — The General Harmony Class 
^ very irregularly attended, and I am convinced that 

s because neither the pupils nor their parents appre- 
t:e the primary importance of the elementary instruc- 
i:i given in that class. Few people realize that they 
i^t be perfectly familiar with the A B C of Music, 
'c)re they can well proceed to the more advanced study 
d. practice of the art. I am sorry to say sufficient atten- 
1:1 has not been given to this part of our pupils' educa- 
ri in their former training. 

t^iano Pupils. — I am happy to mention that the Pro- 
bers in this department have much pleasure in the suc- 
'S of several pupils, whose improvement in taste, and 
lose proficiency will reflect great credit on themselves

and their teachers at the Exhibition Concerts, to take 
place 2d, 3d, 4th, and 5th, June. 

Concerts, — It is a matter greatly to be regretted that, 
since we have our new instruments ready and needing 
use, the Public Concerts have so greatly diminished in 
number, owing to a want of proper support on the part of 
the public. They have declined from fifteen, given in 
1870, to two Orchestral Symphony Concerts during the 
past year. 

Of Concerts exclusively for the benefit of the Students, 
we have had fourteen during the season, which were all 
well attended by the Students. 

The Academv of Music has undoubtedly lost some pu- 
pils from the arrival of new teachers of Music in Balti- 
more.

I accordance with the By-Laws, I submit my Seventh 
lual Report of the operations of the various depart- 
.ts of the Peabody Institute, for the year ending 
e 1, 1874. 

LIBRARY DEPARTMENT. 

uring the year^ the usual routine of work has been 
ied on in the Library, and no important changes of 
kind have taken place. The Library is slowly grow- 
in size, and in value to students, and is becoming 
e and more attractive to the best class of readers, 
ortant additions have been made during the year, 
he department of history^ by the purchase of a large 
iber of books on Church history, the history of the 
rmation, and the literature and history of the coun- 
I of northern, central, and eastern Europe. We are 
deficient in the literature of Spain ; and our collec- 
2 
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tions of histories relating to Holland^ Belgium, France, 
Spain, Portugal, Italy, and northern Africa need to be 
carefully examined, and all important deficiencies sup- 
plied. The library is also deficient in the local town and 
county histories of Great Britain, Ireland, and America— 
a class of books frequently called for, as they contain 
many family records, and more minute accounts of local 
events than can be found in the general histories. The 
mathematical division of the library also needs many 
additions. To supply these deficiencies, to maintain our 
regular periodical list, to purchase all important new 
books as they appear, and gradually to secure the great 
and expensive works in science which we still want, will 
exhaust our annual appropriation for several years to , 
come ; and it will only be when these deficiencies have^ 
been supplied, that our library, however valuable it^ 
books may be, can be said to have anything like com ^ 
pleteness in its collections. 

In August the library was closed as usual for exam ~^ 
nation and cleaning : but, during the rest of the summe ^• 
from the first of June till the fifteenth of September, it 
was open from 9 o'clock A. M. till 6 o'clock P. M., ant/ 
for the remainder of the year from 9 A. M. till 10 P. 5f. 

Books, — The library now contains 54,002 books, the 
increase during the year having been 3,474. The cost of 
the books has been $168,283.44 of which $12,350.67 have 
been spent during the past year. The annual examina- 
tion showed that no books had been lost during the year, 
but I regret to say that one reader has been detected in 
marking and scribbling on the margin of the books he 
was using. The offence is a serious one, and so diflSciilt 
to discover that severe punishment should^llow detec- 
tion. The punisliment by the common law is so light, 
that Massachusetts and most of the States having large 
and valuable libraries within their limits, have enacted 
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special la#8 inflicting heavy penalties for such offences. 
In England the punishment for purloining or mutilating 
bhe books of public libraries includes both fine and im- 
prisonment ; and, in the reading room of the British 
Museum, a mutilated book is alwaya exposed, to which a 
oaper is attached exhorting all readers to assist in bring- 
ng such offenders to justice. An especial law on the 
subject is much needed in this State. 

Periodicals, — Our periodical list remains essentially 
:he same as it was last year. It consists of 112 regular 
ind 116 irregular publications, making in all 278 serials, 
3r three more than it contained last year. The annual 
308tof this list is $1371.87. 

Donations, — During the year, we have received by 
presentation 266 volumes and 150 pamphlets. The most 
mportant gift received was from the British Government 
>f 49 volumes of the valuable Calendars, Chronicles, and 
State Papers published by the Master of Bolls. 

JBinding. — Our periodicals are bound as soon as the 
innual volumes are completed ; all books needing it are 
Dound when purchased ; and volumes worn by hard 
isage in the reading room are re-bound as soon as they 
'equire it, so that the library is always kept in the best 
3ondition in this respect. 

Duplicates, — I regret to report that 10 duplicate vol- 
umes have been added to the library by purchase during 
bhe year. 

Use of the Library, — There has been a slight increase 
over last year in the number of persons using the library, 
and a much larger increase in the number of books called 
for. In the early part of the season, the falling off in 
readers was very perceptible in the reading room ; but 
the past few months have shown a decided increase in 
numbers, and the result for the whole year has been a 
slight gain over last year. The number of different 
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readers during the year has been 3018 against 2969 last 
year ; and the number of books called for has been 24,007 
against 21,148 last year, a gain of nearly 14 per cent. 
By the number of readers is meant the number of different 
individuals using the library, no person being counted 
twice. Could we count the use of the 2000 volumes of * 
reference books in the reading room, which are accessible ^ 
to all comers, it is probable that the number of volumes 
used would be nearly if not quite doubled. 

Catalogue, — The catalogue has advanced almost to coi 
pletion^ and will certainly be finished during the comin 
autumn, unless it shall be thought desirable that y 
should contain an analysis of many sets, chiefly of ^ 
literary and historical character, which have not hither^t^o 
been attempted in such works. These analyses woixTd 
undoubtedly add to the value of the catalogue ; but ihey 
will considerably increase its size. It is now certain that 
it cannot be compressed into a single volume ; but I hope 
that it will not require more than two stout royal octavos 
to contain it. We can easily put into it all books pur- 
chased up to January 1, 1875 ; and, if we are to prinii 
immediately, it will be well to fix upon that date as the 
stopping point. At all events, we must stop at som.^ 
fixed date, that there may be no confusion betweeo th^ 
books contained in the printed catalogue and those no*^ 
in it. It will be for the trustees to determine wheth^^ 
we are to pay for printing the catalogue out oftlm^ 
regular annual appropriations to the library, or are t.o 
have some aid from an extra appropriation to be niai^ 
for this purpose. I think it will take at least two years 
to complete the printing after it begins. 

I can safely say that no catalogue has ever been pre- 
pared, at least in this country, at so small a cost to th^ 
library making it as this one. Our catalogue will con- 
tain nearly if not quite 3000 pages, and the only expense 
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hich the Institute has incurred in preparing it, beyond 
hat would have been necessary under ordinary circum- 
Btances for the regular routine work of the library and 
reading room, has been $200. It has cost five years of 
fche constant, unremitting labor of our entire force. 
Every vacant moment, in the midst of other duties, has 
been actively employed upon it. Every care has been 
fcaken that the young men should not be called from their 
^work except under the most pressing need ; and even the 
young pages in the reading room have been employed to 
arrange, in alphabetical order, the slips as they were 
^vrritten ofi" — a task which would otherwise have required 
months of more experienced and valuable labor. The 
librarian and his assistants deserve the highest credit for 
"the zeal with which they entered upon the work, and the 
faithful untiring industry with which they have pursued 
it. Had we known what was before us when the work 
was begun, we might all have been appalled at the mag- 
nitude of the undertaking ; but fortunately we then sup- 
posed that the ten or twelve thousand articles represen- 
ting about 18,000 volumes — which had been previously 
written — could be trusted and used. It was only by slow 
degrees, as the slips were compared one by one with the 
books they were supposed to describe, that this illusion 
was dispelled. Out of the whole number thus written, 
less than two hundred could be retained as correct, the 
remainder proving utterly useless. As large supplies of 
new books were constantly coming in, requiring to be 
analysed and catalogued, this old work hung like a mill 
stone about our necks for years ; but it has finally been 
finished, and our force is now free to complete the small 
remainder of the work. Hereafter, all books will be 
catalogued as soon as possible after coming into the 
library, and I hope we shall be ready to print a supple- 
ment at any time we may desire it, and with little delay 
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in preparation. I make this statement of facts as a 
simple act of justice to those who have been engaged 
upon this difficult, laborious, and most important work. 

For a statement more in detail of the operations of the 
library and reading room, I must refer to the annual 
report of the Librarian which I enclose.

uch of the lectures as permitted it were illustrated 
isual with diagrams, lantern projections, and black- 
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board sketches. Though the number of tickets sold was 
not so great as last year, the attendance was generally 
good, and, for a part of the course, as large as in any 
previous year. Lectures of the high intellectual char- 
acter of those given at this Institute can only exceptionally 
attract large audiences. When the reputation of the 
speaker, or the attractive nature of the subject, or of the 
illustrations, chimes in with the popular taste, the ball is 
always full ; while the usual audience occupies less than 
two-thirds of the seats on the main floor. The lectures 
of Mr. Fields were unusually well attended ; and, at his 
last lecture, every seat in the hall, including about 100 
extra seats placed in the aisles, was filled, and some per- 
sons were obliged to stand. 

I believe that the lectures at the Institute are con- 
tributing largely to the intellectual improvement of th 
people of Baltimore. Since their establishment, a grea 
change has taken place herein regard to lectures. Man 
more courses of lectures are supported than formerly, an 
yet the audiences attending them are larger. The tast 
for this kind of instruction has gradually increased ; am 
I believe that the Peabody Institute, more than any oth 
influence, has contributed to this result. It is not i l o 
much the amount of instruction given at the lectur^^s 
which is to be considered, though that is by no means — Mo 
be overlooked, as it is that they, in an easy and agreeaU He 
manner, make the busy, active minds of men absorb^sd 
in other pursuits, familiar with the great problems whi<?/i 
are engrossing the best intellects of the world, mate 
known the attempted solution of these problems, and 
stimulate to further and more exact inquiry. Few lec- 
tures on any subject are given in the hall, which do not 
call into immediate use a large number of books relating 
to that and kindred subjects in the library. The intel- 
lectual processes go hand in hand. One faculty aroused 
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into activity, excites another, until the whole mind is 
mglow; and they all, singly or together, rush for aid, for 
correction, and for guidance to the shelves of a great 
library — that great store-house of learning, that reposi- 
l;ory of all that has been done, or attempted, or thought, 
ly man. Such a library has become a necessity in every 
-oity whose people expect to rise above the hum-drum of 
common life; and the lecture hall, even more than the 
fichool-room, leads directly to its doors.

The number of season tickets to the General Lectures 
aBold during the winter was 764, and the number of single 
^tickets 1928. Compared with last year, this shows a loss 
in season tickets of 697, and a gain in single tickets of 
T.383. The income from the lectures was materially less 
"t^han last year, but the reduced expenses more than made 
Tjp for the loss of income. 

Class Lectures, — Three courses of Class Lectures, con- 
twisting of 20 lectures each, were delivered during the 
season, as follows: 

"1. M. Leonce Rabillon, 20 lectures with readings, in the 
French language, on Modern French Literature, 
every Monday at 4 o'clock. 

2. Dr. P. Unger, 20 lectures, with readings, in the Ger- 
man language, on Modern German Literature, 
every Wednesday at 4 o'clock. 
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3. Prof. Wm. Tonry, 20 lectures on Physics, every Fri- 
day, at 4 o'clock. 

The lectures in French and German were conducted as 
in previous years — a short lecture upon an author fol- 
lowed by readings from his works. The class in French 
was well attended, though not quite so large as last year. 
The attendance at the German course was small. The 
most successful course was that on physics. A slight 
modification in terms was made to accommodate schools, 
and the class was chiefly made up of boys and girls from 
the private schools of the city, the girls predominating. 

From the want of a proper room, we may find it difficult 
to keep these lectures up during the time we are building, 
but I think the room over the provost's office can be use 
for this purpose. The only objection to its use is it 
height above the street ; but it is not higher than tb^ ^ 
chemical and physical lecture rooms in the Cooper InstL^E- 
tute, in New York. 

The number of persons attending each course of Cla g[n3 s 
Lectures was nearly as follows: French 50; German 18 ; 
Physics 56. The only modification in terms was to mah jue 
a small reduction in the price of tickets to schools takii^^g 
two or more tickets.

ACADEMY OF MUSIC. 

Instruction. — The sixth annual session for instruction 
1 the Academy of Music began on Wednesday, the first 
f October, and closed on Saturday, the thirtieth of May. 
[r. Hamerik, as Director, has continued to have charge 
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of the Academy ; and Mr. Courlaender, Mr. Allen, and 
Mrs. Mary J. Thompson have assisted in the various 
branches of instruction. The price of tuition has ^ 
remained the same as during the previous year ; but the^ 
requisites for admission have been slightly increased an( 
more exactly defined. This is in accordance with th< 
plan announced at the opening of the Academy, that th 
standard of admission should be gradually raised until " 
should become, in fact, a high school for music, the prep 
ration of pupils for its classes being left to private instri^ ^^ 
tion. 

The number of dift'erent persons receiving instruction 
at the Academy during the first term was 76 ; and during" 
the second term, 78 — a small increase over last year. 
The number of persons who remained in the school 
during the entire year was 65 against 66 last year. Few 
things can be more detrimental to the character of the 
school which'we aim to establish than a succession of 
fleeting, temporary pupils, who, entering its classes badly 
prepared, have no real interest in the school, and do no* 
remain in it long enough to gain any permanent advan- 
tage ; who, aiming at show rather than solid acquire- 
ments, do not comprehend the importance of learnia S 
music as a science as well as an art, and, therefor^ > 
neglect all instruction not directly connected with it>s 
practice. To secure the classes as much as posssibl^ 
against changes during the year, more than half of th^ 
tuition fee is required of the student on entering, and 
this, perhaps, is all that can be done at present to remedy 
the evil. I hope the time will come, when there will be 
as few changes in the classes of the Academy during » 
three or four years course, as there usually are in college 
classes during the same period.

Last year the members for the first term were 92 ; and 
:fbr the second, 86. As the same person often takes 
lessons in more than one branch of instruction, the num- 
ber of pupils receiving a musical education at the school 
is not so great as the above numbers would indicate. 

The public schools have sent their full complement of 
six free pupils during the year ; and the three free 
scholarships established by the trustees for indigent, 
xneritorious persons possessing extraordinary musical 
ability, were assigned by the committee to pupils worthy 
of the privileges which they have enjoyed. 

The present urgent want of the school is a teacher of 
"the highest grade in vocal music — a teacher who shall 
not only be a thorough musician, but shall understand 
"the human voice, and know how to train and develop it 
to its utmost capacity. A teacher of commanding supe- 
riority in singing would draw to the Academy a class of 
pupils who have never sought its instructions, and who 
i?7ould give to it a prestige which it is not likely to 
acquire in any other way. 

This institution, like all similar ones, must depend for 
its success, not on its outward beauty or elegant internal 
appointments, however attractive they may be as acces- 
sories, but on the living brain which we place within it 
to do its work. It should have in its service the ^ery 
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best talent that can be procured ; and to secure such 
talent it must oflFer to persons possessing it salaries that 
will assure a reasonable support and a contented spirit. 
The difference between a man who is satisfied with hii 
position, and one who is not ; between a man whose persona^ 
importance and professional interests are all bound up ii 
the success of the institution to which he is attached, an 
which his own work is to contribute largelyeither to ma] 
or to mar, and one who is using his position merely a& 
stepping stone to something better which he is alwa^ 
on the watch to secure, is the difference between th^ 
enthusiasm which employs every proper means, however ^ 
remote, to secure its object, and that indiff'erence whia Ii 
neglects even the nearest and the most obvious ones; is 
the difference between strong, untiring devotion aad 
feeble, listless ineflSciency ; between the success and tb « 
failure of the institution itself. 1 believe that a rest- 
sonable liberality in this respect is the part of trix^ 
wisdom. 

The annual examinations and the annual exhibitions 
are to take place during the present week. 

Concerts. — During the past winter 8 Symphony and 8 
Students' Concerts have been given. At the Symphony 
Concerts, a full orchestra, and the best solo performers 
within our means to procure, were employed. A peculia»r 
,and instructive feature of these concerts was the devoting 
of five of them to as many different schools of music, 
giving one evening to German music, another to Italian 
music, and so on. At the Students' Concerts the full 
orchestra was employed, and a symphony was performed ; 
but the solo parts were taken by students of the Academy. 
Besides the 16 Concerts thus given, the public was 
admitted to the 8 general rehearsals, which took place on r' 
the days preceding the Symphony Concerts. Season I Tl 
tickets, giving admission to all the concerts and rehearsals; l^'^s 
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rere sold at $8 each ; and single tickets, admitting to the 
ymphony Concerts only, were sold, as in former years, 
)r fifty cents each. No single tickets were sold to the 
tudents' Concerts, the audience being made up of the 
'lends of the student performers, and of those who held 
^asoD tickets. The number of season tickets sold during 
iie season was 299, producing $1961.77 ; and the number 
f single tickets sold was 3820, producing |1910.00 ; 
laking the entire receipts for the Concerts $3871.77. 
'he average number of single tickets sold at each Con- 
ert was 477, which added to the 299 season tickets give 
n average attendance of 776 persons, besides the pupils 
f the Academy. At the concert consisting of German 
lusic, and at the last Symphony Concert, the hall was 
lied to its utmost capacity. In order to seat these large 
iidiences, settees were placed in the cross and side aisles, 
nd camp stools were employed wherever there was 
vailable space. 

The cost of the concerts has been greatly increased 
ver those of any preceding year. The necessity of more 
•equcnt rehearsals to improve the performances, of bring- 
ig some of the musicians required from New York, and 
f giving to the members of the orchestra regular weekly 
mployment in order to secure their services, are the 
^uses of this increased cost. The number of men in the 
rchestra was actually less than in any previous year. 
'he cost of the concerts for the entire season was 
9015.24, which is an average of $1,126.90 for the 8 
yinphony Concerts, the only ones from which any income 
^as derived ; while the average receipts were $483.97, a 
Dss of $642.03 on each concert. As the orchestra was in 
he weekly pay of the Institute, it did not add materially 
J the expense to make use of it at the Students' Concerts. 

The experience of the past six years proves that con- 
erts of the high order of excellence which we desire to 
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give cannot be ntiaintained by any possible receipts fro 
the sale of tickets at present prices ; and that the depart 
ment cannot be supported on the regular annual appro 
priation hitherto made to it. Owing to the limite- 
capacity of the hall, we cannot expect much increase i^ 
the receipts. On the contrary, should our school grov**^^ 
and its pupils continue to be admitted to the concer-^^-;^. ^ 
without chg-rge, we shall have fewer seats to dispose ^^^z- 
and the receipts must decline rather than increase. H^ ^J 
we a thousand pupils in the school, the entire hall wox7/t/ 
be filled with the free tickets. Even if we were to r^Gnt 
a larger hall, the increased expenses, including the 
increased size of the orchestra required to fill a large 
room, would probably more than absorb all additionaJ 
receipts. We might increase our receipts a little bj 
requiring the pupils to pay, say, half price for their 
concert tickets, and we might, and, I think, ought to 
make a charge for admission to the Students' Concerts; 
but even then an annual appropriation of $9000 will be 
required for the department, if such concerts as we have 
given during the past year are to be maintained. Indeed, 
to secure the best quality of instruction in the school, 
and the best production of music at the concerts, the 
department needs an income, beside its own earnings, of 
$10,000 a year. It is possible that the appropriation 
might be reduced by an increased charge for admission 
to the concerts ; hut this would depend on how such an 
increase would afi^ect the sale of tickets. 

During the year 1872-3, which had not closed at the 
time of my last annual report, the receipts were |3496.50 
and the expenditures were $10,181 38, showing an excess 
of expenditures over receipts of $6684.88.

The Academy of Music was removed during the first 
week in April to house No. 34 Mulberry Street, which 
had been rented for this purpose from the Academy of 
Art. It is hoped that it will be possible to remain in 
this place, so well suited to its purposes, until its new 
rooms in the Institute shall be prepared for use. 
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GALLERY OF ART. 

Rinehart's statue of Clytie was delivered to the Insti- 
tute on the sixteenth of December, 1873, and was at once 
exhibited to the public. In the same room with the 
statue have been placed the two marble figures, Poca- 
hontas and Aphrodite, which were presented by Mr. 
George S. Brown. These three pieces of sculpture are^^ ^^ 
the only objects of art we have on exhibition ; but the}"^^- ^ 
are sufficient to draw to the Institute from 20 to lOO ^jq 
visitors daily. The two panels at the south end of th .^^ 
hall have been filled with emblematic figures in relie^ ^^gyc 
one representing science and the other art. Busts ii^fi^ 
plaster of John P.Kennedy and William Pinkney ha^'^g 
been completed, and two other busts in carton pierre ha-^ve 
been placed in the reading room. Plaster casts of tljg 
frieze of the Parthenon, and of many of the most ce7e- 
brated antique marbles, were purchased of the Art 
Academy when it dissolved in June. They are still in § /o 
the gallery on Mulberry Street, were they were greatly 
endangered, but fortunately not injured, by the fire of 
July 25, 1873.

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I cannot close this report without expressing my per- 
sonal sorrow^ and mj sense of the great loss which the 
institute has sustained, in the death of the President of 
the Board of Trustees, Mr. Josias Pennington, which 
took place on the twenty-second day of May, 1874.

Dr. N. H. Morison, Provost: 

Sir, — The following Report gives an account of th^ 
business of the Library and Beading Boom of the Pea- 
body Institute, for the year beginning June Ist, ]873, 
and ending June 1st, 1874. 

This period has not been marked by any unusual 
occurrence in the history of the Library. The usual 
work has been done in preparing the Lists of books to be 
purchased ; the Orders have been copied and forwarded 
to our Agents ; the books newly received have been regis- 
tered, collated, catalogued, stamped and placed on the 
shelves ; books called for have been supplied, and readers 
aided in their investigations ; the cards have been copied 
and placed in the Public Catalogue ; other copies have 
been made for the Office Catalogue, and for that to be 
printed; the analyses of long sets of works recently 
received have been completed ; and the books requiring 
binding have been substantially bound. 

The invoices received during the year have been few 
though comprehensive, and thus some time has been 
gained for the analyses of collections. 

Our Catalogue to be printed has now advanced so near 
to completion that we can at any time begin to arrange it 
for the press. The collected works of editors, which at 
our last Beport had still to be analysed, as well as the 
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collected editions of English, French, German, Italian, 
Scandinavian, and American authors, have all been ana- 
lysed, and each article placed under its appropriate 
fiubject. 

The collection of* slips is now so large that considerable 
time will be required to prepare them for the printer. 

As the Library has been kept open 13 hours daily 
<lnring a birge part of the year, a great convenience has 
been afforded to readers, but the increased use of the 
looks has not corresponded with the increase in time. 

The greatest number of calls for books in a single day 
has been 102, in the month of January ; and the average 
attendance in March, the month of greatest activity, was 
75 persons per day. 

During the months of January and March the Library 
was most frequently used, while in June and July the 
use was very much less. On the twenty-fifth of July the 
smallest attendance of readers was observed ; only 15 
persons called for books during that day. 

An examination of the Library in August showed that 
no books had been lost or mutilated during the year ; and 
at that time, also, the rooms, furniture, and books were 
all thoroughly cleaned and put in order. Pencil marks 
have since been noticed in two books, and the offender 
discovered. 

Increase of the Library. 

Within the period above named, the additions to the 
Library, from all sources, have been 3,474 volumes. 
Since the last Report, 3,208 volumes have been purchased. 
Of these, 1,208 volumes were received from England; 
879 volumes from France, 754 volumes from Germany; 
and 367 volumes from the United States. Besides these, 
266 volumes were presented by the persons named below, 
o 
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The Library now contains 54,002 volumes; and the 
books purchased, from the beginning up to this date, 
have cost, with freiglit and expenses, $168,283 44. 

During the year 9 pamphlets have been purchased, and 
150 presented. The collection of pamphlets now consists 
of 8,159 distinct pieces. Three maps have been purchased, 
and 16 presented by the French Government. 

The most considerable gifts of books have been 49 
volumes of Historical Records, presented by the Master 
of Rolls of Great Britain ; 59 vols, of United States Pub- 
lie Documents from the Interior Department, through 
Hon. Columbus Delano ; 12 vols, from the United States' 
Patent Office, through commissioner M. D. Legget, and 
13 volumes of State Documents, from the Ohio State 
Library, through Samuel G. Harbaugh, Esq. 

The British Patent Office has presented 55 volumes of 
its publications, and the Canadian Patent Office has con- 
tinued to supply its Records.

Periodicals. 

The regular periodicals now being taken amount to 
112 ; consisting of* 31 American, 44 English, 22 French, 
14 German, and 1 Italian. Besides these, the memoirs 
and transactions of learned societies, and works issued 
by literary clubs and societies, now subscribed for, amount 
to 166; of which 38 are American, 51 English, 37 
French, 38 German and Russian, and 2 Italian. Making 
a total of 278 serials, costing $1,371 87. In addition to 
the above, 22 American, 5 English, 1 Danish, and 1 
Italian have been presented. 

Use op the Library. 

The actual number of readers during the year has been 
not much greater than in the year preceding, but the 
increase in the number of volumes used has been con- 
siderable. 

A comparison with the two preceding years will show 
that the usual percentage of increase has not been main- 
tained during the year just ended. In 1871, 2,582 per- 
sons used 17,104 volumes; in 1872, 2,951 persons used 
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21,148 volumes, while in 1873, 3,018 persons used 21,007 
volumes. 

The reading of fiction has increased more than 25 per 
cent, beyond that of the preceding year. 

A decided increase in the use of literary criticism, 
poetry, drama, and natural history has occurred ; but in 
other subjects only slight changes have taken place. The 
Library is now much more used by students than for- 
merly, and the teachers and scholars of the City College 
and of the 8tate Normal School steadily avail themselves 
of the rich collections of English literature, science, &c., 
which they must have to become proficient in their 
studies. 

A very considerable number of persons come to the 
Library only to consult the dictionaries and books of 
reference in the reading room, and, as no correct record 
can be kept of these, they do not appear in the table of 
subjects given below.

the Committee on the Academy of Music 

of the Peabody Institute : 

Gentlemen : 

I have the honor to submit to your consideration my 
nual report for the academic year 1873-4. 
Thirteen more students were admitted into the Academy 
ring the past year than during the year previous, while 
B general standards of culture, skill and proficiency, 
iched in all the branches, have been higher than 
ring any former year of the Academy. Much of the 
iter result is no doubt due to the general attendance of 
3 students at the orchestral rehearsals as well as the 
icerts. Many of the students came to the rehearsals 
th the music scores which they had already studied, 
d, by watching the orchestral performance of the same, 
irned many valuable letssons of musical shading and 
esse, which could not have been obtained in fetny other

[n the parts taken by the students themselves in their 

icerts this winter, their improvement in this respect 

8 been very manifest, especially when we consider that 

jse concerts were given on alternate Saturday evenings 

the same large hall as that used in the Symphony 

6 
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Concerts by some of the best artists of the country. 
Considering also the higher grade of music undertaken 
this year, the students' performances have been very— 
creditable indeed. 

Only a limited number of the students, however, hav^ 
taken part in the concerts, viz : those who were pre^^ 
paring themselves for an artistical career. A number 
others, especially in the vocal department, have utterk^ 
declined to undertake performances in the large hall 
elsewhere, and, as long as any of the students ^^^ 
excused from appearing at the concerts, examination^ 
and exhibitions, so long will the Academy itself appear/- 
in its musical resources, like a half closed book, to a// 
except its Director. 

The Theory Classes have greatly improved in their 
proficiency, and three of the students, Misses Saudek, 
Griffiss, and Johnson, are expected to present, at the 
Exhibition Concert this year, fugues of their own com- 
j)Osition. 

The Singing Classes have been very regularly attended, 
and the students in them are progressing steadily towards 
a higher standard of execution, taste, and culture. I will 
name especially. Misses Becker, Dunbar, Murdoch, Gill, 
Latrobe, Fortier, Kruger, Mason, and Mr. Byrn. 

The Piano Classes are in the very best condition, as is 
shown by the performances at the late Students' Con- 
certs, and as will be still further evidenced by the com- 
ing Exhibition Concerts. The most prominent players 
are Misses Saudek, Freeman, Cross, Pomplitz, Palagano, 
Johnson, Crane, Hoen,Koehler, Gorton, Latham, Emory, 
Sadtler, Mason, Webster, Annie Smith, Alice Thomp- 
son, Lincoln, and Mrs. Sutro. 

The Orchestral Class, though small this year, is still 
progressing. Two of the most skilful students I ha^® 
employed in the large orchestra. 
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In the General Class, I have, during the past winter, 
lelivered ten lectures on the history of music from the 
£trliest period to the present time. 

In addition to these classes, we have also had one on 
lie organ, and many applications for instruction on 
liferent instruments, but never enough in any one branch 
o make up a full class. 

The students on free scholarships, during the past 
^ear, have shown excellent talent, but the same cannot 
>e said generally of those coming from the High Schools. 
Lndeed, although the students from the liigh Schools 
aave been up to the required standard for admission, 
they have not all shown very much talent. In thus 
speaking, I would, however, make two exceptions, in the 
cases of Misses Koehler and Hoen, both of whom have 
shown very decided talent. 

Those entitled to Diplomas are Miss Lucille Gill, who 
has been a student in singing and theory for six years ; 
Miss Flora Saudek, piano and theory, three and a half 
years; Miss Bettie Johnson, piano and theory, three 
and a half years ; and Miss Mary Becker, singing, 
three years. 

The hall belonging to the building will be needed for 
the examination of the classes, on the first and second of 
June this year, and also in the future as a place for prac- 
tising for those students who are preparing for concerts. 

I must also say, that a large hall is absolutely necessary 
for the proper training of our students. As the Academy 
is growing, and there will be still greater need hereafter, 
the question arises as to how this want can be properly 
supplied in the future. 

The Musical Library has been increased, during the 
past year, by ten new books, and some necessary copying 
of orchestral parts.

THE CONCERTS. 

In establishing an academy of music in America ratl». ^r 
than elsewhere, there was evidently an intention on ilS^^' 
Peabody's part to give some opportunity, not only f<^^ 
American performers^ but also for native composers, and 
whatever might be of value in American music. Recog- 
nizing the fact that there are very decided differences in 
the schools of music in the diflFerent countries^ I endea- 
vored to make the concerts of the past season systematic 
and characteristic, and so arranged them as to exemplify 
the peculiarities of the diflFerent schools. The American 
concert was, perhaps, less successful than the others, 
mainly because of the newness of the music, and so 
requiring a larger number of rehearsals than could con- 
veniently be given. 

The concerts were generally well attended, the weather 
having been unusually favorable and the execution some- 
what better than during the former years ; but the chief 
attractions for the general public were the really excellent 
solo performers, of whom, I must especially name Madames 
Auerbach and Weiler, the Misses Abell and Rosburgh, 
and Mrs. Rosewald. The students and the season ticket 
holders generally attended the orchestral rehearsals the 
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pa8t season, so that, on some occasions^ these audiences 
"were larger than those at the concerts formerly. 

Of* course our renderings, with but few exceptions, 
liave never been perfect, and the errors are yet far too 
many^ considering the number of rehearsals. 

If the trustees continue to support this department of 
^he Institute, I have much hope as to future improvement, 
provided musicians can be fully engaged and brought 
together for practice daily during the concert season. 

The concert season began this year on the 6th of 
IDecember, and terminated on the 28th of March, during

I submit my Eighth Annual Report of the operations 
of tlie Institute, in all its departments, for the year 
ending June 1^ 1875. 

LIBRARY DEPARTMENT. 

Little has occurred in this department during the year 
beyond the usual routine of work — such as daily attend- 
ing to the calls of readers, the preparation of lists for 
purchase, the reception, recording, and classification of 
new books, and their arrangement for the use of readers, 
and the long labor on the catalogue for printing — a work 
which seems to increase as we approach its conclusion. 
No works of peculiar value, or such as require especial 
notice, have been added to our collection during the year. 
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We have supplied some deficiencies ; we have succeeded in 
finding a few books that we have long sought for ; we 
have sent out orders that will add materially to our collec- 
tion of Spanish authors ; and we have ke©t up with the 
best literature of the day, by the purchase of the most 
important new books published in all languages. 

While our library is thus kept abreast of the times, the 
rich stores of the past are gradually accumulating upon 
its shelves. In a very few years, we shall have so fiUecL^ 
every department of knowledge with the important anA^ 
useful books belonging to it, that we shall be able to turn 
our attention more to curious, rare, and ornamental speci- 
mens of literature and of printing, than we have telt at 
liberty to do, while so many books, really important to the 
student, were not on our shelves. We have a few Persian 
and Hindoo manuscripts, and a few specimens of the 
printing of the fifteenth century ; but we have no illumi- 
nated manuscripts, and not many curiosities of any kind. 
Though rich in illustrated works in science and anti- 
quities, we have few illustrated books of art, and no books 
of engravings, representing the great galleries of Europe, 
which form so costly, interesting, and attractive a feature 
in most large libraries. The time will soon come, when 
we can add many of these works to our collection without 
detriment to the working part of the library ; but we 
are not yet prepared for such purchases, and the heavy 
expense that must be incurred in the printing of the 
catalogue, will, for some time to come, render it neces- 
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sary to exercise the greatest caution in all other expen- 
ditures. 

As in previous years, the library has been open thirteen 
hours in each day, except in the summer, when it was 
not open at night, and was closed one month for examina- 
tion and cleaning. 

Books, — There are now 57,458 books in the library, 
and the increase during the year has been 3,456. The 
entire cost of books and binding has been $177,163.94, 
and the expenditures of the past year for the same pur- 
poses have been $8880.50. No books have been lost 
during the year, and no important mutilations have been 
discovered in them. I still think, that a law should be 
secured from our next legislature, to punish persons who 
wantonly mutilate or injure books in a public library, as 
the penalty now incurred by the Common Law is merely 
nominal, and quite ridiculous, — only for the value of the 
paper destroyed. Many of the States — I believe all that 
contain large libraries — have special enactments on this 
subject. 

Periodicals, — Fifteen periodicals have been added to 
our list during the year, while 7 have ceased to exist or 
have been discontinued. We now take 120 regular and 
166 irregular periodical publications, making in all, 286. 
The annual cost of this list is $1449.28. 

Donations, — The library has received, as gifts, 486 
volumes and 158 pamphlets during the year. Of these^

the publications of the American and British Govern- 
ments are the only ones of special importance. 

Binding. — The books in the library are kept in the 
best condition as to binding; but those in the reading 
room show the effects of the severe and even harsh usage 
to which they are subjected. Most of these volumes are 
heavy, and many of the readers are extremely careless 
and often rough in handling them ; while the sharp 
angles on the edges of the tables scrape or cut the bind- 
ings. All the books suflfer more or less from these causes ; 
but heavy volumes, like those permanently placed in the 
reading room, suffer much more than lighter ones. Tables 
with sharp edges are wholly unfit for library purposes. 
Besides keeping the books in a shabby condition, they 
will, in a short time, destroy more value in bindings tha 
all the tables are worth. For this reason, our new read — 
ing room will require to be furnished entirely anew. 

Duplicates, — We have added to the library 8 volumes 
of duplicates by purchase during the year, and have 
disposed of 29 volumes, reducing the number on hand 
to 894 volumes. Most of these duplicates consist of public 
documents that are of little value. 

Use of the Library, — While our readers have declined 
from 3,018 last year to 2,381 this year, the number of 
books used has risen from 24,00*7 to 32,944. There has 
been an increased demand for books in all the principal 
branches of knowledge. The demand for dramatic works 
has increased more than 100 per cent. ; for works on law, 
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chiefly international, nearly 150 per cent. ; for books of 
travel, over 50 per cent. ; and for biography, 50 per cent. 

It is evident, from tliese figures, that our readers have 
been both more constant and more studious than ever 
before and that the library is quietly but effectually 
doing the work it was designed to do — that of satisfying 
the researches of students, rather than the wants of 
casual readers. The day cannot be far distant when the 
city will find it necessary to establish a free circulating 
library for its people ; and, when that time comes, it will 
be found that such a library can be established and main- 
tained for a much smaller sum than has been spent for 
this purpose by other cities in the country, because the 
Peabody Library already supplies the rarest and most 
expensive class of books required by students — books 
which need not be duplicated in another free library of 
the same city. 

Catalogues, — Early in the season, I found that the 
card catalogue in the reading room had become almost 
useless from the disarrangement of the cards. In spite 
of the notices placed over the cases and the remonstrances 
of the attendants, readers have been in the habit of 
taking the cards from the drawers, and, in returning, 
they have often misplaced them. The alphabetical 
arrangement of the catalogue had thus been thrown into 
confusion ; and no amount of time or care which the 
attendants could bestow upon it, could keep the sixty or 
sevent}'' thousand cards in their places. After much 
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portions of the great academies and other long sets in 
the library ; and this additional work has occupied our 
force during the whole of the past winter, and has con- 
sequently delayed the completion of the catalogue. The 
analysis of a large number of these sets has now been 
completed, and, I think, that by mid-winter all the titles 
and subjects will have been written out. Some months 
will then be* required to examine and arrange the slips, 
and to prepare the entire work for the press ; but, I think, 
I can safely promise that it shall be ready for the printer 
before the end of another year. 

For a statement, more in detail, of the operations of the 
library and reading room, I must refer to the annual 
report of the Librarian, which I enclose.

LECTURE DEPARTMENT. 

During the year fifty lectures have 'been delivered at 
the Institute, thirty General, and twenty Class Lectures. 
For the want of a convenient room in which to hold them, 
the Class Lectures were reduced to a single course, the 
house in which they had been delivered in previous years 
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having been removed to make room for the extension of 
the institute building. 

General Lectures, — The ninth annual course of General 
Lectures began November 3d and closed February 25th. 
The usual number of thirty lectures was delivered by five 
different lecturers, in courses of four, six, or twelve lec- 
tures each. • The following is a list of the lectures, of th^^ 
subjects discussed, and of the dates at which the lecture;- ^ 
were delivered.

These lectures were illustrated as usual, whenever the 

subject required it. Prof. Niles made use of diagrams, 

paintings, and the black board to illustrate the conditions 
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of the atmosphere ; Prof. Mayer employed experiments, 
and often the lantern to render these experiments visible 
to the audience ; while other lecturers used the lantern 
alone. 

Though the lecturers were men of distinction in the 
various departments of knowledge on which they were 
called to speak, and the lectures were as useful and in- 
structive as any given in previous years, the course, as a 
whole, proved to be less attractive to the public than it 
has been for several seasons, and the attendance was 
smaller. The number of season tickets to the general lec- 
tures sold was 625, and the number of single tickets 539— 
a loss, compared with last year, of 139 season, and 1389 
single tickets. 

Class Lectures. — But a single course of Class Lectures 
was delivered during the winter. Mr. Leonce Kabillon, in 
20 lectures given in the French language, continued his 
discussion of Modern French Literature. Pursuing the 
course followed in previous years, he divided the hour 
about equally between the history and criticism of French 
authors, and readings from their works. The class met 
in the north room of the third story, which has been fitted 
up for these lectures, and which, except for the great 
number of steps to be ascended in reaching it, is remark- 
ably well adapted to the purpose. The number of course 
tickets sold was 53, and the number of single tickets 80— 
an increase of nearly one-fourth over the class of last 
year.

CONSERVATORY OF MUSIC. 

In accordance with a vote of the Trustees at their meet- 
ing on the fourth of June, 1874, the name of this depart- 
ment of the Institute was changed from Academy of 
Music to Conservatory of Music — a name which better 
describes its actual functions. 

Instrtiction. — The seventh annual session for instruction 
in the Conservatory began on Thursday, October 1, and 
2 
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closed on Monday, May 31. Mr. Hanierik has continued 
his charge as Director of the Conservatory, and Mr. Cour- 
laender and Mr. Allen have continued their professor- 
ships. Signor Paolo Baraldi, originally from Milan, 

Italy, but more recently from Barcelona, Spain, was, early 
> 

in the season, appointed professor of vocal music. He 
arrived in this coimtry in November, and began his 
instructions about the middle of that month. By this 
appointment, the Director was relieved of his vocal 
classes ; and he has since had much more time to devote 
to his lectures, to his theory classes, to the general 
supervision of the school, and to the concerts. In 
January, *Madame Nannette Auerbach was appointed 
professor of instrumental music, and began her piano 
instructions on the first of February. These appoint- 
ments have undoubtedly added much to the reputation 
and the efficiency of the school ; and, during the coming 
year even more than in the past one, it is likely to 
feel the effects of them in the increased number of its 
students. 

The terms of instruction and the requisites for adniif^- 
sion have remained the same as they were last year. 

In the number of students, the Conservatory has made 
a decided gain on its previous record. The present 
number is 128 against 78 a year ago. Of these 96 
remained during the entire year, against 65 last year. 
This evil of change still afflicts the school, and must 
continue to do so, till it has acquired such a reputation 
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in the city and the country that pupils will come 
to it, as they go to college, to complete its prescrihed 
course of study and secure its diploma.

The usual number of six free pupils from the public 
schools entered the Conservatory at the beginning of 
the year ; but one of them, after a single lesson, left 
the school ; and one, in consequence of other engage- 
ments, did not find it convenient to attend more than 
one day in the week. The Institute has been compelled, 
during the entire year, to provide, and pay for, twice 
the number of lessons which this pupil has been able 
or willing to receive. Thus the laws of the Conserva- 
tory and the bounty of the Institute are both made 
subordinate to the convenience of the pupil. I can 
but think that a different mode of appointing these 
free pupils, taking them, not as now from a clai^is many 
of which are not objects of charity at all, but from

the city at large, would secure more attentive pupils, 
would draw into the scliool and cultivate a higher 
grade of talent^ would provide the Director with an 
efficient, reliable class of pupils who would give tone 
and inspiration to the whole school, and, by their 
assistance, enable hini to diminish the expense, and 
improve the quality, of the Students' Concerts; and 
that the Institute would, in this way, confer a much 
greater benefit on the public at large. As now bestowed, 
this bounty is almost without value to any one. 

The three free scholarships established by the Trustees 
were filled by the Committee in charge; so that there 
were eighti^i free pupils in the school during the year. 

The annual examinations and exhibitions are to take 
place during the present week. 

Concerts. — During the year eight Symphony Concerts 
with a full orchestra, four Chamber Concerts, twelve 
Students' Concerts, and eight Piano Recitals have been 
given. The Symphony Concerts were conducted on 
the same liberal scale as during last year, and were 
undoubtedly the best musical performances ever given 
at the Institute ; but a succession of unpleasant evenings 
seriously interfered with the attendance. The Students' 
Concerts^ intended to instruct and to give confidence 
to the pupils taking part in them, were held in the^ 
small hall on Mulberry street. To these concerts only 
the students, their friends^ and a small number of 
musical persons invited by the Director, were admitted; 
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but the room was always filled and often crowded. 
During the months of April and May, after the close of 
the concert season, a series of Piano Recitals by Madame 
Auerbach was given in the hall of the Institute, on 
Wednesday afternoons at 5 o'clock. These recitals were 
especially attractive to the lovers of good music, and 
were attended by a small but cultivated and appreciative 
audience. 

Season tickets, giving admission to all the symphony 
and chamber concerts, and to the general rehearsals which 
preceded the eight symphony concerts, were sold at $6 
each.* The price of admission to a single concert was 
fixed at seventy-five cents, and to a rehearsal at twenty- 
five cents. The number of tickets sold was, — 207 season 
tickets, 1818 single tickets to the concerts, and 501 single 
tickets to the rehearsals. The .amount received from 
the sale of tickets to all the iconcerts and rehearsals 
was $2656.25. The cost of the 12 concerts, including 
performers, music, attendance, advertising, printings and 
all other expenses was $9058.81 ; and the loss sustained 
in giving them was $6402.56, or an average loss of 
$533.54 on each concert. The receipts paid little more 
than one-fourth of the cost, There can be no doubt 
that the extremely bad weather on the nights of the 
concerts seriously affected the attendance, and the receipts. 

The price of tickets to the piano recitals was twenty- 
five cents. The number of tickets sold to the eight 
recitals was 1209, yielding $302.25, which more than 
covered all the expenses incurred. 
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As the academic year, 18*73-4, had not closed at 
the time my last annual report was made, I give 
the financial results of that year to render the record 
complete. The entire receipts were $7061.7*7, and the 
expenditures amounted to $16,594.30, showing an excesi^ 
of expenditures over receipts of $9532.53.

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The excero of expenditures over receipts to June 1, 
1875, has been $10,339.33, and this sum will probably be 
increased by the first of July, the end of the academic 
year, to $10,700. The experience of another year thus 
confirms the statement made in my last report, that this 
department will, for many years, require an annual appro- 
priation of $10,000 for its proper support. Indeed, if the 
rent of the house occupied by the Conservatory on Mul- 
berry Street be added to these expenditures, the entire 
sum drawn from the fund for the support of this departs 
ment of the Institute will amount to $11,900 for the 
present year. 



GALLERY OF ART. 

The only objects added to the Gallery of Art, during 
the year, have been two marble busts of Pinkney and 
Kennedy^ executed in Paris under the supervision of 
Mr. Rabillon. These busts were modelled in this city — 
that of Pinkney, by Mr. Innes Randolph, and that of 
Kennedy, by Mr. Leonce Rabillon — and plaster casts of 
them were taken as stated in my last report. The antique 
plaster casts purchased of the Maryland Academy of Art, 
have been loaned to the Maryland Historical Society, and 
are now on exhibition at their rooms. The frieze of the 
Parthenon remains in the small hall connected with the 
Conservatory on Mulberry Street. The art room in the 
Institute has been open during the year from 9 till 4 
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o'clock, and has been visited daily by a larg# number of 
citizens and strangers.

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BuUdinge, — A few small but not unimportant altera- 
tions have been made within the building during the 
year. A coil of pipes has been arranged to heat the 
small room under the library work room, to fit it for the 
use of readers who require greater seclusion than the 
reading room affords ; some additional shelving for books 
has been placed in the upper rocmis ; and the sunlight, 
put into the hall last year, has been so adjusted as to 
make of it a powerful ventilator. For all ordinary 
audiences the hall is now sufficiently ventilated. During 
the lectures and concerts of the past winter^ no windows 
were ever opened to send a chill through the audience, 
and yet the air was kept fresh and pure, the thermometer 
never rising more than six or eight degrees. This change 
in the ventilation seems also to have greatly improved the 
ease of hearing in the hall. It may be proper to state, 
as a matter of record, that the work preparatory to 
extending the present building, was begun in April, 
1874, by the. removal of the two houses occupied by the 
music and lecture departments, that two additional houses 
have been purchased and demolished, and that workmen 
are now engaged in preparing the ground for the founda- 
tions of the extension.

Dr. N. H. Morison, Provost: 

Sir, — The following Report presents an account of tlie 
business of the Library and Reading Room of the Peabody 
Institute for the year ending June Ist^ 1875. 

No remarkable event has occurred in the history of the 
library since the last annual report ; and the current busi- 
ness has proceeded as usual. 

The principal labor of the period has been the writing 
of cards for the catalogue. As only a few invoices of 
books were received, much time was gained for analyzing 
and copying the particular articles in the extensive series 
of essays, dramas, mediaeval romances, and in the me- 
moirs of Academies and Learned Societies. A small part 
of the latter only remains to be finished, after which the 
final arrangement for the printer can be commenced. 

At the same time, all the long sets of collected works 
newly received have been fully analyzed. 

The largest number of calls for books in a single day 
has been 121, in the month of February ; and the average 
attendance in March, the month of greatest activity, has 
been 82 persons per day. The calls for books were most 
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numerous in November and March , and least numerous in 
June. • 

In August the library was examined and cleaned as 
usual ; all the books were found upon the shelves, and no 
mutilations were discovered. 

Under the particular direction of the Provost, the pub- 
lic card catalogue of subjects has been re-arranged ; th< 
drawers have been provided with convenient brass rods tcrrr) 

retain the cards in place ; the cards have been cut nar^ 

rower to admit the rods ; and the blocks behind them hav^ 
been secured to the surface of the drawers, by inserting 
pins into them ; thus rendering the catalogue permanent 
in its alphabetical arrangement, and preventing the 
removal and mixing -of the cards by careless persons. 

Increase of the Library. 

During the year^ the additions to the librar}^, from all 
sources, have been 3456 volumes. From our agents, 
2970 volumes have been obtained, at a cost of $7,990.51. 
Of these, 611 volumes from London cost $2,448.34 ; 176 
volumes from France cost $879.21 ; 1801 volumes from 
Germany cost $3,619.36 ; and 382 volumes from the 
United States cost $1,043.60. Besides these, 486 volumes 
were presented by the persons and institutions named 
below. 

The Library now contains 57,458 volumes and 8298 
pamphlets. 

No maps have been recently added to tlie library, 
excepting such as form a part of books and atlases. 
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Of Patent SpecificatioiiH, 288 volumes have been pre- 
sented as before, by the British Government ; 8 volumes 
by the United States Patent Office; and 3 volumes by 
the French Government. The Canadian Patent Office 
has also continued to send its Record, and the United 
States Patent Office its Journal.

Periodicals. 



The regular periodicals now being taken amount to 
120 ; consisting of 33 American, 46 English, 24 French, 
16 German, and 1 Italian. Besides these, the publica- 
tions of Learned Societies and works issued by Literary 
Clubs and Associations now subscribed for amount to 166 ; 
of which 36 are American^ 53 English, 38 French, 3*1 
German and Russian, and 2 Italian. Making a total of 
286 Serials, costing $1449.28. In addition to the above, 
22 American, 5 English, 1 German, 1 Danish, and 
1 Italian have been presented. 
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Use of the Library. 

The actual number of readers during the year has not 
been so great as in the preceding year, but there has been 
a remarkable increase in the number of volumes used. 

A comparison with the record of preceding years, will 
show that more than the usual per centage of increase has 
been maintained. In 1871, 2,582 persons used 17,104 
volumes; 1872, 2,951 persons used 21,148 volumes; in 
1873, 3,018 persons used 24,007 volumes, while in 1874, 
2,381 persons used 32,944 volumes. 

The reading of fiction has increased not quite 20 per 
cent, beyond that of the preceding year. It seems worthy 
of notice that fiction, which constitutes three-fourths of 
the reading in most other libraries, forms little more 
than one-tenth of the reading here. 

The library is much used by students ; and the teachers 
and pupils of the Baltimore City College^ of the State 
Normal School, and of other educational Institutions 
continue to avail themselves of the collections of English 
Literature, Greek and Latin classics, and of the works of 
Science which are necessary in their studies. Many per- 
sons come to the reading room simply to consult the 
dictionaries and works of reference, but, as it is not 
possible to keep a correct record of these, they do not 
appear in the table of subjects given below.

CONSERVATORY OF MUSIC. 

FROM THE director'? REPORT^ 
DaUA /Jiltimore, June 3ff, 1H75. 

To the Committee on the Conservatory of Music 

of the Peabody Institute: 

Gentlemen : 

I beg leave to congratulate you on the general success 
of the Conservatory during the past year, and its im- 
provement in several particulars. 

We have added to our corps of Teachers Mr. Paolo 
Baraldi from Italy, as Teacher of Vocal Music, and 
Madame Nannette Falk-Auerbach as Teacher of Piano ; 
and we have to note an increase in the number of 
students. 

In addition to the 8 Symphony and 4 Chamber Concerts 
and 8 Recitals, 12 Students' Concerts have been given 
during the Academic Term. I am more and more 
fully persuaded of the importance of the Students' Con- 
certs ; because they accustom the students to play before 
an audience, and to consider their musical studies as a 
matter of useful culture, admitting of practical employ- 
ment. 

Those entitled to Dii)lomas are Miss Nora Latrobe who 
has been a student in Singing and Theory three and a 
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half years; and Mrs. Mary T. ThompHon, who has been 
a student in Singing three years. 

The Piano Recitals bv Madame Auerbach liave been 
very successful, and their importance, in forming and im- 
proving the taste for true musical art, cannot be over 
estimated, and too many of them cannot Ik* given. 

Twenty-four new orchestral scores with parts liave been 
added to the musical library of the Conservatory, during 

the past year, including Beethoven's Sonatas and Piano 

Quartets, and Haydn's Piano Trios. 

During the past season, I have delivered to the students 

of the Conservatory some twenty lectures on the history 

of Music, and on other topics j)ertaining to the general 

theory and practice of the musical art.

I submit my Ninth Annual Report of the operations of 
the Institute, in all its departments, for the year ending 
June 1, 1876. 

LIBRARY DEPARTMENT. 

The business of the library, following the usual routine, 
has been quietly conducted, and has been attended by no 
event of special importance during the year. All the 
duties of attending to the wants of readers, of purcha- 
sing, arranging, and cataloguing books have been regu- 
larly and carefully performed. In these various duties, 
our small force has been kept constantly employed, and 
few idle moments have been spent by any one during the 
hours allotted to work. Our purchases have been fewer 
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than ill any previous year. This was not because we did 
not need additional books — for we have already selected 
the titles of a greater number of important works than we 
can purchase with an entire year's appropriation, without 
including new books^ periodicals, and binding, which 
consume more than half of every year's allowance — but 
because we had over-run the appropriation during the 
two or three preceding years, and we wished to re-place 
the money thus spent before any purchases but such as 
were absolutely necessary should be made. We have 
regained our old position in this respect, and our expen- 
ditures are now strictly within the appropriation. The 
orders out and unfilled are fewer now than they have 
been for some years. 

The most valuable purchase we have made during 
the year has been Crelle's Journal **fur die reine und 
angewandte mathematik,'* containing 80 quarto volumes. 
This is probably the most important mathematical publi- 
cation in the worlds and complete sets of it are seldom 
found. It continues to be published at irregular intervals, 
and has been added to our list of periodicals. This work 
will be of great advantage to the professors and students 
of the higher mathematics in the new university to be 
opened in this city in October next. We have added 
many other mathematical works to our collection, pur- 
chasing an entire list of books kindly furnished^ at my 
request, by Professor Newcorab of the Naval Observa- 
tory at Washington. Till these purchases were made. 
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this department of the library had fallen behind most of 
the other departments in completeness. 

It is proper to say that our library will be tested as 
never before by the body of learned men, and of stu- 
dents under their direction, which will be called to 
this city by the establishment of the Johns Hopkins 
University. I feel that we ought to meet their wants in 
the purchase of books, so far as it can be done without 
injury to a library which is not a technical one, but which 
was founded for the use of the general public. In their 
researches, every facility should be granted to them which 
is consistent with the security of the books, and their 
proper order and arrangement. 

The library has been open the usual number of hours 
(13) in each day, and the usual number of days in the 
year. It was closed in August for examination and 
cleaning. 

Books, — The number of volumes now in the library is 
is 60,085 — an increase of 2627 during the year. These 
books have cost $186,429.32— an average of $3.50 per 
volume. During the past year $9,265.38 has been spent 
in the purchase of books and in binding. No books have 
beeo lost during the year, and none are known to have 
been mutilated. The wear of the books, and especially 
of the bindings, is very great. The necessity of bringing 
from the shelves several volumes of an author's works 
because it is not known in which volume the part wanted 
is to be found, causes an im necessary wear of the books. 
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which will be at least partially remedied when the cata- 
logue shall be printed, giving the contents of each vol- 



ume. 



Periodicals,— Sixteen periodicals have been added to 
our list during the year, and 2 have been discontinued. 
We now take 124 regular and 176 irregular publications, 
making a total of 300. This annual list costs $1,554.05 
besides the binding, which will swell the cost to about 
$2000. This is undoubtedly a large sum to pay for 
periodicals; but in no other way can we make the 
library what v/e wish it to be, a living institution con- 
taining the latest discoveries, and the freshest thought 
of the time. The whole busy life of the world of to-day 
is made known io its periodical literature ; and a library 
that does not furnish this will soon lose its vitality, divorce 
itself from the present interests of man, and become simply 
a loungmg place for antiquaries who are satisfied to live in 
the past. All busy life, all active research, all inquisitive 
thought about the interests of the present, would pass it by 
as useless. The good reputation which our library has 
already acquired depends solely on its recent, fresh books ; 
and I hope that no combination of circumstances will ever 
compel it to reduce the number of its purchases in this 
direction. 

At the beginning of each year, a list of the deficiencies 
in our periodicals is made out, and sent to our agents to 
secure the missing numbers. These deficiencies occur 
chiefly from losses in the mails, and it is often extremely 
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difficult to replace the missing parts. For many years 
volumes of periodicals have been accumulating that could 
not be bound for want of some of their parts. I made an 
earnest effort this year to complete these volumes, and so 
far with considerable success. About half of the imperfect 
volumes have been completed and bound, and 1 have a 
hope that many more will be completed before the end of 
the year. In cases where the parts wanted are out of 
print we have to ])ay extra prices for them ; and, in one or 
two instances, I have preferred to purchase the whole vol- 
ume in which a deficiency occurred, rather than lose the 
opportunity of completing the set. 

Donations. — The library has received as gifts during the 
year, 287 volumes of books, 144 pamphlets, and 7 maps. 
The most important of these are the English, French, 
American, and Canadian Patent Office specifications and 
reports, and the valuable publications of the Master of 
Rolls presented by the British government. 

Binding, — We continue to have all books purchased 
abroad put into' good bindings before they are shipped, and 
to have all books and periodicals in the library bound as 
fast as they require it. We have on hand a large number 
of unbound newspapers, which should go into the hands 
of the binder at once, both to preserve them and to prepare 
them for use. Newspaper volumes are so large that bind- 
ing them is a heavy item of expense. 

I find that many bindings have been injured by packing 
the books too closely into the cases, the sides having been 
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rubbed and the tops often torn in taking them out. I 
have had the whole library examined, and the books 
loosened on the shelves where they were too tightly 
packed. 

Duplicates,— Six duplicates have been added to the 
library during the year, and two have been exchanged. 
The number now in the library is 900, most of which are 
government documents of little value. 

Use of the Library. — 1 regret to say, that, according to 
our record, there has been a decline both in the number of 
readers and in the number of books used during the past 
year. This decline has taken place in nearly all branches 
of knowledge, but more especially in fiction, which is now 
but 11 per cent, of our reading. The number of persons 
making active research, and requiring the aid of the 
librarian in their investigations, has undoubtedly increased, 
while there has been a great influx of boys from the higher 
schools of the city. The reading room has often been 
crowded, containing at times as many as a hundred per- 
sons. During the whole mouth of March, the average 
recorded attendance was 98 a day ; and the apparent, and 
I think the real, number of readers during the winter was 
greater than ever before. 

The apparent decline in the use of the library has been 
very unexpected to me and to the librarian ; but I think 
it can be easily explained. Most of the young persons 
from the schools come for information which they find in 
the dictionaries and encyclopedias of which about 2000 
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Volumes are placed in the reading room. All readers and 
visitors have free access to these books, and no account is 
taken of their use. I have always supposed that about 
half of our readers belong to the class whose wants are 
satisfied in this way, and who do not, therefore, appear on 
our record. The large influx of young men and boys from 
the schools is mostly from the same class, and we have no 
record whatever of their presence in the library. If this 
be HO, it is not so much a diminution in the number of 
readers as a change in the direction of their reading which 
is to be noticed. 

Catalogue, — In my last report, I noticed the disarrange- 
ment of the cards in the two catalogues of the reading 
room: and I stated that the subject cards had been re- 
arranged and a stiff rod placed over them to prevent a 
second displacement. In the fall, the re-arrangement of 
the catalogue of authors was undertaken ; and it proved 
to be a much more tedious work than the other had been. 
It has consumed all the unoccupied time of the two young 
attendants in the reading room during the entire year. 
The number of cards in the two cases must be somewhere 
near 100,000, every one of which had to be taken out and 
carefully replaced in its proper alphabetical order. I am 
glad to say that the work is now completed, and the change 
is of immense advantage to both readers and attendants. 

The catalogue for printing has continued to occupy all 
the time of the officers of the library not required in its 
routine business. After completing the literary and his- 
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torical portions of the great academies, it was thought best 
to include in the catalogue all the important articles in 
the periodical sets belonging to the library^ omitting the 
shorter items of news and notices. The entire winter has 
been consumed in this work, and it is now nearly com- 
pleted. It is not proposed to extend the catalogue beyond 
the limits already prescribed ; but a great deal of work 
must still be done before we are ready to print. The re- 
arrangement of the card catalogue in the reading room 
has so occuj ied the spare hours of the attendants, that 
40,000 or 50,000 slips written off for the printed catalogue 
have not yet been alphabetically distributed. The entire 
library must be examined to see if the titles of all the 
books have been inserted ; for our catalogue is to index 
every book by its author, its title, and its subject. In 
addition to this^ the date of the birth and death of every 
author whose birth and death can be ascertained is to be 
inserted. The object of this is to mark the age of each 
writer, and to distinguish, as far as this will do so, dif- 
ferent persons of the same name It is always a matter of 
interest, and often of great importance, to know when an 
author lived ; while, in many cases, it is difficult to find 
his name in a biographical dictionary. This information 
our catalogue will supply. 

I think it must be acknowledged by all thinking men 
who will investigate the subject, that the library is the 
great central department of the Institute, around which 
the other departments are clustered **as auxiliary to the . 
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improveraent of the taste, and, through it, the moral 
elevation of the Society of Baltimore/' In the letter of 
Mr. Peabody^ it is the department first and most elabor- 
ately described ; it is the department which he directs, 
without the qualification regarding the expense which he 
employs in speaking of each of the other departments, to 
be provided with **an extensive library to be well fur- 
nished in every department of knowledge'' with ^*the 
most approved literature," and with '^the best works on 
every subject embraced within its plan ;" and it is the 
only department which is entirely free to the public. It 
makes on the iund the largest demands for its support, 
because it can make no return whatever in earnings. 
Unlike the Lecture and the Music Departments, all its 
expenditures for books are really valuable investments in 
property, which is always accumulating, and thus enrich- 
ing the people for whose benefit it was founded. A great 
library cannot be created in a day ; but it must grow by 
slow accretions,, every year adding to its treasures, and 
every year rendering it more useful to its readers. Its 
value is not to be measured so much by the number, as by 
the quality, of the persons who use it. To supply the 
wants of the highest minds in a community, to teach the 
teachers of the people, is certainly a noble office, and one 
all-important to the people themselves. Such a library as 
ours, cannot, it is true, supersede the necessity of a more 
popular one for general circulation ; but of the two a 
reference library is vastly the more important, because it 
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is of more importance, in any community, that its best 
minds should be instructed, than that ordinary ones 
should be amused. I say amused, because it is well 
known that, in every popular library, from seventy-five to 
eighty per cent, of its circulation are novels. Education 
always proceeds from above downward, from the best to 
the common minds, from the leaders of the people to the 
people themselves. Furnish full supplies to the fountains 
of intelligence and thought, and they will send quicken- 
ing streams of influence down to stimulate and improve 
the whole community. 

A comparison is sometimes made between the number 
of visitors to the librarv and to the art room, as if the 
relative importance of the two could be tested in this way. 
Even when measured by this standard, I do not think the 
library will suffer in the comparison. During the month 
of March, the number of readers averaged 98 a day. 
When we kept an account of those who visited the art 
room, no month ever showed so high an average as this ; 
and, in those months when the room was first opened, the 
visitors were more numerous than they have been since. 
When we remember that more than half the number now 
visiting the art room came to see the Institute before that 
room was opened, and that all these have since been 
counted as visitors to the art room and none of them as 
readers, though they go through all the rooms alike, we 
see that it is not so much art as curiosity which attract-s 
this class of persons. The number of persons daily visit- 
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ing the Institute before we had a statue to show was from 
20 to 60, and seldom less than 30 or 40, mostly strangers 
with their Baltimore friends, who came to see the building 
and its appointments, and all these would continue to 
come if the art room were closed, though the beautiful 
statue of Clytie, which it contains, undoubtedly adds to 
the attractiveness of the place. If we add to the element 
of numbers the more important element of time, I believe 
the occupancy of the reading room would prove to be 
twenty-fold greater than that of the art room. The visi- 
tors to the art room seldom remain in it more than ten, 
and most of them not over five minutes ; and it is not 
often that more than four or five persons are in it at one 
time, while during more than half of every day the room 
is completely deserted. The case is entirely difierent with 
the reading room. It is very rarely without some readers, 
and the number ranges, on difierent days and at difierent 
hours of the day, from 6 to 100, while single readers often 
remain through the entire day, busy in their researches. 
These are important facts, and should not be overlooked 
in comparing the visits to the two rooms. 

I do not wish to <lepreciate the value of the art depart- 
ment. On the contrary, I hope that it will become all that 
the most sanguine expect or hope from it. A good gallery 
of art would certainly be, to the general public and to stran- 
gers, the most attractive feature in the Institute. I only 
wish to show the fallacy of the mode of reasoning adopted, 

to assert for the library the great importance that belongs 

2 
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to it, and to urge that, in any new distribution of the in- 
come of the Institute, ample provision shall be made for its 
maintenance and growth. When it ceases to grow, it will 
lose more than half its utility ; for then it will seldom be 
consulted by students engaged in the living activities of 
the day, and every one must know, from the limited num- 
ber of its volumes that it is far behind many other libra- 
ries of the country in the accumulated treasures of the 
past. 

For a more detailed statement of the operations of the 
library during the year, I must refer to the annual report 
of the librarian, which I enclose.

LECTURE DEPARTMENT. 

During the past season the lectures at the Institute 
have proved more attractive to the public than they have 
been for several years. Fifty lectures were delivered, 
thirty in the General Course and twenty in the Class 
Course. As in the preceding year, the Class Lectures 
were delivered in the small hall over the Provost's room, 
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which, except for the number of steps required to reach it, 
is remarkably well adapted to this purpose. 

General Lectures. — The tenth annual Course of General 
Lectures begau November 16th, and closed March 2nd. 
Thirty lectures were given in ten minor courses of from 1 
to 6 lectures each. The following list contains the names 
of the lecturers, the dates of the lectures, and the subjects 
discussed.

The general character of the course, unlike those of 
previous years, was literary rather than scientific ; and 
the public showed its preference for this class of lectures 
by an unusually large attendance. In illustrating these 
lectures, great use was made of the lantern, many of the 
subjects discussed requiring profuse illustrations to render 
them intelligible. To meet the wants of lecturers, and to 
exhibit to the best advantage the slides usually made by 
photographers, which are one-quarter the size of those 
which our lantern was made to admit, a new lantern was 
constructed^ in which such parts of our magnesium lantern 
as suited the purpose were used. We now have three 
superior lanterns, two with the lime light and one with the 
magnesium light ; but it is not probable that the magne- 
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sium light will ever again be used, the lime light being so 
much superior to it in all respects, but especially in free- 
dom from smoke, in steadiness, in ease of management, 
and in cheapness. Our large lantern has a nine inch con- 
denser and admits what is technically called a full plate 
slide, while our new lantern has a four and a half inch 
condenser and is constructed for quarter-plate^^slides. Both 
these lanterns can be used with half-plate slides ; but 
quarter-plate slides are so much cheaper, lighter, and 
• more easily transported, that they are used by nearly all 
lecturers. 

The lectures which drew the largest audiences were 
those of Mr. Fields, Mr. Taylor, and Mr. Spaulding. 
During most of the lectures delivered by these gentlemen ,• 
the body of the hall was completely filled, if not crowded, 
with listeners. 

The number of season tickets sold for the General Lec- 
tures was 1242, and the number of single tickets 1718 — a 
gain over last year of 617 season, and 1179 single tickets. 

Class Lectures. — The only course of Class Lectures 
delivered during the season were 20 lectures in the French 
language by Mr. Leonce Rabillon. His subject was The 
Great Women of France, and his mode of conducting the 
lectures was the same as that pursued in previous years. 
These lectures were attended by an unusually large class, 
mostly composed of ladies, as has always been the case. 

The number of season tickets taken was 70, and the 
number of single tickets 147 — a gain over last year of 17 
season, and 67 single tickets.

CONSERVATORY OF MUSIC. 

During the year the Conservatory has continued to oc- 
cupy house No. 34 Mulberry Street. This building is well 
adapted to the purposes of the school ; and, as the lease of 
the Institute will expire on the first of July, a new one 
has been obtained, and the Conservatory will remain at 
this place for several years to come. 

Instrucfion, — The eighth year of instruction began on 
the first of October and ended on the thirty-first of May. 
The same superintendent and professors that were em- 
ployed the previous year have continued their services in 
instruction. 

The terms of instruction and the requisites for admission 
have remained the same as in previous years. It is evi- 
dent that the Conservatory is gaining a better appreciation 
at home ; and is growing in reputation abroad. Numerous 
enquiries from the most distant parts of the country, but 
especially from the South and West, are made regarding 
the methods and advantages of the school ; and I have 
little doubt that it will soon have a large constituency in 
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other places than Baltimore and Maryland. Already we 
have a few pupils who come to the city expressly to enjoy 
the superior instruction which the Conservatory affords ; 
and it only requires time, and perhaps a little advertising 
outside of the city, to draw the attention of the country to 
its many advantages Its students not on y receive in- 
struction from accomplished teachers in the theory as well 
as the ])ractice of music, but they have the privilege, rare 
in this country, of hearing the best productions of the art 
performed by a trained orchestra, under the control of an 
experienced and skilful director. 

Though the number of pupils instructed has been less 
than last year, tlie difference has not been material, and 
the school is in a better condition than ever before. Its 
methods and aims are becoming better understood and 
appreciated, and a better spirit pervades it, so that its 
promise for the future was never so flattering as now. 
The present number of pupils in the Conservatory is 104 
against 123 last year. This reduction in numbers has 
been occasioned by a loss of pupils in the vocal classes, 
and by a discontinuance of the orchestral class. The 
piano and the theory classes have both made considerable 
gains over last year ; and there has been a gain in the 
receipts from tuition of $46*7.75. Of the 107 who entered 
during the first term 88 remained throughout the year, 
1 9 having left in February, the beginning of the second 
term. Last year the number of persons- leaving in Feb- 
ruary was precisely the same, 19. Nothing has been 
gained^ therefore, in fixing the pupils more permanently 
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to the school for the purpose of completing a prescribed 
course of study. This evil of change is a serious one to 

any institution which seeks to give a thorough education 
to its students, and should be discouraged in every reason- 
able way.

Two pupils were received from the public schools, one in 
singing and the theory of Music, who was discontinued at 
the end of the first term ; and one for instruction on the 
piano and in the theory of music, who remained till the 
end of the year. One free pupil was appointed by the 
committee. This reduction in the number of free pupils 
makes an important difference in the financial statement 

for the year. 

The annual examinations and exhibitions will take place 
this week, when five diplomas will be conferred on deserv- 
ing candidates. 
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I hope, before another season comes round, that a regu- 
lation will be adopted, requiring all candidates for degrees 
to pass a satisfactory examination in certan prescribed 
studies, and to attain a superior degree of excellence in 
the performance of music before they shall be entitled to 
receive a diploma. The mere time spent in study is the 
least important of the elements which enter into the educa- 
tion of an accomplished musician ; and none but those 
who have gained a thorough understanding of the princi- 
ples of music, and have acquired great proficiency in its 
execution, should be permitted to graduate at all. The 
requirements for graduation should be placed so high that 
the diploma given shall have a real significance and value 
to him who obtains it, and the fundamental idea which 
should control the granting of diplomas should be, not 
the time spent in study, but actual attainments. 

Cowcer^^. — During the season eight symphony concerts 
were given, but no chamber concerts, no students' concerts, 
and no piano recitals as in the preceding year. The sym- 
phony concerts were always attended by good audiences, 
but they were never crowded. All the tickets of admission 
were sold at the same rates as in the preceding year. 

The average receipts from each of the 8 concerts were 
$314 ; and the average amount paid to the performers at 
each of these concerts, without including any other ex- 
penses, was $80*7, showing that the receipts only paid 
about three-eighths of the expense of the orchestra and 
solos.

The entire cost of the 8 concerts, including performers, 
music, attendance, advertising, printing and all other ex- 
penses, except heat and gas, was $7,110.90— an average 
of $888 86 per concert ; and the loss sustained in giving 
them was $4,595.92 — an average loss of $574.49 on each 
concert. Compared with last year, when 12 concerts were 
given, the total loss was $1,806.64 less, and the average 
loss oil each concert $40 94 more. 

To complete the record of the year, 1874-5, which had 
not closed at the date of my last annual report, I give the 
financial results of that year. The receipts were $8,524.50, 
and the expenditures amounted to $19,141,90, showing an 
excess of expenditures over receipts of $10,617.40.

The excess of expenditures over receipts to June 1, 
1876, has been $8,041.44, and this sum will probably be 
increased by the end of the academic year, on the first of 
July, to $8,450. If to this we add the rent of the house 
on Mulberry Street, the entire sum drawn from the fund 
for the support of this department of the Institute, will 
amount to $9,650 for the present year.

GALLERY OF ART. 

No additions have been made to this department during 
the year, and no important expenses have been incurred. 
In view of the early completion of the addition to the 
Institute building, the removal of the library to its new 
quarters, and the ample space that will be provided for 
works of art, Mr. John W. Garrett, a member of your 
honorable board, has placed in the hands of the treasurer 
for the use of the art committee $15,000, to be employed, 
at their discretion, in purchasing casts, busts, and copies of 
the best sculptures to be found in the great galleries of 
Europe. This gift is both generous and timely, as it will 
enable the committee to open the new gallery with repre- 
sentatives of all the most celebrated marbles and bronzes 
of the world. 

This is the first gift in money that the Institute has 
received since the great gifts of its founder ; and it is to 
be hoped that it may prove to be an example that wealthy 
men will deem worthy of imitation. In no other way can 
a moderate sum of money be made so effectual in its bene- 
fit to the public as when given to an institution already 
established, where buildings, administration, and current 
expenses are provided for, and where the money can be 
devoted directly to the object prescribed by the giver. 

An institution which bears the name of its founder is, 
for a considerable period of time, under great disadvan- 
tage in regard to receiving additional gifts. In the eyes 
of his contemporaries, such an institution, belongs like 
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personal property, exclusively to him who created it. It 
was his conception ; it bears his name ; and he alone 
should provide for its support. In their minds the public 
object is lost in the private appropriation of that object by 
an individual. But, as time rolls on, the name of the 
individual, gradually lost in the institution, no longer 
suggests a person at all. For several generations. Har- 
vard and Yale have ceased to be the names of persons, 
and have become those of great institutions of learning. 
So in the near future will it be with the Peabody Insti- 
tute. That name will soon represent, not chiefly the indi- 
vidual who founded it, but the great public objects for 
which it was founded ; and it will draw the attention, and 
receive the gifts, of those who desire to further these 
objects. 

The Gallery of Art and the Conservatory of Music both 
need large additional endowments to give them the high 
position which they ought to assume and maintain among 
kindred institutions of the country. The Gallery of Art 
must certainly depend for its success on the generosity of 
our wealthy citizens. While the funds of the Institute 
are sufficient for all administrative and current expenses, 
they are utterly inadequate to the filling of a gallery with 
such works of art as the trustees and the citizens desire to 
place there. Gifts of sculptures, of paintings, gifts of 
money to be spent in works of art, or endowments for the 
general purposes of the gallery, or for any particular 
department of it, will be most acceptable offerings, will 
help to place the gallery on a firm foundation, and will 
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render it from the start the most attractive place in the 
city — the pride of its citizens, and the admiration of 
strangers. 

It is important that the public should know what large 
provision the trustees are making for this department of 
the Institute, The series of rooms connected together on 
the second floor of the building, when completed, will form 
one of the most extensive art galleries in the country, and 
will be respectable even when compared with the larger 
galleries of Europe. It will occupy the entire second 
story of the present building, and the entire north and 
south fronts on the same floor in the new building, enclos- 
ing the library on three sides, and forming a suite of con- 
nected rooms 4*70 feet in length. Besides this immense 
gallery, there will be a large number of rooms in the third 
story available for art purposes. Thus the most ample 
provision is made for the growth of the gallery, for its 
subdivision into departments, and for the appropriation of 
rooms to particular classes of objects. It is to be hoped 
that the large space thus provided, and its security, will 
attract generous donations from the lovers of art, and from 
those among our citizens who may desire to promote the 
culture, and increase the happiness of their fellow-men by 
contributing to an enjoyment so innocent and so refining. 

The department of music has, in a less degree, the same 
need of additional funds to enable it to perform, with entire 
satisfaction, the work it has undertaken. The endowment 
of a professorship in the Conservatory, the founding of 
one or more scholarships for the education of indigent 
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young persons of remarkable musical genius, or the estab- 
lishment of a fund for improving the quality and increas- 
ing the number of the concerts, would add to the ability 
of the trustees to furnish the ablest musical instruction 
in all branches of the art, and to re-produce, in a satisfac- 
tory manner, the best compositions of the great masters of 
sound. It is only from the very few persons who have a 
high estimate of the elevating and refining influence of 
music, that such gifts can be expected. Of all branches 
of the higher education, culture in music is the most 
expensive. It is utterly impossible for a single teacher to 
give the best instruction to more than a very limited num- 
ber of persons at one time ; and the price of teaching 
must always bear a direct ratio to the number of persons 
that can be put into a class. This fact alone makes all 
instruction in the practice of music expensive. Then that 
higher education which comes from hearing the best pro- 
ductions of the great musical artists performed js still 
more expensive ; for this requires the united effort of a 
large number of performers of varied talent and acquisi- 
tions ; requires costly instruments, frequent rehearsals, and 
the direction of a superior mind quickly sensitive to all 
combinations of musical sounds ; and it requires many 
expensive accompaniments. And when all these have 
been obtained, the most successful performance is but a 
transitory movement of sonorous waves which die asfast 
as they are created. There is nothing permanent in it ex- 
cept the general impression it leaves behind, and it cannot 

be re-produced by the hearer. A great painting, a master 
3 
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piece of sculpture may be purchased and placed iu a gal- 
lery for the delight of amateurs, and the study of artists ; 
and there it will remain from year to year, to re-produce 
each day the same pleasure and the same instruction, to 
visitor or student. Once purchased it is a permanent pos- 
session and teacher. Not so with music. To study or to en- 
joy an opera, a symphony, an overture, or a concerto a second 
time, it must he repeated with all its original combine-tion 
of performers, and all its expensive accompaniments. It 
is this peculiar requirement of the art, which renders a 
musical education so expensive, and renders large endow- 
ments for the support of musical institutions a necessity.

BUILDINGS. 

No important changes or repairs have been made in the 
building during the past year. Some additional shelving 
for books has been put up in the third story, and a new 
ventilating flue, with a gas burner for motive power, has 
been opened in the reading room. This arrangement for 
ventilation has been only a partial success. It has relieved, 
but not cured, the diflSculty. The air of the reading room, 
as the number of our readers has increased, has become more 
and more vitiated and unwholesome. In constructing the 
Tdom no provision whatever was made for ventilation. 
While the number of readers was small, no inconvenience 
was felt from this, the doors and windows furnishing out- 
lets sufficient to keep the air pure. But this is no longer 
the case. In nothing is the increase in the number of 
readers more sensibly felt than in the difficulty of keeping 
the air of the room in which they sit pure. But it is not 
numbers alone that produce foul air. I have often noticed 
that the entrance of three or four individuals will infect the 
whole atmosphere of the place. As the library is open to 
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all well-behaved persons, we must make provision for such 
occurrences Ly ample supplies of fresh air ; and I have every 
reason to believe that this has been done in the construc- 
tion of our new building. 

Another diflSculty has been encountered in the reading 
room which deserves the serious attention of the build- 
ing committee, and renders it extremely doubtful, in my 
mind, whether hot water is the best medium for applying 
heat to any room, like a reading room or a public hall, 
which requires the temperature to be varied to suit altered 
conditions and \yants. This arises from the impossibility 
of controlling the heat generated by hot water pipes with- 
in the room. The flow of the water through the pipes can 
be easily stopped, but the hot water remains within them 
to give out heat, without sensible diminution, for several 

hours after the cocks have been closed. In the reading 

» 
room during the day time, there is a scanty supply of 

heat, the thermometer in a very cold day not rising above 
64 ; but, as soon as the gas is lighted at night, the tem- 
perature leaps up to 80^ 85, and even 90 degrees. Very 
little reduction can be made in the heat from the water 
pipes by turning the cocks, and every gas jet becomes a 
small furnace to increase the temperature. I found the 
same trouble in controlling the temperature of the hall 
while it depended for heat on the coils of pipe placed with- 
in it; and, several years ago, I recommended to the Trus- 
tees to heat it with flues which would furnish both heat 
and ventilation. Since the change was made, there has 
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been little difficulty in keeping the air at a comfortable 
temperature. 

I hope, before another season comes round, to devise 
some plan for carrying off this surplus heat from the 
reading room, and for greatly improving its ventilation. 
I think it can be done by substituting a small sun-burner 
for one of the chandeliers, and carrying from it to the 
loft above a large pipe. By this arrangement, not only 
will the heat from the gas burners beneath be carried off, 
but that heat will furnish a strong motive power for venti- 
lating the room. 

During 1875, the foundations of the addition to the 
Institute were laid, and the walls carried up through the 
basement to the library floor. The bricks were all laid in 
cement, and a course of slate was woven into the walls on 
every side to prevent the rise of dampness from the very 
dry ground on which they stand. All the external walls 
have a hollow space within them as a security against 
dampness from without. The entire work is being done 
in the most substantial manner, and as befits a building 
which is to hold the treasures of a great library, and is to 
be transmitted from generation to generation through the 
long line of future ages. All parts of it are made as solid, 
strong, and enduring as brick, stone, cement, and iron can 
render them ; and the building is to be fire- proof through- 
out. In all respects, it seems to be a model of excellence 
in workmanship. 
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The new part will be considerably larger than the old. 
The front of the present building is seventy-six feet. The 
new part will add to this ninety-eight feet and five inches, 
making the entire front on Mount Vernon Place, one hun- 
dred and seventy-four feet,, five inches — the largest build- 
ing in the City excepting the City Hall.

1875-6. 
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Baltimore, Jmie Ist, 1876. 

Dr. N. H. Morison, Provost: 

Sir,— The following Report gives an account of the 

business of the Library and Reading Room of the Peabody 

* 

Institute, for the fiscal year beginning June Ist, 1875, and 
ending June 1st, 1876. 

The invoices of foreign books have been few, but valua- 
ble and comprehensive, and accordingly much time has 
been gained for work upon the catalogue to be printed. 
This catalogue is now very extensive, and in consequence 
of its plan having been still farther enlarged to include 
the analysis of most of the periodicals of the library, a few 
sets yet remain to be finished, after which the preparation 
for printing can begin. 

The largest number of calls for books in a single day 
has been 132, in the month of February^ and the average 
attendance in March, the month of greatest activity, lias 
been 98 persons per day. 

The calls for books were most numerous in March, and 
least numerous in July. 
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Increase of the Library. 

Within the year, the additions to the library from all 
sources have been 2627 volumes. From our agents, 2340 
volumes have been obtained, at a cost of $8,150.89, of 
these, 1059 volumes from London cost $3,400.73 ; 363 
volumes from France cost $1,484.97 ; 459 volumes from 
Germany cost $2,083.20; and 459 volumes from the 
United States cost $1,181.99. Besides these, 287 volumes 
were presented by the persons and institutions named 
below. 

The Library now contain^ 60,085 volumes, and 8,444 
pamphlets, 

A few maps have been added ; 6 by purchase, and 7 
by presentation. 

Of Patent Specifications, 88 volumes have been presented 
as before, by the British Government ; 17 volumes by the 
United States Patent OflSce, and 3 volumes by the French 
Government. The Canadian Patent Office has also con- 
tinued to send its Record, the Melbourne Office its Indexes 
of Patents, and the United States Patent Office its Journal.

Binding. 

During the year, 438 volumes have been bound at an 
expense of $978.26. The bindings of the United States 
patent specifications, 13 volumes, at $3.50 per volume, are 
included in the above amount. 

Duplicate Books. 

Since the last Keport, 6 volumes of duplicates have been 
added by purchase, and 2 have been presented. The total 
number of duplicates now in the library, is 900.

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Periodicals. 

The Library now takes 124 regular periodicals ; of which 
34 are American, 46 English, 25 French, 18 German, and 
1 Italian, and also irregular publications issued by Learned 
Societies, Literary Clubs and Associations, 176 in number ; 
of which 36 are American, 59 English, 37 French, 49 Ger- 
man and Russian, and 1 Italian^ making a total of 300 
serials, costing $1,554 05. In addition to the above, 22 
American, 7 English, 1 French, 2 German, 1 Danish and 
1 Italian have been presented. 

Use of the Library. 

A comparison with preceding years will show that the 
usual per centage of increase has not been maintained 
during this year, either in the number of readers, or of 
books read. In 1871, 2582 persons used 17,104 volumes ; 
in 1872, 2951 persons used 21,148 volumes ; in 1873, 3018 
persons used 24,007 volumes ; in 1874, 2381 persons used 
32,944 volumes ; but in 1875, 2095 persons used only 
30,373 volumes. Much of this falling off may, no doubt, 
be attributed to the fact that generally but a single volume 
of a set has been given at one time to a reader. 

The use of fiction, which in the preceding year had 

increased about 20 per cent, decreased during this year, 

and formed about one-ninth of the sum total of all the 
subjects. 
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Teachers and students of the Baltimore City College, 
and of other educational Institutions of this vicinity, still 
avail themselves of the ample opportunities afforded by 
this library for reference and research.
